JUDGE  JOHNSON  J.    HAYES 


Johnson  Jay  Hayes  was  born  on  January  23,  1886,  in  the  New  Hope  Community  of 
Wilkes  County.  Though  his  work  and  service  were  known  and  felt  tar  beyond  his 
home  community,  he  remained  throughout  his  life  loyal  to  his  beloved  "State  of 
Wilkes"  and  to  the  basic  principles  of  honesty,  industry,  charity  and  helpfulness, 
all  of  which  were  a  part  of  his  upbringing  in  the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge. 

Everyone  knew  Judge  Hayes  as  a  great  jurist  and  federal  judge  in  the  Middle 
District  of  North  Carolina.  Most  Baptists  in  the  state  knew  of  his  loyalty  to  Wake 
Forest  and  of  his  strong  convictions  on  a  number  of  issues  which  he  often  expressed 
on  the  floor  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Many  in  northwest  North  Carolina  knew 
him  as  teacher  of  a  Bible  Class  whose  lessons  were  broadcast  over  the  radio  for  many 
years.  Those  in  his  own  church,  Wilkesboro  Baptist,  knew  of  his  interest  in  and 
dedication  to  the  total  life  of  the  church  and  his  support  of  all  the  Baptist  institutions 
and  agencies.  A  still  narrower  segment  of  those  who  knew  him  knew  of  the  many  ways 
in  which  he  helped  so  many  people.  Yet,  probably  no  one  knew  the  completeness  of 
this  part  of  his  life.  He  was  indeed  a  "good  and  faithful  servant"  when  it  came  to 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  needy. 

Judge  Hayes  was  in  the  forefront  of  virtually  every  progressive  movement  for  the 
betterment  of  Wilkes  County  and  its  people.  Climaxing  his  efforts  in  this  regard  was 
the  establishment  of  the  Wilkes  Community  College  of  which  he  was  a  trustee  and 
which  named  one  of  its  buildings  for  him.  He  also  wrote  a  definitive  history  of  his 
native  county  entitled  "The  Land  of  Wilkes". 

Judge  Hayes  died  suddenly  on  October  22,  1970.  He  was  survived  by  Mrs.  Hayes 
and  six  children:  Hayden,  Johnson,  Jr.,  Hadley,  Mrs.  Thor  Wanless,  Mrs.  M.O. 
Elliot  and  Mrs.  Robert  C.  Hubbard.

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I   -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes 
County,  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -   PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  Association  to  consider  and  promote  measures  for 
increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence,  and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement 
of  Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the 
New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  all  its  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 

ARTICLE  m   -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Baptists  Churches 
desiring  to  affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  associational 
meetings  by  its  pastor  and  any  other  ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it 
and  living  within  the  bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may 
elect  three  (3)  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof, 
plus  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  one  hundred- (100)  members  or 
major  fraction  therof,  provided,  that  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than 
ten  (10)  messengers. 

Section  2.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  Association  shall 
present  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose,  its  request  for  membership  on 
APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP  provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  AS- 
SOCIATIONAL LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  Body.  The 
Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New  Churches  for  study  and 
investigation.  The  church  maintains  for  the  year  the  status  of  Associate  membership 
until  the  Committee  makes  its  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into 
full  membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual  Session:  If  the 
Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of 
fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Section  3.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for  three  successive 
years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches, 
unless  satisfactory  reasons  for  such  failure  are  given. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  in  its 
membership  which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in  faith  and  practice,  but  not  until 
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charges  are  brought  against  it  by  some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  IV   -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Music 
Ministry,  School  of  Christian  Studies  Director.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Librarian 
and  Representatives  for  the  following:  Biblical  Recorder,  Baptist  Hospital,  Children's 
Home,  Homes  for  Aging,  Baptist  Colleges,  POAU,  Annuity  Board,  American  Bible 
Society,  Fruitland,  State  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions.  These  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before  the  noon  recess  adjournment 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  upon  final 
adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
close  of  the  nextannual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except  the  Mod- 
erator who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Union  Director  and  the  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected 
at  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  Meeting  in  August.  After  their  election  they 
will  become  a  part  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order,  appoint 
all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise  all  other  duties  of  a  presiding 
officer  according  to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also, 
as  far  as  his  private  duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  be- 
tween the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their  work  for 
the  kingdom.  He  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee,  and  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  the  following  year.  He  shall  be  chairman 
of    the    Executive    Committee,    and     ex-officio  member   of  all  other  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his 
absence,    or   at   his    request,    and    be   Vice -Chairman   of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  As- 
sociation; shall  superintend  their  printing  and  distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send 
one  copy  each  to  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our  denominational  agencies  or  institutions  requesting  them; 
shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  Association  records',  shall  provide  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  from  letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches 
in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall  suggest  to  each  church,  based  on 
the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount  needed  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the 
Annual.  He  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association,  as 
directed  by  the  Association,  and  make  an  itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Section  6.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the  Association  and 
the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  session  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Section  7.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  in 
trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  this  Association,  and  to  be 
representative  of  the  Association  in  legal  matters. 

ARTICLE  V   -  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint 
a  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at 
its  next  annual  session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representatives. 
After  presentation  of  these  nominations  the  Moderator  shall  give  opportunity  for 
nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  and  all  of  these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur 
by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill 
the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint 
a  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES  composed  of  six  members  from  as  many  different 
churches.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  As- 
sociation at  its  next  annual  session  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  constitution.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  position 
until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  THE  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Moder- 
ator, Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associ- 
ational  Church  Training  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  Associational  W.M.U. 
Director,  Associational  Brotherhood  Director  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within 
the  Association  together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by  the 
church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  ten  (10)  members  of  the  committee,  including  four 
of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that  either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice- 
Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to 
cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  Association 
in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the  extension  of  Christ's 
Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation 
any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each 
quarter  at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The  officers  of  the 
Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee  with  the  Moderator  serving  as 
chairman. 

Section  4.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  the  Associational  Church  Training  Director, 
the  Associational  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  the  Associational  W.M.U.  Director,  the 
Associational  Brotherhood  Director  and  three  pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman, 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of  Baptist 
work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him  in  matters  pertaining  to 
his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  Associational  Missionary,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to 
the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  suitable  person.  It  shall  be 
the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with  the  Finance  Committee  on  matters 
of  expense  and  to  provide  information  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  officials  which 
might  be  helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Section  5.  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  with 
the  Treasurer  serving  as  EX -OFFICIO  MEMBER.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  plan  and  recommend  to  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Associaiton  a 
financial  budget  for  the  coming  year  and  to  superivise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of 
funds. 

Section  6.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  CHURCHES  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  from  churches  seeking  ad- 
mission to  the  Association  and,  after  careful  investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report 
to  the  Association  on  such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
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stitution. 

Section  7.  THE  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any  necessary  change  in  the 
Constitution  and  bring  reports  as  necessary  to  the  Association. 

Section  8.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program  for  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association  and  present  the  same  for  adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  serve  as  special  advisors  on  this  committee. 

Section  9.  THE  TIME,  PLACE,  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  of 
meeting  and  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preach- 
er, and  an  alternate  for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the 
Missionry  Sermon  and  the  dates  for  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  10.  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such  resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it 
and  to  present  such  other  resolutions  as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Section  11.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 
shall  be  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  study  the  social  and  civic  problems  of  our  area,  along  with  relevant 
literature  available  through  the  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  to  report  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  their  findings  along 
with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by  the  Association  and/or  cooperating 
churches. 

Section  12.  THE  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall 
be  composed  of  three  members  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  encourage  each  church  to 
teach  and  practice  Bible  stewardship,  to  give  to  associational  missions,  and  to  support 
world  mission  causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Section  13.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM,  composed  of  three  members  shall 
promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  State  De- 
partment of  Evangelism.  All  plans  and  programs  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Association  or  its  Executive  Promotion  Committee. 

Section  14.  THE  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  as- 
sociational officers:  Missionary,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  and  President  of  the 
Pastor's  Conference.  This  committee  shall  prepare  an  associational  calendar  for  the 
year,  and  present  same  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  annual  meeting,  for 
adoption.  This  calendar  shall  be  included  in  the  Annual. 

Section  15.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINATION,  composed  of  six  pastors,  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of 
candidates  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  Churches  wishing  to  ordain  ministers  are  requested 
to  place  their  candidates  before  the  Committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
date  set  for  ordination  for  examination  on  the  following  principles: 

a.  Christian  experience  or  conversion; 

b.  Call  to  the  ministry; 

c.  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects; 

d.  Support  of  denominational  causes; 

e.  Moral  and  spiritual  fitness; 

f.  Doctrinal  beliefs; 

g.  Knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Candidates  are  to  be  ordained  with  the  assistance  of  this  committee  only,  when 
they  are  serving  a  church  or  churches  as  Pastor  or  having  been  called  as  Pastor  of  a 
Missionry  Baptist  Church. 

No   candidate   for  ordination  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not 
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been  a  member  of  a  cooperating  church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  as  far  as  pos- 
sible in  Baptist  Institutions  of  higher  learning. 

This  committee  shall  not  recommend  any  candidate  for  ordination  whom  they  feel 
will  not  bring  honor  and  esteem  to  the  Lord,  to  Southern  Baptists  and  to  the  Brushy 
Mountain  Baptist  Association. 

Recommendations  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  to  the  church  where  the  candi- 
date holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist  the  church  in  the  ordination 
service  at  a  time  convenient  to  the  church  and  to  the  members  of  the  committee  if 
such  assistance  is  desired. 

Section  16.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
bring  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting,  leading  in  a  Memorial  service,  in  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

Section  17.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  and  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  supervision  of  all  properties  be- 
longing to  the  Association  and  shall  give  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  properties 
owned  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  make  such  repairs  or  improvements 
as  deemed  necessary.  All  matters  of  major  repairs  or  improvements  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee  for  action  and  recommendation  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  committee  sha]l  make  at  least  one  annual  inspection  of  all  properties  owned  by 
the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI   -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary  shall  follow  the 
procedure  outlined  in  Section  4,  Article  V,  with  the  understanding  that  said  person 
be  extended  an  indefinite  call  and  that  a  period  of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either 
the  missionary  or  the  Association  in  the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Section  2.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  accord- 
ing to  some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  practice,  preferably  ROBERTS  RULE  OF 
ORDER,  Revised. 

Section  3.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  session 
upon  vote  of  two -thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such  amendments  be 
presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  voted  upon  on  the  second  day. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  ROTATING  OF  COMMITTEES.  One -third  of  each  committee  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  a  period  of  three  years.  Committees  or  parts  of  committees  composed 
of  organizational  heads  shall  not  be  subject  to  rotation.  No  member  shall  succeed 
himself.  Vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  may  be  filled  immediately  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  The  Superinten- 
dent  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  Meeting 
10/6/71 

Section  3.  SPECIAL  ADVISORS.  The  Moderator  and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
will    serve    on    all    committees    of  the    association   as  special  advisors.  10/6/71 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 


2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  con- 
ducted by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  any  business  except  the  matter  of  making  changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator,  shall  con- 
fine himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  the  use  of  un- 
necessary personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards  one  another  such 
courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  The  annual  Associational  year,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  statistical  inform- 
ation shall  be  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive. 

7.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of  members 
present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

CELEBRATION  OF  BRUSHY  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST 
CENTENNIAL 

Wednesday,  October  6,  1971 

The  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  celebrated  its  100th  anniversary  on 
October  6,  1971  with  an  old-fashioned  picnic  at  6:00  p.m.  and  a  Centennial  Celebration 
Service  at  7:30  p.m. 

The  picnic  was  held  at  Smoot  Park  in  North  Wilkesboro,  N.C.  Many  people  wore 
old-fashioned  clothing  including  a  few  moustaches  and  beards  and  many  long  dresses 
and  bonnets.  Also,  a  number  of  people  brought  old-fashioned  dishes  such  as  crackling 
bread  and  buttermilk.  A  100th  birthday  cake  was  provided  for  the  occasion.  The  Picinic 
Committee  was  composed  of  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown,  Chairman,  Rev.  Robert  Wainw right, 
Mr.  Rex  Yates  and  Mr.  Lee  Church. 

The  Centennial  Celebration  Service  was  held  at  First  Baptist  Church,  North  Wilkes- 
boro at  7:30  p.m.  Mrs.  Belva  Gregory,  Museum  Chairman,  had  on  display  in  the 
narthex  of  the  Church  a  large  display  of  old  church -related  items  for  people  to  view 
before  and  after  the  service.  The  Centennial  Service  was  presided  over  by  the  out- 
going Moderator,  Rev.  E.W.  McMurray,  pastor  of  the  Moravian  Falls  Baptist  Church, 
Mr.  Jay  Anderson,  organist  of  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church,  played  the  old  pump  organ 
for  the  occasion.  Mr.  Ellihu  Sloan,  Minister  of  Music  of  First  Baptist  Church,  North 
Wilkesboro,  directed  the  music,  including  a  volunteer  choir,  many  of  whom  wore  long 
dresses,  bonnets,  moustaches  and  beards.  Only  hymns  in  use  in  1871  were  used  by 
the  choir  and  congregation.  The  choir  sang  a  cappela  with  the  use  of  an  old-fashioned 
tuning  fork. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  service  the  Rev.  Joe  Crouch,  pastor  of  Beaver  Creek  Baptist 
Church,  oldest  church  in  this  association,  presented  a  gavel  made  from  a  very  old  pew 
of  the  church  to  the  Moderator.  Later  in  the  service  a  Historical  presentation  was 
given  consisting  of  slides  and  narration  covering  the  hundred  year  history  of  the  as- 
sociation. Mrs.  James  Spicer  andMrs.W.K.  Sturidivant,  Sr.  prepared  this  presentation 
and  the  narration  was  read  by  Mr.  DanLinney,  head  of  the  Drama  Department  of  Camp- 
bell College  and  son  of  one  of  the  early  ministers  of  the  association,  Rev.  W.E.  Linney. 

Speakers  for  the  Centennial  Service  were  Dr.  W.  Perry  Crouch,  general  Secretary  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  and  Dr.  Ralph  A.  Herring  of  Charlotte, 
retired  former  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Winston-Salem,  N.C.  Dr.  Crouch 
was  presented  by  Rev.  I.V.  Couch,  Superintendent  of  Missions  of  the  Association.  He 
spoke  concerning  the  relationship  of  the  association  to  the  denomination  and  challenged 
the  churches  to  continue  support  of  the  Southern  Baptist  World  Mission  Program.  Dr. 
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Herring   was    presented    by  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  pastor  of  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church. 
He  brought  an  inspiring  and  scholarly  sermon  oncerning  the  Christian  life  as  worship, 
service  and  commitment. 

Expenses  of  the  Centennial  were  met  by  contributions  from  several  of  the  churches 
of  the  association  and  by  an  offering  which  was  received  at  the  service.  Mr.  Curtis 
Greene  was  Finance  Chairman. 

Publicity  for  the  Centennial  was  ably  handled  by  Mrs.  I.V.  Couch  who  also  served 
as  Secretary  of  the  Centennial  Committee.  Mrs.  Tam  Hutchinson  was  Chairman  of  the 
Music  Committee. 

The  Historical  Presentation  prepared  for  the  occasion  and  other  materials  gathered 
by  the  association.  Also,  the  top  section  of  the  100th  birthday  cake  is  being  frozen 
and  will  be  kept  for  the  125th  anniversary  celebration.

The  guidelines 
for  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  were  submitted  and  approved.  The  Centennial 
Committee  recommended  that  the  date  of  the  Annual  Association  Meeting  be  set  for 
October  5  and  6  and  that  an  old  fashioned  picnic  be  held.

REPORT  ON  FRUITLAND  BAPTIST   BIBLE  INSTITUTE 

The  report  from  Gary  Harthcock  shows  a  total  enrollment  this  year  of  197,  with 
148  students  from  North  Carolina  and  40  from  South  Carolina.  The  age  distribution  is 
interesting  with  155  of  the  students  in  the  20-39  year -old  bracket  and  33  students  in 
the  40-49  range. 

There  are  175  married  students  which  is  not  surprising  because  of  the  majority 
of  the  students  being  in  the  20-39  year -old  bracket.  Commuting  students  number  133 
which  leaves  64  in  the  dormitory.  Sixty -six  of  the  men  serve  as  pastors  and  three  as 
supply  pastors.  Seventy -eight  are  employed  in  public  work. 

It  was  encouraging  to  see  that  122  of  this  year's  student  body  have  completed  up 
through  high  school,  with  the  student  body  level  of  school  work  being  about  10th  grade. 
Carolina  Association  with  28  and  Buncombe  with  11  have  the  largest  number  of  stu- 
dents, although  there  are  44  associations  represented  in  the  student  body. 

An  early  morning  fire  August  30  destroyed  much  of  the  Institute's  Justice  Building 
which  housed  all  the  classrooms  and  auditorium.  The  building  has  been  declared  a 
total  loss  but  was  insured  for  only  $27,000  -  the  maximum  available.  Replacement 
cost  of  the  Justice  Building  was  estimated  at  $300,000.  The  goal  of  the  annual  State 
Missions  Offering  was  increased  from  $250,000  to  $300,000  to  provide  construction 
funds.  Many  churches  have  already  responded  to  the  added  appeal  with  increased 
pledges.  An  architect  has  been  hired  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  the  new  struc- 
ture. 

Classes  at  the  institute  are  now  being  conducted  in  the  J.C,  Canipe  Administra- 
tion Building  and  in  the  education  space  of  nearby  Fruitland  Baptist  Church.

More 
than  1,000  churches  in  North  Carolina  increased  Cooperative  Program  giving  last  year 
by  lO^o  or  more  over  the  previous  year.  As  a  dedicated  Christian  Steward  will  you  try 
to  lead  your  church  to  increase  the  percentage  of  the  offering  plate  dollar  given  through 
the  Cooperative  Program? 

A  pastor  said  during  a  Fellowship  Dinner  in  his  church,  "My  hands  reach  25,000 
miles,  or  rather  the  Lord's  hand  through  me,  when  1  lay  the  dedicated  tithe  of  my 
income  in  the  offering  plate  of  our  church". 

"But  how  can  I  reach  this  distance?  By  joining  hands  with  others." 

"You  see,  our  church  gives  320  of  every  undesignated  dollar  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program." 

Our  Lord  set  a  wonderful  example  for  us  at  this  point.  He  started  with  education. 
He  taught  the  apostles  and  they  proclaimed  the  gospel  around  the  world.  The  Co- 
operative Program  is  an  effort  to  follow  this  example. 

"Since  the  Cooperative  Program  helped  to  educate  and  now  pays  the  salary  of 
over  6,000  missionaries  around  the  world,  I  am  able  to  reach  around  the  25,000  miles 
of  the  earth  as  I  tithe  through  our  church,"  concluded  the  pastor. 

You  can  reach  25,000  miles  as  your  church  gives  a  worthy  portion  of  each  wor- 
shiper's contribution  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  believe  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  the  best  way  to  do 
mission  work  because: 

1.  It  is  motivated  by  the  Great  Commission.  The  Cooperative  Program  did  not 
create  cooperation  on  the  part  of  Baptist  churches:  the  desire  of  the  New  Testament 
churches  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  world  created  the  Cooperative  Program  (Luke  24: 
45-58?  Acts  1:8). 

2.  It  is  rooted  in  New  Testament  practices  (II  Cor.  8  and  I  Cor.  16:1-3). 

3.  It  is  the  product  of  generations  of  the  best  Baptist  leadership. 

4.  It  gives  hope  for  the  future.

PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Constitution  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  in  Article  V,  Section 
17  provides  that  the  Properties  Committee  shall  make  at  least  one  annual  inspection 
of  all  properties  owned  by  the  association.  During  the  year  of  this  report  the  associ- 
ational  property  has  been  inspected  on  three  different  occasions.  The  results  of  these 
inspections  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  grounds  were  neat  and  well  groomed. 

2.  The  remodeling  of  the  parsonage  has  basically  been  completed. 

3.  The   parsonage   living  quarters  were,  on  each  visit,  clean  and  in  good  order. 

4.  Evidence  of  excellent  housekeeping  practices  were  noted. 

5.  Out  buildings  have  been  repaired  to  the  state  of  good  condition  but  a  few  minor 
repairs  are  yet  to  be  made. 

6.  The  associational  office  building  is  in  good  condition.  The  interior  was  found 
to  be  in  good  order  and  functionally  arranged. 

7.  The  Associational  Missionary  and  his  wife  were  found  to  be  very  conscien- 
tious in  regard  to  proper  care  of  the  associational  property. 

In  summary,  the  Properties  Committee  believes  that  a  period  of  frustration  in 
regard  to  the  association's  property  has  ended.  Your  property  is  in  good  hands  and 
with  a  reasonable  amount  of  money  budgeted  each  year  for  maintenance,  no  serious 
problems  are  anticipated  in  the  near  future.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  appointment  of  182  missionaries  in  1970  brought  the  year  to  a  close  with 
2,501  missionaries  under  assignment  for  service  in  76  countries.  There  are  also 
176  emeritus  missionaries.  The  182  missionary  appointments  included  98  career 
missionaries,  18  missionary  associates  (2  had  been  appointed  previously,  but  for 
reasons  of  health  never  served),  64  journeymen,  and  2  special  projects;  6  of  these 
were  reappointments,  and  6  had  a  prior  record  of  service  under  one  of  the  auxiliary 
programs.  The  missionary  total  of  2,501  at  the  close  of  1970  was  a  net  gain  of  1,120 
over  the  total  of  1,381  on  January  1,  1960.  There  have  been  4,589  missionaries  ap- 
pointed since  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  organized  in  1845.  A  total  of  344  mis- 
sionary journeymen  have  been  sent  to  the  field-since  the  program  was  begun  in  1965. 

Missionaries  appointed  in  1970  were  assigned  for  the  following  types  of  work. 
General  evangelism,  English -language  pastors,  religious  education  promotion,  music 
promotion,  school  chaplain,  theology  teachers,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  workers, 
conference  director,  elementary  teachers,  kindergarten  workers,  secondary  teachers, 
college  tutor,  teacher  for  missionary  children,  student  technicians,  physiotherapist, 
agricultural  evangelism,  graphic  arts  coordination,  recreation  worker,  public  relations 


worker,    business    managers,    bookkeeper,  librarian,  secretary,  and  social  workers. 

It  is  recognized  that  this  decade  is  the  major  opportunity  for  further  missionary 
advance.  Sutdies  indicate  that  major  growth  in  the  nation's  population  during  this 
decade  will  be  between  the  ages  of  25  and  35,  where  a  total  increase  of  11,000,000 
in  this  age  bracket  is  expected.  This  is  the  age  when  people  are  appointed  for  mis- 
sionary service.  Shortly  after  the  close  of  this  decade,  the  number  of  missionary  re- 
tirements annually  will  greatly  increase  and  will  continue  to  rise  for  a  number  of 
years. 

Financial  reinforcement  will  be  of  major  importance  throughout  the  decade  in  order 
to  sustain  this  growth.  Approximately  50  percent  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Cooperative  Program  funds  are  made  available  annually  for  foreign  missions.  This  is 
the  basis  whereupon  sustained  advance  can  be  built.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  earn- 
estly trusts  this  percentage  of  giving  can  be  maintained  throughout  the  years  to  come.

GENERAL  BOARD  REPORT 

The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  has  the  re- 
sponsibility to  act  for  the  Convention  between  annual  sessions,  and  to  provide 
supervision  for  all  agencies  and  institutions  fostered  by  and  receiving  support  from 
the  Convention. 

The  General  Board  also  has  charge  and  control  of  all  the  Convention  work,  in- 
cluding missions,  evangelism,  education,  benevolences  and  all  other  general  activities, 
except  those  which  are  committed  by  Charter  to  the  Trustees  of  the  institutions  and 
agencies. 

General  Board  meetings  were  held  during  the  Convention  year  at  Meredith  College 
this    past    January;    Chowan   College    in   June   and    Camp  Mundo  Vista  in  October. 

Serving  as  Board  Officers  are;  James  Cammack,  Fayetteville,  President;  Dr.  John 
Lesis,  Raleigh,  Vice  President;  Miss  Ruth  Williams  as  Staff  Secretary  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Hillard,  Secretary. 

The  Baptist  Convention  of  North  Carolina  is  supported  by  the  cooperative  program. 
The  present  over-all  budget  for  1971  is  $7,350,000  of  which  33.34  percent  has  been 
allocated  to  the  Southern  Convention;  25.60  percent  to  Christian  Education!  11.60 
percent  to  social  service  institutions;  26.07  percent  to  State  Missions  and  3.39  per- 
cent administration. 

The  proposed  budget  report  also  points  out  that  total  church  gifts  will  approach 
$83,500,000  during  1971. 

Various  institutions  of  the  Convention  continue  to  grow  with  most  of  them  en- 
larging their  work  through  funds  from  individuals  and  foundations;  however,  of  course 
they  continue  to  depend  on  the  cooperative  program  to  provide  funds  for  their  operat- 
ing budgets.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Your  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  17,557  persons  in  1970  for  a  total  of  150,174  days 
of  care.  In  addition,  there  were  51,563  visits  to  outpatient  clinics,  including  17,241 
to  the  Emergency  Room.  About  90%  of  these  were  ••referral"  patients— that  is,  patients 
who  were  referred  to  our  Hospital  by  their  local  physicans  because  they  needed  the 
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specialized  medical  care  our  Hospital  is  staffed  and  equipped  to  offer. 

Our  Hospital,  from  the  day  of  its  beginning,  has  provided  good  medical  care  for 
our  people,  including  care  for  persons  who  cannot  pay  the  cost.  There  has  been  great 
progress  in  medicine  and  tremendous  increase  in  hospital  costs,  and  these  have 
made  some  policy  changes  necessary.  The  basic  policy  of  providing  care  --  now 
the  highly  specialized  care  for  the  more  difficult  casses  --  for  those  who  cannot 
pay  has  not  changed.  The  Christian  ministry  is  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of  our  Baptist 
Hospital. 

The  financial  situation  of  the  Hospital  is  viewed  by  the  administration  with 
"cautious  optimism".  The  operating  deficit  has  been  reduced  and  expenditures  are 
being  kept  more  nearly  in  line  with  income.  The  entire  staff  is  cooperating  in  an 
effort  to  maintain  a  proper  balance  between  sound  financial  policies  and  a  spirit  of 
Christian  compassion. 

Baptist  Hospital  offers  a  ministry  of  healing  in  Christ's  name  to  all  who  need  it. 
It  seeks  to  fulfill  the  same  purpose  in  North  Carolina  that  Baptist  Hospitals  operated 
by  ouj  Foreign  Mission  Board  seeks  to  fulfill  in  Korea  or  Nigeria.  It  ought  to  be 
supported  by  missionary-minded  Baptists  with  the  same  enthusiasm  and  for  the 
same  reason  we  support  every  other  phase  of  our  denomination's  World  Mission 
Program.  This  is  missions  too. 

Contributions  to  the  Mothers  Day  Offering  from  the  churches  of  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tain Association  in  1971  was  $2,868.14  with  28  churches  contributing  compared  with 
$2,746.31  and  30  churches  contibuting  in  1970.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  celebrated  their  20th  anniversary 
in  March  of  this  year.  During  these  two  decades,  the  story  of  our  Homes  has  been  one 
of  faith  and  abundant  blessings  of  God  upon  this  special  ministry  to  older  people. 
God  has  brought  us  from  one  home  and  one  resident  in  1951  to  five  Homes  and  a 
Nursing  Care  Unit  with  total  accomodations  for  160  residents  and  76  patients.  Two 
of  these  Homes,  Resthaven  and  Hayes  Home,  and  the  Nursing  Care  Unit  are  located 
in  Wintson -Salem  and  the  other  three  Homes  are  located  in  Albemarle,  Hamilton, 
and  Yanceyville.  In  these  Homes,  our  residents  are  loved  and  we  feel  that  there  is 
no  greater  security  that  they  could  have  and  no  better  care  that  they  could  receive. 

At  least  80%  of  the  people  who t  live  in  our  Baptist  Homes  are  financially  needy 
persons  and  benefit  directly  from trje  love  gifts  of  North  Carolina  Baptist.  They  simply 
Could  not  be  maintained  and  the  Homes  could  not  be  operated  without  the  Special 
Offering,  designated  gifts  from  the  churches,  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  We  urge 
our  Baptist  peo*ple,  therefore,  to  remember  how  dependent  these  dear  old  people  are 
on  them  and  would  challenge  them  to  give  more  liberally  than  ever  and  to  see  that 
their  gifts  are  a  real  life-line  in  the  on -going  of  this  ministry. 

For  the  last  3  years  we  have  operated  in  the  red  because  of  an  alarming  deficit. 
We  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  of  operating  in  the  black,  but  let  us  say  with  hope- 
ful optimism,  that  we  are  approaching  that  time.  The  increase  in  gifts  have  been  a 
strong  contributing  factor  to  the  success  of  the  past  year. 

Pray  for  your  Baptist  Homes  of  the  Aging  and  remember  that  any  ministry  to  an 
older  person  in  the  name  of  Christ  is  a  direct  ministry  to  Him.

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ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

As  prices  of  goods  increased  and  the  value  of  the  dollar  decreased  in  1970,  a 
large  number  of  Baptist  pastors,  church  staff  members,  and  denominational  emplo- 
yees moved  to  provide  greater  protection  in  the  years  ahead  for  themselves  an  their 
families.  Most  of  these  persons  did  so  by  increasing  their  Southern  Baptist  Protection 
Program  participation  to  at  least  ten  percent  of  total  salary. 

While  members  upgraded,  the  Annuity  Board  was  introducing  Good  Experience 
Credit.  This  gives  Protection  Program  members  benefits  over  and  above  the  amounts 
set  forth  in  their  certificates.  Increased  benefits  are  made  possible  by  interest  earn- 
ings in  excess  of  the  Protection  Program's  initial  actuarial  assumptions.  Since 
January  1,  1970,  active  members  received  Good  Experience  Credit  in  the  form  of 
increases  in  retirement  credits  accrued. 

Retired  persons  also  get  Good  Experience  Credit.  Persons  receiving  benefits  other 
then  education,  variable  of  fixed  period  are  getting  four  per  cent  more  income  each 
month.  Each  retired  person,  or  widow,  also  received  a  "13th  check"  for  1970  amount- 
ing to  8.33  per  cent  of  his  annual  benefit.  It  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year  the  "13th 
check"  has  been  given  and  amounted  to  $424,594.

Let  a  graduating  senior  express  what  it  is  like  to  live  in  one  of  our  Baptist  Chil- 
dren's Homes:  "I  really  do  not  know  how  to  write  about  a  place  which  has  been  so 
fine,  and  which  has  given  me  the  opportunity  to  worship,  work,  and  learn;  not  only 
where  we  stand  in  moments  of  comfort  and  convenience,  but  where  we  stand  in  mo- 
ments of  challenge  and  moments  of  controversy.  After  all  these  years,  one  finally 
learns  that  certain  values  and  practices  are  good  and  sound  and  help  children  to  feel 
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secure  and  happy". 

This  statement  could  be  made  by  almost  any  senior  regarding  his  home  and  com- 
munity, for  a  child  in  the  care  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  has  basically  the  same 
attitudes  and  values  as  other  children.  He  differs  from  other  children  only  in  the  tragic 
experiences  which  have  made  it  necessary  for  himeto  live  away  from  his  family.  For 
these  children,  it  is  our  mission  to  provide  loving  care  in  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ. 
We  want  to  work  in  harmony  with  what  we  sense  God  is  doing  in  the  life  of  each  child, 
enabling  the  child  to  tap  his  own  inner  resources  and  grow  to  responsible  adulthood. 

The  pursuit  of  this  basic  goal  has  led  the  Children's  Homes  to  develop  a  variety 
of  services,  all  family  centered.  Some  families  need  resident  care  for  their  children 
and  for  these  we  have  group  homes  and  foster  homes.  Some  families  can  remain  to- 
gether with  outside  help  and  for  these  we  have  family  services  in  the  form  of  counsel- 
ing or  financial  assistance.  For  the  unmarried  girl  who  is  pregnant,  we  offer  maternity 
care.  For  the  graduate  in  our  care,  we  assist  in  higher  education.  For  churches  in- 
volved in  day  care,  we  provide  a  demonstration  program  and  consultation  service. 
We  welcome  individual  inquiries  regarding  any  of  these  services  as  the  need  may 
arise. 

Our  services  are  made  available  through  strategically  located  facilities  through- 
out North  Carolina}  in  the  East  at  Kinston,  Pembroke,  Fayetteville  and  Raleigh;  in  the 
Piedmont  at  Chapel  Hill,  Thomasville  and  Charlotte!  in  the  West  at  Asheville  and 
Waynesville. 

Staff  members  and  children  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  are  grateful  for  the 
harmonious  relationship  we  have  shared  with  North  Carolina  Baptists.  The  churches 
have  expressed  their  confidence  and  support  through  increased  Cooperative  Program 
gifts  and  a  1970  Thanksgiving  Offering  of  $380,000.  Individuals  continue  to  give 
generously  and  to  become  involved  in  our  varied  ministries.  We  accept  this  support 
as  an  investment  in  all  that  we  are  doing  afrd  we  pledge  ourselves  to  translate  your 
investment  into  quality  Chirstian  child  care.

STATE  MISSIONS  IN  N.  C. 

Why  State  Missions  every  September?  Because  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
are  not  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  programs  needed  in  the  state.  Therefore,  N.C. 
Baptist  have  tried  to  reach  their  goal  of  $250,000  to  supplement  the  need.  Last  year 
we  failed  to  reach  the  goal  by  $29,130.  This  year's  goal  had  been  placed  at  $300,000 
with  any  excess  of  $250,000  to  go  toward  replacing  the  classroom  building  lost  by 
fire  at  Fruitland  in  August. 

The  $250,000  will  be  divided  in  the  following  way:  $170,000  for  basic  needs  of 
the  Convention  to  be  used  by  various  departments,  $32,000  for  the  standing  debt  at 
Fruitland,  $48,000  for  special  needs  in  the  Division  of  Missions. 

The  Division  of  Missions  work  through  five  departments:  Town  and  Country,  City 
and  Metropolitan,  Interracial  Cooperation,  Deaf  Ministries,  and  Chaplaincy  Ministries. 
Specialized  areas  of  ministry  include:  Military,  Cherokee,  Leonard  Training  School, 
Samarcand  Manor  for  Girls,  McCain  Sanitorium,  and  the  Prison  Unit. 

Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  last  year  gave  $2,245.  to  the  State  Mission  Offering. 
$1,440.  was  received  from  the  State  Mission  Board  to  assist  in  the  Associational 
Program,  leaving  a  total  GIFT  of  only  $805!  Only  Sixteen  of  the  forty  one  churches 
participated  in  designating  an  offering  to  State  Missions. 

So  when  you  hear  STATE  MISSION  OFFERING  again,  STOP,  consider  just  what  your 
donation  might  help  to  do-and  GIVE  through  Christian  love  and  concern  for  others.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF     GORDON  MISSIONARY 

BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas,    December   4,    1919,    a   Presbytery  composed  of  Rev.  W.F.  Staley,  S.S. 
Jennings,  L.B.  Murry,  F.C.  Watts,  Deacons  Dr.  W.P.  Horton,  E.E.  Eller,  A.AB.  McNeill, 
J.O.    Pardue  and  J.W.  Nichols  met  and  organized  Gordon  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 
Rev.  S.S.  Jennings  was  elected  moderator  and  J.W.  Nichols,  clerk. 

The  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  were  read  by  Rev.  W.F.  Staley  and  on  motion 
of  E.E.  Eller  and  seconded  by  W.P.  Horton,  were  adopted.  After  the  charge  to  the 
church  by  Rev.  W.F.  Staley  and  the  sermon  by  L.B.  Murry,  the  church  was  opened  for 
the  reception  of  members.  The  following  came  forward  with  letters  to  join:  J.H. 
Curtis  and  Grace  Curtis  from  Pleasant  Grove;  Mrs.  Julia  Canter  and  Louise  Canter  from 
New  Hope;  A.B.  McNeill,  deacon,  from  Harmony!  Emilia  McNeill,  Alice  McNeill, , 
H.O.  Pardue,  deacon,  Mrs.  Annie  Pardue,  Sam  Church,  Mrs.  Edna  Church,  Dr.  W.P. 
Horton,  deacon,  E.E.  Eller,  J.W.  Nichols  and  Rev.  S.S.  Jennings  from  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  North  Wilkesboro.  A  committee  composed  of  Dr.  W.P.  Horton,  L.B.  Murry 
and  Rev.  F.C.  Watts,  were  appointed  to  examine  the  letters.  They  reported  that  the 
letters  were  all  regular  and  from  Baptist  churches  in  good  standing.  The  following 
presented  themselves  under  the  watch  care  of  the  church:  J.T.  Hutchens,  Mrs.  J.T. 
Hutchens,  Mrs.  D.J.  Steelman,  Mamie  Steelman,  Miss  Nob  McNeill,  Liza  Bumgarner, 
T.M.  Former,  Clara  McNeill  and  Pansy  McNeill.  Charlie  and  Sister  Phoeby  Mitchell 
came  forward  for  restoration  after  once  being  a  member  of  a  Baptist  Church  and  having 
joined  a  Methodist  Church  and  not  being  satisfied  wanted  to  come  back  to  the  Baptist 
Church.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  they  be  accepted. 

At  the  June  meeting,  1921,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  let  each  member 
pay  his  part  to  the  pastor  and  the  remainder  of  the  collection  to  go  for  church  expenses. 

It  seems  from  the  minutes  that  the  first  revival  meeting  was  held  September  1924. 
Twelve  were  baptized  and  nine  took  under  watch  care  of  the  church  until  the  next 
meeting. 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  by  the  pastor  at  the  July  meeting,  1925,  to 
help  raise  money  for  the  church.  At  the  same  meeting  the  pastor  appointed  the  deacons 
to  see  the  members  who  were  not  attending  church  and  invite  them  to  come  back. 
One  member  got  up  and  stated  he  could  not  fellowship  with  J. C.  Coleman.  The 
pastor  read  part  of  the  18th  chapter  of  Matthew  and  then  appointed  a  committee  to 
visit  the  brethern  and  get  the  differences  adjusted.,  The  two  members  ask  for  their 
letters  which  was  deferred  until  the  church  got  in  fellowship.  The  committee  reported 
at  the  April  meeting  that  the  trouble  between  Coleman  and  Dancy  was  settled.  At  the 
August  meeting,  1926,  C.M.  Coleman  returned  and  was  re-elected  as  church  clerk. 
A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  September  meeting  to  raise  money  to  paint  the 
church  and  to  write  a  friendly  letter  to  all  members  not  attending  church. 

There  are  no  minutes  of  the  church  from  1929  to  1932  and  from  June  to  October 
1933. 

At  the  November  meeting,  1939,  repairing  and  covering  of  the  church  and  Sunday 
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School  rooms  was  taken  up.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  look  after  it. 

In  September,  1940,  there  were  nine  members  dismissed  on  their  request.  At  the 
December  meeting  six  more  requested  their  names  be  removed  from  the  church  roll. 

The  clerk  announced  at  the  April  meeting,  1941,  that  the  expenses  of  covering  and 
repairing  the  church  amounted  to  $310.42  and  had  been  paid. 

In  November  1943  the  church  adopted  the  budget  system.  In  September  1944,  the 
church  voted  to  start  a  library.  At  the  September  meeting  1945,  the  budget  was  raised 
to  $100.00  per  month  and  the  pastors  salary  to  $50.00  per  month. 

In  July  1948,  a  building  committee  was  appointed  to  build  more  Sunday  School 
rooms  to  the  church  and  at  the  October  meeting  the  church  voted  for  the  deacons  to 
borrow  $2,000  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  the  Sunday  School  rooms. 

At  the  October  meeting,  1952,  report  was  made  by  W.  P.  Carsons  that  the  name  of 
three  deacons  be  taken  from  the  Board  of  Deacons  for  disorderly  conduct  and  a 
motion  was  also  made  and  carried  to  clean  up  the  church  and  approach  those  living 
open  sinful  lives  and  get  them  to  clean  up  and  come  back  to  church. 

March  1959,  the  pastors  salary  was  raised  from  $50  to  $100  per  month.  At  the 
September  meeting,  1965,  the  church  passed  a  rule  that  the  pastor  be  called  in- 
definitely and  was  to  give  sixty  days  notice  when  he  wanted  to  resign. 

August  meeting,  1966,  the  pastor  made  a  suggestion  that  the  Canter  house  be 
moved  to  the  parking  lot  and  the  church  building  be  moved  to  their  new  property.  A 
motion  was  made  and  carried  that  this  be  done  and  that  a  loan  to  the  existing  deed  of 
trust  be  given  on  the  house  and  lot  which  carried  unanimously. 

In  July  1970  the  church  voted  unanimously  to  move  to  the  new  location  and  remodel 
the  present  building  and  the  building  committee  secure  a  loan  sufficient  to  cover  the 
cost  of  moving.  The  church  agreed  to  accept  the  offer  of  L.S„  and  Jim  Denny  to  do  this 
at  a  cost  of  $1595.56  and  to  include  material  and  labor.  The  church  voted  to  have  the 
trustees  to  borrow  $35,000  from  the  North  Wilkesboro  Savings  and  Loan  to  finance  all 
of  the  cost  and  repair  work  that  was  necessary. 

This  church  has  grown  in  membership  from  fifteen  charter  members  to  one  hundred 
fifty  nine.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  serving  as  a  partner  of 
the  Southern  Baptists  in  providing  the  Bible  as  a  tool  for  missions. 

As  a  missionary  non-profit  organization,  it  serves  churches  of  many  denomina- 
tions at  home  and  abroad.  It  publishes  without  note  or  comment.  It  helps  mission- 
aries to  translate  the  Bible. 

During  1970  the  American  Bible  Society  aided  in  providing  technical  assistance  to 
more    than    3000    translators    working    in    more   than  800  languages  and  dialects. 

In  1970  one  book  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1431  languages,  the  Bible  in 
249,  a  Testament  in  329  more,  a  portions  in  853.  Yet  many  wait  for  the  Bible  in 
their  own  language.  Donated  4,323,599  Scriptures  for  Chaplains  to  the  Armed  Services, 
a  93.3  per  cent  increase  over  1969.  Distributed  99,595,465  Bibles  and  Testaments,  a 
30.7  increase  over  1969. 

On  December  1,  1970  the  first  book  of  the  Old  Testament  distribution  of  25  mil- 
lion copies,  "The    Psalms  for  Modern  Man"  was  available  in  Today's  English  ver- 
sion. 

In  1970,  Southern  Baptist  gave  $233,185  to  the  American  Bible  Society,  stood  first 
among  all  denominations.  Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the  U.S.A.  totaled  $1,413,945. 

The  world  distribution  of  all  the  Bible  Societies  totaled  173  million,  equivalent 
to  one  copy  for  every  21  persons  in  the  world. 
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The  Society's  work  is  made  possible  solely  by  voluntary  gifts  from  churches  and 
individuals.

CHRISTIAN  HIGHER  EDUCATION       REPORT 

At  the  present  time,  1  am  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mars 
Hill  College.  Since  the  founding  of  Mars  Hill  College  in  1856,  at  least  two  elements 
in  the  purpose  of  the  institution  have  been  consistent.  These  are  a  determination  to 
operate  from  Christian  presuppositions  and  to  combine  in  the  curiculum  the  intel- 
lectual and  the  practical.  These  beliefs  have  grown  out  of  the  conviction  that  both 
are  essential  to  the  development  of  Christian,  cultured  and  productive  citizens.  We 
feel  that  we  have  something  distinctive  and  different  at  Mars  Hill  College  and  in  our 
other  Baptist  colleges  and  universities. 

Throughout  America,  more  colleges  join  the  ranks  of  the  financially  distressed 
every  day.  Some  schools,  including  some  of  our  Baptist  institutions  in  other  states, 
have  been  forced  to  close  and  others  are  moving  steadily  toward  the  crisis  stage. 
Some  of  the  contributing  factors  are:  general  inflation  of  the  cost  for  buildings  and 
all  services!  the  greater  need  for  student  financial  aid^a  decrease  in  endowment  earn- 
ings during  an  uncertain  period  for  investment;  contributions  and  groups  have  not 
kept  pace  with  the  inflationary  spiral!  increased  tuitions  and  fees,  always  the  last 
resort,  have  made  student  recruitment  more  difficult  and  we  have  reached  the  stage 
in  some  institutions  that  we  are  almost  pricing  ourselves  out  of  business. 

Fortunately,  none  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  schools  are  in  deep  financial 
difficulty  at  this  moment.  However,  these  are  the  pressures  under  which  our  shcools 
must  live  from  year  to  year. 

One  way  our  churches  can  help  to  relieve  the  financial  burden  of  our  schools  is 
through  the  Baptist  College  Day  offering.  Churches  can  provide  scholarship  aid  for 
needy  North  Carolina  Baptist  students  by  means  of  this  special  offering  or  it  can  be 
included  as  a  regularly  budgeted  item. 

The  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  are  very  grateful  for  and  very  dependent 
upon  the  financial  support  which  comes  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  However,  the 
amount  received  through  the  Cooperative  Program  would  not  be  more  than  five  to 
ten  percent  of  the  total  college  budget. 

Another  area  in  which  our  Baptist  churches  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  our  col- 
leges is  in  the  recruitment  of  students.  Together  we  must  seek  to  provide  opportunities 
for  students  to  seek  truth  in  an  atmosphere  of  freedom,  by  persons  who  are  committed 
to  God  as  He  is  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  active  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptist 
is  necessary  in  helping  achieve  this  goal.

HOME  MISSION  BOARD  REPORT 

In  keeping  with  the  Home  Mission  Board's  purpose  "to  support  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  in  its  task  of  bringing  men  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  by  developing 
and  promoting,  in  cooperation  with  churches,  associations,  and  state  conventions,  a 
single  uniform  Southern  Baptist  missions  program  for  the  United  States  and  assigned 
territories",  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  has  the  opportunity  to  help  ful- 
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fill  the  Motto,  "Our  Life  For  Christ". 

In  1970  the  Home  Mission  Board  instituted  a  new  plan  to  strenghten  and  expand 
the  Board's  efforts  to  assist  churches  in  missions  and  evangelism.  Three  sections 
•were  formed:  Planning  and  coordination;  Program  Implementation  and  Program  Serv- 
ices. 

At  the  close  of  1970  there  were  2,222  missionaries  which  is  thirteen  less  than  1969. 
Of  these  missionaries,  approximately  two -thirds  are  supported  jointly  with  state 
conventions  and  serve  in  fifty  states,  Puerto  Rico  and  Panama. 

1.  Division  of  EVANGELISM  has  projected  plans  for  use  of  television  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  Christian  faith  and  the  addition  of  a  staff  member  for  youth  evangel  - 
ism  in  high  schools. 

2.  In  1970,  942  CHAPLAINS  served  in  the  military,  hospitals,  institutions  and 
industry. 

3.  CHURCH  LOANS  were  made  for  126  churches  and  81  other  loans  for' more  than 
4  million  dollars  were  committed. 

4.  About    350    NEW    CHURCHES   and   church-type   missions   were   established. 

5.  LANGUAGE  MISSIONS  for  Southern  Baptist  include  1,032  missionaries.  The 
work  in  Cuba  continues  in  spite  of  hardships  with  an  increase  in  baptisms  over. the 
previous  year. 

6.  Workers  in  the  COMMUNITY  MINISTRIES  division  report  3,126  professions  of 
faith,  and  thirty -five  new  works  were  started  among  the  DISADVANTAGED. 

7.  STUDENT  SUMMER  MISSION  personnel  reached  a  new  high  of  940.  These 
workers  report'  6,645  professions  of  faith. 

8.  MOTION  PICTURES  produced  in  cooperation  with  Broadman  Films  have  been 
used  extensively  to  help  churches  in  their  work. 

In  relation  to  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions  and  special  Annie  Armstrong 
Easter  offering,  the  churches  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  promoted  the  study 
of  the  Home  Mission  book  "The  Diakonic  Task".

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I    -  NAME 

Tins  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes 
County,  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II   -    PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  Association  to  consider  and  promote  measures  for 
increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence,  and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement 
of  Christ's  kingdom  throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the 
New  Testament.  This  Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  all  its  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 

ARTICLE  III   -   MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Baptists  Churches 
desiring  to  affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  associational 
meetings  by  its  pastor  and  any  other  ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it 
and  living  within  the  bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may 
elect  three  (3)  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof, 
plus  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  one  hundred- (100)  members  or 
major  fraction  therof,  provided,  that  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than 
ten  (10)  messengers. 

Section  2.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  Association  shall 
present  through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose,  its  request  for  membership  on 
APPLICATION  for  MEMBERSHIP  provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  AS- 
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SOC1ATIONAL  LETTER  provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  Body.  The 
Moderator  shall  refer  the  church  to  the  Committee  on  New  Churches  for  study  and 
investigation.  The  church  maintains  for  the  year  the  status  of  Associate  membership 
until  the  Committee  makes  its  recommendation,  if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into 
full  membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next  Annual  Session:  If  the 
Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of 
fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Section  3.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for  three  successive 
years,  either  by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches, 
unless  satisfactory  reasons  for  such  failure  are  given. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  in  its 
membership  which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in  faith  and  practice,  but  nut  until 
charges  are  brought  against  it  by  some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  IV    -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Music 
Ministry,  School  of  Christian  Studies  Director.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Librarian 
and  Representatives  for  the  following:  Biblical  Recorder,  Baptist  Hospital,  Children's 
Home,  Homes  for  Aging,  Baptist  Colleges,  FDAU,  Annuity  Board,  American  Bible 
Society,  Fruitland,  State  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions.  These  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before  the  noon  recess  adjournment 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  and  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  upon  final 
adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the 
close  ofthe  nextannual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except  the  Mod- 
erator who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Wo- 
man's Missionary  Union  Director  and  the  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected 
at  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  Meeting  in  August.  After  their  election  they 
will  become  a  part  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order,  appoint 
all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise  all  other  duties  of  a  presiding 
officer  according  to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also, 
as  far  as  his  private  duties  may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  be- 
tween the  sessions  of  the  Association  to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their  work  for 
the  kingdom.  He  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee,  and  Committee  on  Com- 
mittees at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  the  following  year.  He  shall  be  chairman 
of    the    Executive    Committee,     and     ex-officio   member    of   all  other  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice -Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his 
absence,    or    at   his    request,    and    be    Vice -Chairman   of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  As- 
sociation; shall  superintend  their  printing  and  distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send 
one  copy  each  to  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our  denominational  agencies  or  institutions  requesting  them; 
shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  Association  records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  from  letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches 
in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall  suggest  to  each  church,  based  on 
the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount  needed  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the 
Annual.  He  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Association,  as 
directed  by  the  Association,  and  make  an  itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Section  6.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the  Association  and 
the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  session  of  the  As- 
sociation. 

Section  7.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  in 
trust  any  property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  this  Association,  and  to  be 
representative  of  the  Association  in  legal  matters. 

ARTICLE  V   -  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint 
a  Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at 
its  next  annual  session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representatives. 
After  presentation  of  these  nominations  the  Moderator  shall  give  opportunity  for 
nominations  from  the  floor  for  any  and  all  of  these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur 
by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill 
the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint 
a  COMMITTEE  ON  COMMITTEES  composed  of  six  members  from  as  many  different 
churches.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  As- 
sociation at  its  next  annual  session  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  constitution.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  position 
until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  3.  THE  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Moder- 
ator, Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associ- 
ational  Church  Training  E)irector,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  Associational  W.M.U. 
Director,  Associational  Brotherhood  Director  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within 
the  Association  together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by  the 
church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  ten  (10)  members  of  the  committee,  including  four 
of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that  either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice- 
Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to 
cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  Association 
in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the  extension  of  Christ's 
Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation 
any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each 
quarter  at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The  officers  of  the 
Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee  with  the  Moderator  serving  as 
chairman. 

Section  4.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  the  Associational  Church  Training  Director, 
the  Associational  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  the  Associational  W.M.U.  Director,  the 
Associational  Brotherhood  Director  and  three  pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman, 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com  - 
mittee  to  cooperate  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of  Baptist 
work  throughout  the  Associational  area,  and  advise  with  him  in  matters  pertaining  tc 
his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  position  of  Associational  Missionary,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to 
the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  suitable  person.  It  shall  be 
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the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with  the  Finance  Committee  on  matters 
of  expense  and  to  provide  information  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  officials  which 
might  be  helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Section  5.  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  with 
the  Treasurer  serving  as  EX -OFFICIO  MEMBER.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  plan  and  recommend  to  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Associaiton  a 
financial  budget  for  the  coming  year  and  to  superivise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of 
funds. 

Section    6.   TFIE    COMMITTEE   ON  NEW   CHURCHES  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  from  churches  seeking  ad- 
mission to  the  Association  and,  after  careful  investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report 
to  the  Association  on  such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
stitution. 

Section  7.  THE  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any  necessary  change  in  the 
Constitution  and  bring  reports  as  necessary  to  the  Association. 

Section  8.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program  for  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association  and  present  the  same  for  adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  serve  as  special  advisors  on  this  committee. 

Section  9.  THE  TIME,  PLACE,  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  of 
meeting  and  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preach- 
er, and  an  alternate  for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the 
Missionry  Sermon  and  the  dates  for  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  10.  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such  resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it 
and  to  present  such  other  resolutions  as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Section  11.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS 
shall  be  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  study  the  social  and  civic  problems  of  our  area,  along  with  relevant 
literature  available  through  the  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  to  report  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  their  findings  along 
with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by  the  Association  and/or  cooperating 
churches. 

Section  12.  THE  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall 
be  composed  of  three  members  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  encourage  each  church  to 
teach  and  practice  Bible  stewardship,  to  give  to  associational  missions,  and  to  support 
world  mission  causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Section  13.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM,  composed  of  three  members  shall 
promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  State  De- 
partment of  Evangelism.  All  plans  and  programs  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Association  or  its  Executive  Promotion  Committee. 

Section  14.  THE  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  as- 
sociational officers:  Missionary,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  and  President  of  the 
Pastor's  Conference.  This  committee  shall  prepare  an  associational  calendar  for  the 
year,  and  present  same  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  annual  meeting,  for 
adoption.  This  calendar  shall  be  included  in  the  Annual. 

Section  15.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINATION,  composed  of  six  pastors,  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of 
candidates  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  Churches  wishing  to  ordain  ministers  are  requested 
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to  place  their  candidates  before  the  Committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
date  set  for  ordination  for  examination  on  the  following  principles: 

a.  Christian  experience  or  conversion; 

b.  Call  to  the  ministry; 

c.  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects; 

d.  Support  of  denominational  causes; 

e.  Moral  and  spiritual  fitness; 

f.  Doctrinal  beliefs; 

g.  Knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Candidates  are  to  be  ordained  with  the  assistance  of  this  committee  only,  when 
they  are  serving  a  church  or  churches  as  Pastor  or  having  been  called  as  Pastor  of  a 
Missionry  Baptist  Church. 

Mo  candidate  for  ordination  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not 
been  a  member  of  a  cooperating  church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  as  far  as  pos- 
sible in  Baptist  Institutions  of  higher  learning. 

This  committee  shall  not  recommend  any  candidate  for  ordination  whom  they  feel 
will  not  bring  honor  and  esteem  to  the  Lord,  to  Southern  Baptists  and  to  the  Brushy 
Mountain  Baptist  Association. 

Recommendations  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  to  the  church  where  the  candi- 
date holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist  the  church  in  the  ordination 
service  at  a  time  convenient  to  the  church  and  to  the  members  of  the  committee  if 
such  assistance  is  desired. 

Section  16.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
bring  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting,  leading  in  a  Memorial  service,  in  memory  of 
those  reported  by  the  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

Section  17.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
three  members  and  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  supervision  of  all  properties  be- 
longing to  the  Association  and  shall  give  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  properties 
owned  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  make  such  repairs  or  improvements 
as  deemed  necessary.  All  matters  of  major  repairs  or  improvements  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee  for  action  and  recommendation  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  committee  shall  make  at  least  one  annual  inspection  of  all  properties  owned  by 
the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI    -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  Tie  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary  shall  follow  the 
procedure  outlined  in  Section  4,  Article  V,  with  the  understanding  that  said  person 
be  extended  an  indefinite  call  and  that  a  period  of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either 
the  missionary  or  the  Association  in  the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Section  2.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  accord- 
ing to  some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  practice,  preferably  ROBERTS  RULE  OF 
ORDER,  Revised. 

Section  3.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  session 
upon  vote  of  two -thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such  amendments  be 
presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  voted  upon  on  the  second  day. 

ARTICLE  VII   -  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  ROTATING  OF  COMMITTEES.  One -third  of  each  committee  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  a  period  of  three  years.  Committees  or  parts  of  committees  composed 
of  organizational  heads  shall  not  be  subject  to  rotation.  No  member  shall  succeed 
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himself.    Vacancies    occurring   during   the   year   may   be   filled  immediately  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  The  Superinten- 
dent  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  Meeting 
10/6/71 

Section  3.  SPECIAL  ADVISORS.  The  Moderator  and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
will    serve    on    all    committees    of   the    association   as  special  advisors.  10/6/71 

BY-LAWS 

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 

and  continue  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  con- 
ducted by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  any  business  except  the  matter  of  making  changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator,  shall  con- 
fine himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  the  use  of  un- 
necessary personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards  one  another  such 
courtesies  as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  The  annual  Associational  year,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  statistical  inform- 
ation shall  be  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive. 

7.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of  members 
present  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

ANNUITY    BOARD    REPORT 

Darold  H.  Morgan  took  office  as  president  of  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  on  March  1,  1972.  R.  Alton  Reed,  whom  he  succeeded,  had  been 
Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Board  for  19  years. 

The  change  in  executive  leadership  occurred  with  the  Board  having  record  funds 
held  in  trust  of  more  than  $292  million,  as  of  December  31,  1971.  These  funds  are 
held  in  trust  for  36,000  retirement  participants  now  active  in  churches  and  denomi- 
national agencies. 

During  the  administration  of  R.  Alton  Reed,  the  Annuity  Board  eliminated  its  "un- 
funded liability"  which  meant  that  potential  claims  for  benefits  exceeded  assets. 
The  Board  is  now  in  a  position  not  only  to  fully  meet  every  outstanding  contract 
with  members,  but  to  grant  Good  Experience  Credit  as  well.  The  good  yield  on  in- 
vestments has  permitted  extra  benefits  to  annuitants  which  are  called  "13th  Checks" 
and  "Good  Experience  Credits". 

The  Annuity  Board  offers  a  protection  plan  for  disability,  death,  and  retirement 
to  cover  every  pastor,  church  staff  member,  and  denominational  agency  employee. 
Many  churches  help  by  paying  in  full  the  dues  for  their  pastor  and  staff.  Retirement 
contributions  may  be  made  on  the  full  salaries  of  pastors  and  other  personnel  by 
taking  advantage  of  Plans  B  and  C  as  well  as  Plan  A.  Information  on  the  Annuity

CHILDREN'S   HOMES   REPORT 

For  the  past  eighty-seven  years,  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  their  Children's 
Homes  have  cooperated  in  a  program  of  Christian  child  care.  This  annual  report 
finds  the  agency  vigorously  pursuing  its  basic  purposes.  Changing  patterns  of 
family  life  and  the  involvement  of  government  in  social  ministries  profoundly  affect 
the  number  of  children  needing  our  care  and  the  types  of  care  needed.  More  and  more 
we  are  being  asked  to  serve  children  with  special  needs  beyond  neglect  and  de- 
pendency; emotional  alienation  from  family;  trouble  with  the  court;  borderline  re- 
tardation; emotional  disturbance  which  requires  professional  treatment.  The  ur- 
gency of  the  present  and  the  challenge  of  the  future  is  to  find  effective  patterns  of 
care  for  these  children. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  will  not  be  content  to  provide  minimal  care  only. 
We  are  committed  to  quality  care  which  can  enable  the  child  to  develop  his  full 
potential.  Quality  care  costs.  It  makes  heavy  demands  on  the  individual  staff  mem- 
ber, requires  more  staff  members  for  the  number  of  children  served  and  necessitates 
the  purchase  of  supplementary  professional  services,  such  as  medical  and  psycho- 
logical specialists.  The  Cooperative  Program  continues  to  be  the  lifeblood  of  our 
financial  support.  The  1971  Thanksgiving  Offering  channeled  $400,000  into  our 
ministry  of  child  care.  Special  gifts  and  bequests  from  individuals  continue  to  pro- 
vide for  capital  improvements.  We  deeply  appreciate  this  generous  support,  and  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  continue  this  ministry  of  child  care  in  the  name  of  Christ  and 
on  behalf  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.

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EVANGELISM   REPORT 

It  is  exciting  what  the  Holy  Spirit  is  doing  through  the  ministry  of  evangelism 
in  our  state.  6,000  youth  and  adults  in  425  churches  have  now  participated  in  Lay 
Evangelism  Schools  or  Pastor's  Retreats.

tional Guidance  and  Recreation.  Over  600  youth  and  adults  were  present  for  the 
week.  On  Friday  evening  113  youth  made  different  kinds  of  public  decision. 

Let  us  rejoice  in  the  excellent  reports  of  revival  meetings,  city-wide  evange- 
listic crusades  and  associational  evangelism  clinics  during  the  past  year. 

Arthur  Blessitt  was  Evangelist  for  the  Statewide  Youth  Evangelism  Night,  Greens- 
boro Coliseum,  August  18,  1972,  with  14,500  N.  C.  Baptist  young  people  attending. 
Many  young  people  answered  the  call  to  commitment.  A  bus  from  the  Brushy  Moun- 
tain Association  carried  38  youth  and  adults  from  churches  in  the  association  to  the 
service.

Rev.  Paul  Shoupe, 
Pastor  of  Liberty  Grove  Baptist  Church,  challenged  all  in  the  closing  message  to  be 
better  trained  workmen  for  God,  using  the  resources  available  to  us.  Oh,  yes,  we 
met  "C.T."  at  "M"  Night.  Have  you? 

A  ''Festival  of  Creative  Arts",  with  Wilkesboro,  Oakwoods  and  Millers  Creek 
Churches  participating;  was  held  Sunday  afternoon,  May  21,  with  the  Oakwoods

EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE    REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  met  for 
its  four  regular  meetings  in  November,  February,  May  and  August. 

At  the  November  meeting,  a  recommendation  was  accepted  for  the  Associational 
Treasurer  to  close  his  financial  records  August  31  to  correspond  with  the  churches 
records.  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  increase  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
retirement  under  Plan  B  of  the  Annuity  Program,  which  would  amount  to  an  addi- 
tional $120  per  year. 

At  the  meeting  in  February,  a  motion  was  made  to  form  a  committee  composed 
of  the  present  Properties  Committee  -  Dale  McNeil,  Harry  Foster  and  Cecil  Porter, 
plus  three  others,  namely,  Cecil  Kilby,  J.C.  Hayes  and  Kermit  Whittington  -  to 
investigate  possibly  relocating  the  Association  Office  to  a  more  convenient  loca- 
tion. The  purpose,  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  associational  work.  Motion 
carried. 

At  the  August  Meeting,  Rev.  Couch  reported  that  the  committee  had  been  work- 
ing on  the  possibility  of  relocating  the  associations  property  and  had  established  an 
evaluation  of  $40,000  on  the  present  property,  which  was  as  far  as  they  could  go 
without  further  authorization.  A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  W.L.  Pitts  to  give  this 
committee  authority  to  dispose  of  the  property  at  a  sum  of  $40,000,  or  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $40,000.  Allen  Laymon  seconded  the  motion.  Discussion  and  passed  by 
vote. 

The  following  recommendations  from  the  Missions  Committee  were  accepted 
by  motion.  Second  and  vote: 

1.  To   sponsor   a    class    to  teach  people  how  to  teach  illiterates  to  read,  and  to 
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give   the    money   (appr.   $20)  left  from  the  expense  of  the  Deacons  School  to 
help  with  this. 

2.  To   hold   a  Stewardship  Program  in  each  church  that  wanted  to  participate  in 
November  1973. 

3.  To  have  World  Missions  Conference  in  1974. 

4.  To  have  Missions  Night  on  Tuesday  night  of  the  Annual  Association  Meeting. 

5.  To   have   an    association-wide    Committee   Training   Night   to  train  different 
committees  of  the  church. 

On  recommendation  from  Joe  Crouch,  chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee, 
the  following  officers  were  elected:  Henry  Morgan,  Director  of  Sunday  School;  Mrs. 
Rena  Spicer,  Church  Training  Director;  Ray  Shorn aker,  Brotherhood  Director. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Allen  Laymon  that  the  Executive  Committee  ask  the  Con- 
stitution Committee  to  recommend  to  the  Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  a 
change  in  the  meetings.  The  recommendation  to  be  that  there  be  one  full  day  ses- 
sion and  a  night  session  instead  of  the  two  full  day  sessions.  Motion  seconded  and 
passed.

It  was 
chartered  on  November  24,  1920,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  As 
a    charitable    corporation,    it    and    its    donors    presently    have  certain  tax  savings. 

It  was  created  by  the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  endowment  funds 
and  for  administering  such  funds,  for  all  institutions  and  agencies,  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Convention.  It  is  independent  of  the  causes  it  serves,  but  committed 
to  their  best  interests.  It  is  not  a  competitive  agency,  but  a  service  agency  dedi- 
cated to  the  task  of  undergirding  all  of  our  Baptist  work. 

Any  property  owner  who  wishes  to  do  so  -  Baptist  or  non-Baptist,  resident  or 
non-resident,  man  or  woman,  young  or  old,  can  use  the  Baptist  Foundation  through 
cash,  securities  (stocks,  bonds,  notes,  mortgages);  real  property  (farms,  woodland, 
lots,  houses);  and  any  and  every  other  kind  of  property,  real  or  personal.  These 
gifts    can   be   in   the    form    of   a  living  trust,  gift  annuity,  or  by  bequests  and  wills.

way  once  again  provided  for  us.  Fruitland  Baptist  Church  opened  its  doors  to  us,  for 
which  we  shall  always  be  grateful.  Our  classes  were  able  to  continue  without  any- 
one missing  their  scheduled  classes.  Many  churches  gave  money  to  help  replace 
our  loss.  To  all  we  are  grateful,  but  without  the  Baptist  State  Convention  we  could 
not  have  replaced  it.  This  beautiful  new  building  is  expected  to  be  completed  and  in 
use  by  October  15.  It  will  be  called  the  'Crouch  Building'  and  a  dedication  service 
has  been  set  for  November  28. 

As  school  closed  May  26  there  were  55  who  graduated,  of  which  40  were  from 
North  Carolina;  13  from  South  Carolina;  1  from  Virginia  and  1  from  West  Virginia. 
As  school  began  in  late  August,  a  check  with  E.  Gary  Harthcock  tells  us  the  enrol- 
ment this  year  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school  with  211  enrolled.  159 
from  North  Carolina;  43  from  South  Carolina;  1  from  Maryland;  1  from  Tennessee; 
6  from  Virginia;  and  1  from  West  Virginia;  and  an  age  distribution  of  -  33  under 
25;  44  from  age  25  to  29;  96  from  30  to  39;  33  from  40  to  49;  4  from  50  to  59  and  1 
over  age  60.  The  educational  level  runs  from  the  5th  grade  through  2  years  of  col- 
lege. I  ask  you  to  pledge  and  support  this  school,  the  Cooperative  Program  and  our 
N.C.  Baptist  Convention and  please  GIVE  TO  STATE  MISSIONS.

BAPTIST    HOSPITAL    REPORT 

The  distinctiveness  of  Baptist  Hospital's  ministry  lies  not  alone  in  its  care  for 
charity  patients,  but  also  in  the  type  of  service  it  renders  to  all  its  patients,  and  to 
many  other  people  throughout  our  state  and  nation  and  around  the  world. 

As  an  academic  Medical  Center  it  is  engaged  in  research  and  in  education,  as 
well  as  direct  patient  care.  The  ministry  through  research  is  far-reaching  since  new 
discoveries  in  medicine  offer  new  hope  to  people  ever)' where.  The  educational  min- 
istry also  extends  around  the  world,  since  graduates  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of 
Medicine  serve  in  88  counties  of  North  Carolina,  in  47  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  in  25  different  countries.  Alumi  of  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care 
serve  in  almost  every  state  and  in  39  other  countries. 

The  quality  of  direct  patient  care  provided  at  Baptist  Hospital  is  distinct  in  at 
least  two  respects.  First,  it  is  a  specialized  type  of  medical  care,  provided  for  re- 
ferral patients  who  have  rare  or  complicated  medical  problems.  Because  of  the 
highly -skilled  specialists  in  almost  ever)'  area  of  medicine,  and  the  elaborate  e- 
quipment  available  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  we  are  able  to  provide  the  kind  of 
care  which  is  available  only  in  a  large  medical  center.  Ours  is  one  of  only  108 
such  medical  centers  in  the  United  States. 

In  addition  to  offering  this  kind  of  medical  expertise,  a  second  distinctive  of  our 
patient  care  is  the  Christian  concern  for  the  total  person  with  all  his  needs.  This 
spirit  is  found  among  physicians,  nurses,  aides,  and  other  personnel  throughout  the 
Center.  The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  seeks  to  minister  specifically  to  the  spir- 
itual and  emotional  needs  of  patients  and  their  families. 

Baptist  Hospital  does  continue  to  serve  patients  who  cannot  pay  for  their  hospi- 
tal care.  Even  with  the  tightening  of  admission  policies  and  procedures,  only  one 
person  in  twelve  months  --  i.e.,  one  in  approximately  17,000  applications  for  ad- 
missions—was not  helped.  In  1971,  charitable  allowances  amounting  to  $1,370,000 
were  issued  to  patients  unable  to  pay  in  full.  The  Mother's  Day  Offering  of  $371,000 
helped  make  this  charity  work  possible.  1  am  happy  to  report  that  at  least  2  Wilkes 
County    families    were  helped  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  last  year.  For  one 
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family  there  was  partial  help  on  the  bill.  The  other  patient  was  in  the  hospital  less 
than  24  hours  and  his  bill  was  $3,900.  This  complete  amount  was  paid  by  the 
Mother's  Day  Offering, 

The  hospital  takes  pride  in  its  record  of  charitable  work,  but  would  like  to  help 
our  Baptist  people  to  understand  that  there  are  other  aspects  of  its  work  also  which 
justify  its  existence  as  an  institution  of  our  Convention  and  make  it  worthy  of  the 
support  of  our  churches. 

The  operating  deficit  has  been  eliminated  and  the  hospital  is  now  operating  "in 
the  black." 

The  new  patient  tower  is  being  completed  and  some  departments  have  already 
moved  into  the  lower  levels.  Complete  occupation  should  take  place  by  January, 
1973.  One  additional  unit,  a  two  story  unit  housing  the  emergency  room  and  out- 
patient clinic,  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  1973.  This  will  conclude  the  present 
development  program, 

"A  Medical  Center  ministering  with  skill  and  understanding"  is  not  just  a  letter- 
head slogan;  it  is  a  goal  which  Baptist  Hospital  seriously  strives  to  attain.

AMERICAN    BIBLE    SOCIETY    REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern  Baptist  in  the  mis- 
sionary task  of  sharing  Christ  with  the  whole  world  -  a  task  which  calls  for  the 
widest  possible  distribution  of  the  Scripture.  It  is  the  sole  purpose  of  your  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society  to  provide  this  book  to  men,  women  and  children  everywhere  in  a 
language  they  can  understand  and  at  a  price  they  can  afford. 

At  the  present  time  97^  of  the  world's  population  can  secure  at  least  a  portion 
(a  single  book  of  the  Bible)  in  their  own  language,  available  in  approximately  3000 
translations.  They  are  presently  at  work  on  some  six  hundred  new  translations  and 
revisions.  At  the  close  of  1971,  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  had  been  published 
in  1,457  languages  and  dialects. 

During  1971  the  American  Bible  Society  distributed  90,129,921  Scriptures  within 
the  United  States;  supplied  53^o  of  the  1971  United  Bible  Society's  World  Services 
budget,  thereby  providing  over  one  half  of  the  1971  world  distribution  total  last  year 
-  173  million  Scriptures,  and  provided  747,131  Scriptures  in  special  format.  Pre- 
sented Dr.  Porter  Routh  the  symbolic  25  millionth  copy  of  "Good  News  For  Modem 
Man";  increased  distribution  of  complete  Bibles  to  members  of  the  armed  services 
through  Chaplains,  reaching  54,490  copies  for  an  increase  of  33°/o  over  1970;  dis- 
tributed through  Home  Missionaries  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  over  300,000 
Scriptures. 

Southern  Baptist  consider  the  American  Bible  Society  an  essential  part  of  their 
own  world-wide  mission  program  and  believe  in  the  missionary  importance  of  giv- 
ing to  the  Society.  Southern  Baptist  gave  $240,249  in  the  year  1971.  The  help  of 
every  Southern  Baptist  Church  is  needed.

HOME    MISSION   REPORT 

The  rising  cost  of  living  and  a  slowdown  in  giving  affected  the  mission  force, 
which  numbers  close  to  the  same  figure  as  one  year  ago.  However,  more  than  400 
missionaries  were  appointed  in  all  categories.  Of  those  under  appointment,  approxi- 
mately 900  are  career  missionaries,  712  associate  missionaries,  64  US-2,  73  state 
convention  staff  members  supported  in  part,  and  480  pastors  who  receive  church 
pastoral  aid.  Two-thirds  of  all  missionaries  are  jointly  supported  by  state  conven- 
tions, and  only  one-third  are  entirely  supported  by  the  Home  Mission  Board.  This 
mission  force  serves  in  all  fifty  states,  Puerto  Rico  and  Panama. 
INFLATION  HAMPERS  WORK 

Income  for  the  Home  Mission  Board,  primarily  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering,  continues  to  exceed  $15  million,  but  the 
increase  each  year  amounts  to  less  than  three  percent  while  operating  costs  have 
increased  by  six  percent  annually.  Slight  increases  in  salaries  and  fringe  benefits 
have  eaten  away  at  continued  expansion  of  home  mission  work. 

Cecil  Etheredge,  missionary  personnel  secretary,  said  reduced  funds  have  slowed 
the  appointment  of  many  qualified  people.  "The  hardest  'no*  we  have  to  say  is  to 
the  mission  interns  who  have  prepared  themselves  for  years  for  this  type  of  ser- 
vice," he  said.  Another  example--Etheredge  said  that  105  applied  for  appointment 
to  the  US-2  ministry  this  year.  Sixty-nine  of  these  were  approved  but  the  mission 
departments  came  up  with  funds  to  use  only  28.  The  same  type  of  financial  pinch 
is  being  felt  in  all  mission  work,  forcing  mission  leaders  into  greater  use  of  laity, 
low-cost  facilities,  combined  church  fields,  and  other  ways  to  stretch  the  mission 
dollar. 

"Much  of  this  might  be  a  blessing  in  disguise,"  said  Arthur  B.  Rutledge,  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  He  indicated  that  the  SBC  Executive 
Committee  asked  the  Convention  for  a  9.8  percent  increase  for  the  HMB  for  1973, 
and  he  thought  churches  were  responding  well  to  the  appeals  for  increased  giving 
through  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering  promoted  by  Woman's  Missionary 
Union.

GENERAL    BOARD   REPORT 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  for  this  year  on  the  General  Board  as  the  mem- 
ber from  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association.  I  served  on  the  Missions  Committee  of 
the  Board  and  on  the  Fruitland  Committee  also. 

The  Board  met  in  January,  June,  and  will  meet  again  in  October  at  Camp  CaRAway. 
Many  things  of  interest  have  been  planned  and  carried  out  by  the  General  Board. 
One  of  the  most  significant  was  the  approval  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  "Together 
We  Advance"  effort.  This  is  an  effort  to  enlist  the  churches  to  set  goals  and  seek 
to  reach  them  in  four  areas  for  a  period  of  three  years.  These  areas  are:  (1)  Bap- 
tisms (2)  Sunday  School  Enrolment  (3)  Cooperative  Program  support  (4)  Associa- 
tional Missions  support.

SOCIAL    SERVICE   AND   CIVIC    RIGHTEOUSNESS 

REPORT 

The  Christian  Life  Commission's  stewardship  of  emphasis  on  applied  Christ- 
ianity   included    some   particularly    significant    developments  during  the  past  year: 

Maintained  an  adequate  base  for  the  Commission's  various  ministries  in  the 
general  area  of  Christian  social  concerns. 

Maintained  close  cooperation  with  other  agencies  of  the  Convention  and  with 
other  Baptist  bodies  in  fostering  practical  expressions  of  the  Christian  faith. 

Provided  reliable  and  current  resource  materials  on  drugs,  pornography,  gam- 
bling, sex  education,  ecology  and  related  topics. 

Made  substantial  progress  in  channeling  Christian  social  concerns  into  Baptist 
life  in  Latin  America. 

Speaking  engagements  touching  all  segments  of  Southern  Baptist  life  were  filled. 

The  writing  and  channeling  of  appropriate  materials  on  applied  Christianity 
continued,  and  special  resource  papers  on  drugs,  pollution,  and  the  urban  crisis 
were  inserted  in  HOME  MISSIONS  magazine. 

Literature  sales  for  71  titles  amounted  to  $22,372.92,  a  gain  of  6.08^0 over  1970. 

Special  activities  were  engaged  in  such  as  the  preparation  for  pastors  of  a  cas- 
sette tape  on  "Pornography  -  A  Christian  Perspective,"  production  of  an  NBC 
''Analogue"  national  radio  program,  paiticipation  in  the  White  House  Conference  on 
Aging,  sponsorship  of  a  research  project  on  Southern  Baptists  and  the  Bill  of  Rights, 
and  work  to  combat  legalized  gambling. 

Dr.  William  M.   Pinson' s  book  on  "A  Program  of  Application  for  a  Local  Church: 

Suggestions  for  Christian  Social  Action"  was  printed  in  first  draft. 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  is  especially  glad  to  work  with  Baptist  associa- 
tions and  churches  in  activating  Christian  Life  Committees  to  maintain  a  continu- 
ing emphasis  on  Christian  social  concerns.

A    BRIEF   HISTORY    OF    BOILING    SPRINGS    CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1961  and  recorded  in  the  min- 
utes of  this  association  on  pages  25,26  and  27  of  that  year,  nothing  further  will  be 
said  with  reference  to  that  period. 

At   the   March  meeting,   1962,   T. T.   Yates  and  Clate  Staley  were  appointed  as  a 
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committee  to  have  tile  put  on  the  basement  floor  and  to  paint  the  walls  of  the  base- 
ment. July  1962,  the  church  held  a  revival  meeting  with  13  joining.  A  motion  was 
made  and  carried  at  the  September  meeting,  1962,  that  the  pastor  be  paid  $100  per 
month.  June,  1963,  the  church  met  with  Davis  Memorial  for  the  ordination  of  Argel 
Huffman  as  a  deacon.  He  was  turned  over  to  the  Presbytery  and  was  ordained  then 
turned  over  to  the  church  an  ordained  deacon.  At  the  February  meeting,  1964,  the 
church  voted  to  raise  the  pastors  salary  to  $1500  a  year. 

At  the  February  meeting,  1966,  Rev.  W.  H.  Carroll  tendered  his  resignation  to 
take  effect  the  3rd  Sunday  in  April,  but  at  the  March  meeting  the  church  voted  to  re- 
tain him  as  pastor.  August  1966,  the  church  met  in  conference  and  granted  Tommy 
Eller  license  to  preach  the  gospel. 

At  the  September  meeting,  1967,  the  church  voted  to  raise  the  pastors  salary  to 
$1800  per  year,  and  at  the  same  meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to  paint  the 
church  on  the  outside.  In  August  1968,  Rev.  Rex  Shumate  was  called  as  pastor  for 
one  year.  He  accepted  and  preached  his  first  sermon  August  15.  In  August  1969,  he 
was  called  again  to  serve  as  pastor  and  his  salary  increased  to  $2400  a  year.  At 
the  November  meeting,  1969,  there  was  $400  pledged  to  the  church  for  purchasing  an 
organ  from  the  Bible  Book  Store  and  the  church  agreed  to  pay  the  remainder. 

In  August  1971,  the  pulpit  committee  recommended  Rev.  R.A.  Call  to  the  church 
for  pastor.  He  accepted  the  call  and  preached  his  first  sermon  September  5,  1971 
and  is  presently  serving  the  church  as  pastor.  Mr.  Turner  Huffman  is  still  serving 
as  church  clerk.

A    BRIEF   HISTORY    OF   NEW    HOPE    BAPTIST    CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1964  and  recorded  in  the  min- 
utes of  this  association  on  pages  44  to  50  of  that  year,  nothing  further  will  be  said 
with  reference  to  that  period. 

In  March  1965,  the  church  voted  unanimously  to  have  lights  installed  over  the 
choir  and  pulpit.  Duncan  electric  company  was  employed  to  do  the  work.  At  the  May 
meeting,  1965,  the  church  voted  to  have  the  walls,  floor  and  ceiling  painted.  In 
August  1965,  it  voted  that  the  pastor  be  elected  an  indefinite  period  of  time  and  a 
ninety  days  notice  be  given  by  the  pastor  or  the  church  before  a  change  be  made. 
The  John  Eller  family  gave  a  quick  claim  deed  to  the  church  for  the  parking  lot. 
The  church  voted  to  have  a  mixed  surface  put  on  the  parking  lot  for  three  thousand 
dollars.  The  Training  Union  donated  seven  trees  for  the  grounds. 

April  3,  1966,  Rev.  Glenn  Huffman  resigned  as  pastor.  At  the  May  meeting,  1966, 
Rev.  Frank  Walker  was  elected  to  serve  as  pastor.  December  1966,  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  purchase  an  organ.  Mary  Jane  Triplett  and  Winnie  Marie  Church 
were    added    to    the   choir   committee   to    work    with  them  in  purchasing  the  organ. 

The  church  purchased  one  fourth  of  an  acre  of  land  for  $50.00  located  behind  the 
church  next  to  the  cemetery.  At  the  July  meeting,  1967,  Rex  Yates  and  Wayne  Van- 
noy  were  voted  on  for  deacons  which  carried  favorably.  Also  at  this  meeting,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  see  about  the  cost  and  installation  of  air  conditioning  for 
the  church.  At  the  August  meeting,  Wayne  Vannoy  reported  it  would  cost  $1655.00 
to  do  the  wiring  for  air  conditioning.  At  this  meeting  Brent  Eller  was  elected  clerk 
and  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  At  the  September  meeting,  Clinton  Eller  ex- 
plained to  the  church  that  Rev.  Walker  would  serve  the  church  in  the  future  in  any  of 
the  following  three  ways:  1.   He  would  serve  as  he  is  serving  with  the  same  salary.

2.  He  would  preach  four  Sundays  with  no  Sunday  night  service  with  a  salary  of  $3600. 

3.  He  would  be  full  time  pastor  with  a  salary  of  $6000,  annually.  A  motion  was 
made  and  carried  to  accept  the  second  proposal.  Also  at  this  meeting  the  church  re- 
commended $45,000  insurance  on  the  building,  $7000  on  the  contents  and  $50,000 
liability  insurance. 

November  1968,  Rev.  Walker  tendered  his  resignation.  A  pulpit  committee  was 
appointed  and  contacted  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown.  Motion  was  made,  seconded  and  car- 
ried that  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown  be  accepted  as  pastor. 

At  the  May  meeting,  1969,  Rex  Yates  reported  on  the  remodeling  of  the  church. 
He  stated  that  the  plans  were  being  drawn  up  in  Asheville.  In  September,  Wayne 
Vannoy  gave  a  report  for  the  building  committee.  The  estimate  for  complete  remodel- 
ing would  cost  $29,870  and  the  church  voted  54  for  the  building  plans  and  14  a  - 
gainst.  Motion  was  made  that  the  church  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  build- 
ing committee  which  carried  favorably.  The  work  was  done  by  Duncan  and  Finley 
Construction  Company. 

At  the  October  meeting,  1970,  Wayne  Vannoy  reported  that  the  remodeling  was 
completed  and  had  cost  $7,746.55  Clarence  Benton  reported  for  the  carpet  commit- 
tee that  the  price  for  carpeting  the  ailes  of  the  sanctuary  and  the  choir  loft  would 
be  $1540  and  $360  for  the  nursery  and  beginners  classroom.  A  motion  to  accept 
this  price  carried  favorably. 

This  church  is  now  acting  on  the  budget  system  and  has  paid  off  all  debts  and 
has  money  in  the  treasury.  The  church  sponsors  an  active  Bible  School  each  June. 
They  have  an  active  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  G.A/s  and  Wednesday  night 
prayer  group.  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown  resigned  as  pastor  in  July  1972  to  become  effec- 
tive August  1,  1972.  A  Pulpit  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  church  but  as 
of  this  writing  a  pastor  has  not  been  secured.

ASSOCIATIONAL    MISSIONS    COMMITTEE   REPORT 

In  the  1930' s  the  association  was  seen  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
its  agencies  as  a  promotional  unit.  Almost  every  board,  agency  and  institution  re- 
quested promotion  at  annual  meetings  as  well  as  all  through  the  year.  Even  though 
these  promotional  ideas  were  good  for  the  churches,  the  programs  were  "second 
hand"  and  therefore  lost  some  of  their  freshness  that  offers  challenge. 

The  seventies  and  the  thirty  years  to  follow,  the  association's  place  in  the  com- 
munity and  in  the  churches  will  be  one  of  growing  importance  -  provided  it  can  be 
flexible   enough  to   meet   the   needs   that  a  constantly  changing  society  will  bring. 

Believing  that  cooperation  of  churches  through  the  association  was  important 
for  the  development  of  the  churches  and  the  spread  of  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  several  years  ago  our  association  began  correlating  its  work  through  a  Sup- 
erintendent of  Missions.  For  the  past  two  years  this  work  has  been  under  the  dir- 
ection of  Rev.  I.V.  Couch  assisted  by  Mrs.  Albert  Holman,  office  secretary. 

It  would  be  unreal  to  expect  all  the  activities  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 
to  be  written  in  this  brief  report.  However,  the  list  below  will  indicate  the  nature 
of  his  work  for  the  past  year.

2.  Last  September  he  began  what  is  called  ''The  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  As- 
sociation News  Broadcast"'  over  WKBC,  North  Wilkes boro  at  9:15  a.m.  each  Satur- 
day. This  program  has  been  well  received  throughout  the  county. 

3.  For  the  second  year  Brother  Couch  has  directed  the  Resort  Ministry  at  W.  Kerr 
Scott  Reservoir.  This  year  he  had  two  services  each  Sunday  morning  -  one  at  8:45 
and  another  at  9:45.  He  also  went  to  the  camping  areas  each  Saturday  evening  bet- 
ween 6:30  and  8:00  p.m.  giving  out  hand  bills  to  all  the  campers. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  work  and  accomplishments,  the  Missions  Committee 
thanks    God    for   a    man   like    Mr.    Couch,    a  man  who  goes  beyond  the  call  of  duty.

In  an  effort  to  be  better  informed  as  Associational  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Bro- 
therhood Workshop  in  Morganton  in  the  spring  and  the  State  Briefing  at  Durham  in 
the  summer  were  attended.

The  objectives  of  an  Associational  Brotherhood  are  seen  in  five  main  areas  of 
work : 

A.  Providing  fellowship  and  inspiration  for  Baptist  men. 

B.  Interpreting  Brotherhood  work  to  the  churches  in  the  association. 

C.  Training  Church  Brotherhood  Leaders. 

D.  Consulting  with  church  leaders  in  ways  the  Associational  Brotherhood  can  be 
of  help  to  the  local  church. 

E.  Cooperating  in  performing  mission  work  within  the  association  and  the  church- 
es. 

A  full  slate  of  officers,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  will  be  ready  to  begin 
the    task    of    carrying    out    the   objectives    of   the  Associational  Brotherhood  work. 

The  Associational  R.A.  Director,  Rev.  Robert  Wainwright  has  been  active  during 
the  past  year  in  the  following  ways: 
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1.  Was  in  charge  of  the  associational  R.A,  Track  Meet. 

2.  Served    as    director   of  the  R.A.   and  G.A,   Day  Camp,  doing  a  very  fine  work. 

3.  Assisted  in  planning  the  R.A.  program  for  the  Aver}'  Association,  making  two 
trips  to  that  association  relative  to  R.A,  work.

HOMES    FOR    THE    AGING   REPORT 

In  our  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  we  feel  that  there  is  no  relationship  more 
important  and  more  blessed  than  the  one  we  have  with  our  Baptist  people  in  our 
Baptist  Associations  throughout  the  state. 

This  has  been  the  best  year  we  have  ever  had  in  our  twenty -one  years.  The 
special  offering  for  the  Homes  and  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  re- 
flects an  encouraging  increase.  Through  these  two  vital  sources,  the  Homes  during 
the  past  year  derived  almost  30^0  of  the  total  operating  budget  in  care  of  the  resi- 
dents and  patients,  with  20%  coming  from  the  offering,  and  10°Jo  through  the  Coop- 
erative Program.  The  most  significant  fact  about  this  support  from  our  Baptist  people 
is  that  the  majority  of  the  residents  in  the  Homes  are  persons  with  real  financial 
needs,  and  these  love  gifts  are  used  for  their  care.  In  fact,  these  gifts  are  a  lifeline 
to  the  residents  and  they  could  not  be  maintained  without  them.  The  greatest  chal- 
lenge to  our  Baptist  people  is  to  continue  to  increase  the  Special  Offering  from  year 
to  year,  and  thus  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  residents  who  depend  so  greatly 
on  it. 

In  these  five  resident  Homes  we  have  a  capacity  for  162  residents.  In  these 
Homes  we  specialize  in  tender  loving  care  and  do  not  know  of  any  place  this  side 
of  Heaven,  and  outside  of  one's  home,  where  a  person  can  receive  more  compassion- 
ate Christian  care. 

Ministry  to  an  older  person  is  a  direct  ministry  to  Christ  and  is  one  of  the  finest 
things  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  doing.  Be  glad  that  you  are  a  Baptist  and  be 
grateful  for  the  part  you  are  having  in  making  the  life  of  an  aging  person  more  a- 
bundant  and  more  secure.

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes  County, 
North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  Association  to  consider  and  promote  measures  for  increasing 
the  harmony,  the  intelligence,  and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and 
directing  their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom 
throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This 
Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  its  mis- 
sionary, educational  and  benevolent  work. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Baptists  Churches  desiring  to 
affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  associational  meetings  by  its 
pastor  and  any  other  ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may  elect  three  (3)  messengers 
for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  plus  one  additional  messenger 
for  each  additional  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided,  that  no 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than  ten  (10)  messengers. 

Section  2.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  Association  shall  present 
through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose,  its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION 
for  MEMBERSHIP  provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL  LETTER 
provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  Body.  The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church 
to  the  Committee  on  New  Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  status  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes  its  recommendation,  if 
favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next 
Annual  Session:  If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator  shall  ex- 
tend the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Section  3.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for  three  successive  years,  either 
by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory 
reasons  for  such  failure  are  given. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  in  its  membership 
which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in  faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  charges  are  brought 
against  it  by  some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  School  of  Chris- 
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tian  Studies  Director.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Librarian  and  Representatives  for  the 
following:  Biblical  Recorder,  Baptist  Hospital,  Children's  Home,  Homes  for  Aging,  Baptist  Col- 
leges, POAU,  Annuity  Board,  American  Bible  Society,  Fruitland,  State  Missions  and  Foreign 
Missions.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before  the 
noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  and  shall  begin  their  term  of 
office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  un- 
til the  close  of  the  nest  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except  the  Moderator 
who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director  and  the  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Ex- 
ecutive Promotion  Committee  Meeting  in  August.  After  their  election  they  will  become  a  part 
of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order,  appoint  all  commit- 
tees not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercised  all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private  duties 
may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between  the  sessions  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their  work  for  the  kingdom.  He  shall  appoint  a  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  and  Committee  on  Committees  at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  the  follow- 
ing year.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  ex-officio  member  of  all  other 
committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence, 
or  at  his  request,  and  be  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association; 
shall  superintend  their  printing  and  distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our 
denominational  agencies  or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  Associa- 
tion records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
form  letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall 
suggest  to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount  needed  for  the  print- 
ing and  distribution  of  the  Annual.  He  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Associations,  as  directed 
by  the  Association,  and  make  an  itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Section  6.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the  Association  and  the  cooperat- 
ing churches,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

Section  7.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  this  Association,  and  to  be  representative  of  the 
Association  in  legal  matters. 

ARTICLE  V  -  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a 
Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual 
session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representatives.  After  presentation  of 
these  nominations  the  Moderators  shall  give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for 
any  and  all  of  these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  tht 
duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant-position  until  the  next  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  COM- 
MITTEE ON  COMMITTEES  composed  of  six  members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next  an- 
nual session  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitu- 
tion. Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  THE  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational 
Church  Training  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Director, 
Associational  Brotherhood  Director  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  Association 
together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by  the  church.  A  quorum  shall 
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consist  of  ten  (10)  members  of  the  committee,  including  four  of  the  above  mentioned 
officers,  providing  that  either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  with  the  churches  of  the  Association  in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise 
for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  into 
successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least 
once  each  quarter  at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee  with  the  Moderator  serving  as  chair- 
man. 

Section  4.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  the  Associational  Church  Training  Director,  the 
Associational  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Director,  the  Associa- 
tional Brotherhood  Director  and  three  pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of  Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associa- 
tional area,  and  advise  with  him  in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Associational  Mission- 
ary, to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a 
suitable  person.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with  the  Finance 
Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  information  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
officials  which  might  be  helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Section  5.  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  with  the 
Treasurer  serving  as  EX-OFFICIO  MEMBER.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and 
recommend  to  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  financial  budget 
for  the  coming  year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of  funds. 

Section  6.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  CHURCHES  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the 
Association  and  ,  after  careful  investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report  to  the  Association  on 
such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Section  7.  THE  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any  necessary  change  in  the  Constitution  and  bring 
reports  as  necessary  to  the  Association. 

Section  8.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and 
present  the  same  for  adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions  will  serve  as  special  advisors  on  this  committee. 

Section  9.  THE  TIME,  PLACE,  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to 
recommend  to  the  annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preacher,  and  an  alternate  for 
the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the  Missionary  Sermon  and  the  dates 
for  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  10.  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such  resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  to  present 
such  other  resolutions  as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Section  11.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study 
the  social  and  civic  problems  of  our  area,  along  with  relevant  literature  available  through  the 
Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  report  to  the  annual 
session  of  the  Association  their  findings  along  with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by 
the  Association  and/or  cooperating  churches. 

Section  12.  THE  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  encourage  each  church  to  teach  and 
practice  Bible  stewardship,  to  give  to  associational  missions,  and  to  support  world  mission 
causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Section  13.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM,  composed  of  three  members  shall  pro- 
mote the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of 
Evangelism.  All  plans  and  programs  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Ex- 
ecutive Promotion  Committee. 

Section  14.  THE  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  associa- 
tional officers:  Missionary,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  W.  M.  U.  Direc- 
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tor,  Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  and  President  of  the  Pastor's  Con- 
ference. This  committee  shall  prepare  an  associational  calendar  for  the  year,  and  present  same 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  annual  meeting,  for  adoption.  This  calendar  shall  be 
included  in  the  Annual. 

Section  15.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINATION,  composed  of  six  pastors,  shall,  when  re- 
quested by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  candidates  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry.  Churches  wishing  to  ordain  ministers  are  requested  to  place  their  can- 
didates before  the  Committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  ordination  for 
examination  on  the  following  principles: 

a.  Christian  experience  or  conversion; 

b.  Call  to  the  ministry; 

c.  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects; 

d.  Support  of  denominational  causes; 

e.  Moral  and  spiritual  fitness; 

f.  Doctrinal  beliefs;     - 

g.  Knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Candidates  are  to  be  ordained  with  the  assistance  of  this  committee  only,  when  they  are 
serving  a  church  or  churches  as  Pastor  or  having  been  called  as  Pastor  of  a  Missionary  Baptist 
Church. 

No  candidate  for  ordination  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not  been  a 
member  of  a  cooperating  church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  as  far  as  possible  in  Bap- 
tist Institutions  of  higher  learning. 

This  committee  shall  not  recommend  any  candidate  for  ordination  whom  they  feel  will  not 
bring  honor  and  esteem  to  the  Lord,  to  Southern  Baptists  and  to  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association. 

Recommendations  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  to  the  church  where  the  candidate 
holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist  the  church  in  the  ordination  service  at  a  time 
convenient  to  the  church  and  to  the  members  of  the  committee  if  such  assistance  is  desired. 

Section  16.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  bring  a 
report  at  the  annual  meeting,  leading  in  a  Memorial  service,  in  memory  of  those  reported  by 
the  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

Section  17.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  supervision  of  all  properties  belonging  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  shall  give  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  properties  owned  by  the  Association.  This 
committee  shall  make  such  repairs  or  improvements  as  deemed  necessary.  All  matters  of  ma- 
jor repairs  or  improvements  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  action  and  recom- 
mendation to  the  Executive  Committee.  This  committee  shall  make  at  least  one  annual  in- 
spection of  all  properties  owned  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Section  1 .  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary  shall  follow  the  procedure  out- 
lined in  Section  4,  Article  V,  with  the  understanding  that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite 
call  and  that  a  period  of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  missionary  or  the  Association  in 
the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Section  2.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  according  to 
some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  practice,  preferably  ROBERTS  RULE  OF  ORDER,  Revis- 
ed. 

Section  3.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  session  upon  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  ROTATING  OF  COMMITTEES.  One-third  of  each  committee  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  a  period  of  three  years.  Committees  or  parts  of  committees  composed  of  organizational 
heads  shall  not  be  subject  to  rotation.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself.  Vacancies  occurring 
during  the  year  may  be  filled  immediately  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Direc- 
tor, Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  The  Superintendent  of 
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Lvangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  Meeting  10/6//1 

Section  3.  SPECIAL  ADVISORS.  The  Moderator  and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  wil 
serve  on  all  committees  of  the  association  as  special  advisors.  10/6/71 


BY-LAWS 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 
and  continue  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercise,  conducted  by 
whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business  except  the  matter  of  making  changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator,  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  the  use  of  unnecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards  one  another  such  courtesies 
as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  The  annual  Associational  year,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  statistical  information  shall 
be  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive. 

7.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

REVISED  OCTOBER  15-16,  1969 

AMENDMENT  TO  BY-LAW  NO.  1.  (The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on and 

continue  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgement  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association.)

WHEREAS,  the  membership  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  considers  it  to  be 
our  Christian  duty  to  speak  out  for  what  we  believe  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  our  fellowman

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  op- 
poses the  sale  of  liquor-by-the-drink  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  will  present  its  opposi- 
tion to  this  issue  to  the  voters  theron,  and  that  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  will 
oppose  the  issue  of  liquor-by-the-drink  with  its  prayers  and  support.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  met  for  three  regular 
meetings  and  one  special  meeting.  Not  having  a  quorum  for  the  May  meeting. 

In  the  November  meeting  the  Committee  approved  an  application  for  state  aid  for  the  sum 
of  $2,500.  Also  approved  an  application  to  State  Missions  for  assistance  to  Northside  Chapel 
in  the  amount  of  $1,200. 

The  February  meeting  was  held  on  the  1 2th,  with  twenty  (20)  members  present  representing 
12  churches.  The  treasurer  was  given  authority  to  write  a  check  for  $100  to  cover  the  addi- 
tional insurance  premium  on  the  association's  property. 

On  March  25,  a  special  meeting  was  called  by  the  moderator  for  the  purpose  of  recom- 
mending someone  to  serve  on  the  General  Board  of  the  State  Baptist  Convention.  Rev.  Ralph 
Stanley  nominated  Mrs.  Mabel  Couch  to  serve.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
FISHING  CREEK  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1956  and  recorded  in  the  associational 
minutes  on  pages  34-38  of  that  year,  and  a  second  sketch  of  history  on  pages  68-70  of  the 
1964,  further  reference  to  those  periods  will  not  be  mentioned. 

January  10, 1965  was  the  beginning  of  a  Bible  Study  Course  taught  by  Rev.  Paul  Shoupe,  pas- 
tor of  Liberty  Grove  Baptist  Church.  Spring  revival  began  on  April  11,  1965  with  Rev.  Paul 
Shoupe  as  visiting  minister.  There  were  eight  additions  to  the  church. 

On  Sunday,  June  6,  1965,  the  Associational  Council  met  at  2:30  p.  m.  and  examined  Hugh 
Hayes  regarding  his  call  to  the  ministry.  On  the  evening  of  June  13,  an  ordination  service  was 
held  to  ordain  Brother  Hayes.  Rev.  Dean  Dillard  brought  the  charge.  Rev.  Vaughn  Brown 
brought  the  charge  to  the  candidate.  This  was  followed  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  the  or- 
dination prayer  by  Clyde  Church.  Rev.  John  Wright  presented  the  Bible  and  Certificate  of  Or- 
dination. The  local  and  visiting  deacons  took  part  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

July  4,  Betty  S.  Pardue  and  her  children  presented  a  Hammond  Electric  Organ  to  the  church 
in  honor  of  her  late  husband  and  their  father,  James  Pardue. 

On  July  10,1966,  Don  Parker,  Don  Johnson,  Bill  Settle  and  Phil  Carlton  were  ordained  as 
deacons.  Rev.  Clate  Brown  preached  the  ordination  sermon,  with  Hunter  Church  and  Hugh 
Hayes  assisting  in  the  ordination  service.  Several  deacons  from  neighboring  churches  assisted. 

Homecoming  was  held  on  August  14  with  Rev.  B.  H.  Myers  bringing  the  message.  This  was 
followed  by  a  revival  in  which  14  were  baptized. 

At  the  August  meeting  the  churched  voted  to  give  the  deacons  authority  to  purchase  a 
Volkswagon  bus  at  a  price  of  $1275. 

Improvements  in  1968:  grading  parking  lot  and  clearing  additional  land  for  a  cemetery  at  a 
cost  of  $941,  new  door  on  auditorium  for$150,  painting  the  church  building  $950.  In  1969,  the 
parking  area  was  paved  for  $850  and  1970  new  pews  installed  in  the  sanctuary. 

The  evening  of  June  16,  1968,  Dewey  Foster  was  ordained  as  a  Baptist  Minister. 

Rev.  Clyde  Church  tendered  his  resignation  effective  the  third  Sunday  in  December,  1971. 
On  Sunday,  December  26,  1971,  Rev.  Dean  Dillard  was  elected  as  pastor.  Rev.  Dillard  resign- 
ed on  May  14,  1972,  but  stated  he  would  stay  on  until  another  pastor  could  be  elected. 

Sunday,  May  21,  1972,  a  vote  was  taken  for  Vaughn  Brown  as  pastor.  The  vote  was 
unanimous  and  Rev.  Brown  assumed  his  duties  the  first  Sunday  in  August. 

August  1972,  marked  the  150th  year  of  Fishing  Creek  Baptist  Church.  After  the  worship  ser- 
vice, a  homecoming  meal  was  served  on  the  grounds.  In  the  afternoon  a  special  program  was 
carried  out.  All  living  former  pastors  of  the  church  were  present  to  speak.  Several  lay  members 
spoke  and  singing  was  furnished  by  the  Johnson  family.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF 
PLEASANT  HOME  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1954  and  is  recorded  in  the  associational 
minutes  on  pages  18  to  22  of  that  year  and  a  short  history  recorded  on  pages  55  to  58  of  the 
year  1967,  no  further  reference  to  those  periods  will  be  mentioned. 
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1967,  no  further  reference  to  those  penoas  will  be  mentioned. 

In  August,  1967,  Rev.  M.  W.  Shaw  was  called  as  pastor.  He  declined  the  call  because  he 
didn't  feel  it  was  God's  will  heaccept.  In  September  the  board  of  deacons  recommended  Rev. 
L.  E.  Myers  for  pastor.  He  also  declined  to  accept  the  call. 

In  October,  the  following  persons  were  elected  as  a  pulpit  committee:  Norris  McGlamery, 
James  Foster,  Rex  Reeves,  Lillian  Walker,  Lewis  Broyhill  and  Grace  Dean  Reeves.  The  pulpit 
committee  recommended  Rev.  David  Creech  as  pastor.  A  standing  vote  carried  favorably  but 
Rev.  Creech  also  did  not  feel  God  was  leading  him  to  this  field. 

At  the  January  meeting  a  motion  was  passed  to  purchase  sixteen  storm  windows  for  the 
basement  at  a  price  of  $224  and  they  were  to  be  installed  by  Joe  Faw. 

At  the  February  meeting,  1968,  Rex  Reeves,  chairman  of  the  pulpit  committee,  recommend- 
ed as  pastor,  Rev.  Gwyn  Blackburn.  His  salary  to  be  one  hundred  dollars  per  week,  plus  hous- 
ing and  utilities  and  the  cost  of  moving  here.  The  vote  was  unanimous  in  favor  of  this.  Rev. 
Charlie  Myers  tendered  his  resignation  as  interim  pastor  effective  March  3.  The  church  wrote 
him  a  letter  of  appreciation,  with  a  love  offering,  and  accepted  his  resignation. 

In  June,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  resurface  the  parking  lot  with  tar  and  gravel  at  a 
price  of  $1519  and  in  October  a  motion  was  passed  to  air-condition  the  church  at  a  price  of 
$3,927. 

At  the  July  meeting,  1971,  Brother  Gary  McNeill,  requested  that  he  be  licensed  as  a  Baptist 
minister.  A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  carried  favorably. 

In  July,  1972,  the  deacon  board  recommended  Paul  Rash,  Hoyle  Reeves  and  Archie  N  ichols 
be  elected  as  deacons  and  that  they  be  ordained  the  first  Sunday  night  in  August.  Motion  car- 
ried. At  the  Ordination  the  charge  was  given  by  Rev.  W.  L.  Pitts  and  Rev.  I.  V.  Couch  assisted 
in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

The  present  membership  of  this  church  is  375,  Sunday  School  enrolment,  200,  Church 
Training  40,  Brotherhood  18,  and  the  W.  M.  U.  has  10  members.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

"Sharing  Christ  Now"  was  the  theme  of  the  27th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  at 
Ovens  Auditorium,  Charlotte  -  February  5-7,  1973.  Over  2,400  pastors  and  lay  persons  were 
challenged  by  outstanding  speakers  to  lead  their  people  to  become  more  involved  in  the 
work  of  evangelism.  The  closing  session,  Wednesday,  at  Pritchard  Memorial  Church,  was  an 
emphasis  on  prayer  and  personal  renewal. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  has  encouraged  churches  to  participate  in  KEY  73.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  denominations  are  sharing  in  this  evangelistic  effort.  The  purpose  of  KEY  73 
is  to  unite  all  Christians  in  the  task  of  evangelism  and  to  enable  Christians  to  confront  every 
person  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Remember  to  pray  for  the 
TOGETHER  WE  ADVANCE  emphasis  that  we  may  strive  to  attain  a  10%  increase  in  baptisms, 
C.  P.  gifts,  Bible  Study  enrolment  and  associational  missions  gifts. 

More  than  12,500  young  people  attended  the  3rd  Statewide  Youth  Evangelism  Night  at 
Greensboro  Coliseum  on  August  1 7.  285  decisions  were  recorded  including  48  professions  of 
faith. 

It  is  thrilling  what  the  Holy  Spirit  is  doing  through  the  ministry  of  our  first  summer  youth 
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evangelism  team.  Three  college  students  -  Steve  Stout,  Cooleemee:  Terry  Crouse,  Lenoir,  and 
Christy  Farrior,  Williamston,  are  leading  in  music,  preaching  in  youth  revivals,  and  directing 
youth  witness  training  sessions  in  churches  from  Marshall  to  Washington.  During  )une  11-15 
over  730  youth  and  adults  were  present  for  the  Youth  Ministries  Week  at  the  N.  C.  Baptist 
Assembly,  with  the  emphasis  on  Evangelism,  Vocational  Guidance  and  Recreation.  Eighty-one 
youth  made  various  decisions,  including  sixteen  professions  of  faith.

Most  any  business  would 
consider  a  400  per  cent  increase  in  participation  something  about  which  to  boast.  Last  year 
three  churches  participated  in  the  festival.  The  interest  was  such  that  twelve  churches  partici- 
pated this  year  with  approximately  130  articles  on  display.  It  is  hoped  that  at  least  half  of  the 
churches  will  participate  next  year."  We  deeply  appreciate  all  of  your  efforts  in  participating 
and  especially  thank  Mrs.  Couch  for  her  work.  A  highlight  of  the  program  was  a  reading  of  the 
"Story  of  Creation"  written  by  Mrs.  Robert  Foster  and  presented  by  she  and  three  other  of  her 
sisters.  The  State  Festival  of  the  Arts  was  held  in  Statesville,  First  Baptist,  Sept.  21-22  with 
drama  as  the  emphasis. 

May  i  take  this  means  of  deeply  expressing  my  appreciation  to  all  of  you  who  helped  to 
make  my  task  as  associational  C.  T.  Director  meaningful?  May  I  also  urge  you  who  have  no 
C.  T.  program  and  those  who  do  to  put  forth  greater  efforts  for  an  effective  growing  program 
under  the  direction  of  our  new  associational  C.  T    Director:  Mrs.  I.  V.  Couch?

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

In  May  of  this  year  Baptist  Hospital  observed  its  50th  Anniversary.  The  hospital  opened  its 
doors  in  May  of  1 923  "to  bring  the  healing  art  more  definitely  under  the  dominion  of  the  Great 
Healer." 

The  anniversary  was  celebrated  jointly  with  the  dedication  of  the  new  Reynolds  Tower,  a  16 
story  patient  care  facility.  The  completion  of  the  Tower  brings  the  total  bed  capacity  to  655, 
placing  Baptist  Hospital  within  the  top  10  per  cent  (in  size)  among  hospitals  in  the  United 
States.  When  the  renovation  of  older  sections  of  the  hospital  is  completed  the  total  number  of 
beds  will  be  717. 

Construction  has  begun  on  an  ambulatory  care  building  which  will  house  the  emergency 
room,  several  outpatient  clinics,  the  Physical  Therapy  Department,  and  an  Oncology  (Cancer) 
Clinic  and  Research  Laboratories.  This  building  and  the  above  mentioned  renovation  will 
complete  the  present  Medical  Center  Development  Program. 
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The  hospital  s  financial  operation  is  "in  the  black",  and  there  has  not  been  a  general  room 
rate  increase  in  2  1/2  years.  The  hospital  continues  to  provide  care  for  people  who  cannot  pay, 
valued  at  far  in  excess  of  the  total  Mother's  Day  Offering.  The  auditors'  confirmed  value  of  this 
care  in  1972  was  $1,390,000 — nearly  four  times  the  amount  of  the  Mother's  Day  Offering — and 
this  does  not  include  the  value  of  physicians'  service,  provided  without  cost  to  these  service 
patients.  As  of  this  date,  the  Mother's  Day  Offerings  are  running  ahead  of  last  year.

It  is 
still  true  that  most  of  our  pastors,  missionaries,  church  staff  members  and  denominational 
leaders  are  educated  in  Baptist  colleges.  Another  outstanding  example  of  church-college 
cooperation  is  the  Baptist  Youth  Corps,  which  provided  dedicated  student  leadership  for 
more  than  eighty  N.  C.  Baptist  churches  during  the  summer  of  1973.  On  campus,  the  college 
presidents  interpret  to  the  faculty  and  staff  that  our  churches  and  colleges  play  important, 
complimentary  roles  in  the  Christian  missionary  interprise. 

Your  Baptist  colleges  are  grateful  for  the  support  which  comes  through  the  cooperative 
Program.  During  1973,  more  than  two  million  dollars  will  be  given  to  support  Christian  Higher 
Education.  Your  colleges  share  this  support  as  follows:  Campbell  College,  $340,721;  Chowan 
College  $212,951;  Gardner-Webb  College  $249,153;  Mars  Hill  College  $296,002;  Meredith  Col- 
lege $296,002;  Wake  Forest  University  $517,471;  Wingate  College  $217,210.  Total  $2,129,510. 

The  colleges  make  a  special  effort  to  recruit  N.  C.  Baptist  students.  No  qualified  student  is 
turned  down  in  any  of  our  colleges  because  of  inability  to  pay.  The  churches  help  to  make  this 
possible  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Baptist  College  Scholarship  Offering  on 
Father's  Day.  Churches  can  help  their  students  and  their  colleges  by  encouraging  interested 
young  people  to  apply  for  enrollment  in  one  of  the  seven  North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges. 

The  Council  on  Christian  Higher  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  is  eager  to  assist 
both  the  churches  and  the  colleges  as  together  they  help  to  create  persons  and  a  world  as 
Christ  would  have  them.

There  is  no  greater  realization  that  we  can  have  than  the  awareness  of  the  fact  that  this 
ministry  has  always  been  a  venture  of  faith  in  God.  We  hope  it  always  will  be.  God  has 
brought  us  from  one  home  to  five  homes,  two  in  Winston  Salem,  one  each  in  Albemarle, 
Hamilton  and  Yanceyville.  There  is  a  nursing  care  unit  in  Winston-Salem  for  our  residents 
when  nursing  care  is  needed.  Four  out  of  five  of  these  older  people  have  a  limited  income. 
This  truly  is  a  venture  of  faith. 

This  is  your  ministry  and  this  ministry  would  not  be  possible  without  your  gifts.  Last  year 
you  contributed  $185  per  month  for  the  majority  of  these  older  people  in  your  five  Baptist 
homes.  Through  the  Special  Offering  you  gave  20%  of  the  total  income  of  the  Homes. 
Through  the  Cooperative  Program  you  gave  10%  of  the  total  budget  needed.  This  is  the  tie 
that  binds  this  ministry  to  the  hearts  of  our  Baptist  people  in  a  very  special  and  distinctive 
way. 

Be  glad  that  your  love  gifts  make  possible  quality  care.  It  has  been  said  that  there  is  no  finer 
care  that  an  older  person  can  receive  this  side  of  Heaven  than  the  care  given  in  these  five  Bap- 
tist Homes.  Everything  we  do  is  for  Christ  and  we  are  certainly  trying  to  give  Him  our  best  each 
day  in  our  ministry  to  these  older  people  committed  to  our  care. 
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God  bless  you  for  your  concern.  Continue  to  pray  and  support  this  ministry  as  liberally  and 
loyally  as  you  have  done  in  the  past.

CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 


Christian  child  care  is  a  creative  opportunity.  The  Baptist  Children's  Home  of  North 
Carolina  is  committed  to  quality  care  which  nurtures  the  whole  person,  physically,  mentally, 
emotionally,  and  spiritually.  It  is  our  hope  that  each  child  in  our  care  will  have  the  opportuni- 
ty to  develop  the  full  potential  which  is  his  by  God's  creation. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  development  and  constructive  change  for  the  Homes.  The  entire 
agency  has  voluntarily  met  the  minimum  standards  for  child  caring  agencies  and  has  been 
licensed  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  all  of  our  services  to  children  and  their  families. 

Each  of  the  three  administrative  areas  has  realized  significant  growth.  In  the  Western  Area, 
two  additional  cottages  have  been  completed  and  occupied  at  Broyhill  Home  and  construc- 
tion has  begun  on  the  administration  building  and  the  recreation  building.  The  Maternity 
Home  continues  to  operate  at  or  near  capacity  in  its  service  to  unwed  mothers.  In  the  Eastern 
Area,  a  new  cottage  is  being  built  at  Kennedy  Home  and  the  foster  care  program  has  been 
enlarged. 

In  the  Piedmont  Area  three  developments  deserve  special  attention.  (1)  Mills  Home  has  a 
new  administrative  organization.  The  twenty  cottages  have  been  divided  into  four  units  of 
five  each,  and  each  unit  will  have  a  unit  director,  two  social  workers,  and  the  cottage  person- 
nel. These  smaller  units  will  provide  closer  working  relationships  between  staff  members,  bet- 
ween staff  and  children,  and  between  staff  and  families.  (2)  Wall  Home  at  Wallburg  has  been 
reopened  to  provide  for  a  group  of  boys,  utilizing  the  special  skills  of  the  houseparents  in  an 
outdoor  adventure  program.  (3)  We  are  negotiating  with  Baptists  in  Alamance  and  Mecklen- 
burg counties  for  the  establishment  of  emergency  care  units.  These  units  will  be  joint  ventures 
between  the  Homes  and  the  local  supporters,  with  the  local  group  providing  the  buildings 
and  the  Homes  operating  the  program  of  care. 

Three  pressing  needs  are  laid  on  the  hearts  of  Baptists  who  are  concerned  for  our  ministry 
of  Christian  child  care.  (1 )  We  need  many  families  who  will  open  their  homes  to  accept  foster 
children.  Any  family  interested  in  exploring  this  Christian  service  to  children  should  write  or 
call  the  nearest  office  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  (2)  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  food, 
clothing,  supplies  and  services  makes  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Thanksgiving  Offering 
all  the  more  important  to  our  continuing  services.  We  need  significant  increases  in  both  to 
meet  rising  costs.  (3)  Several  old  cottages  remain  which  need  to  be  replaced  with  new  cot- 
tages better  suited  to  present  patterns  of  child  care.  The  development  staff  welcomes  the  op- 
portunity to  counsel  any  person  regarding  his  lasting  investment  in  Christian  child  care.

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  is  a  charitable  corporation,  chartered  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  1920.  The  Foundation, 
as  an  agency  of  the  Convention,  encourages,  receives,  and  manages  gifts  and  bequests  for 
benefit  of  all  Baptist  institutions,  agencies,  and  causes  fostered  and  supported  by  the  N.  C. 
and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions.  The  Foundation  is  not  a  competitive  agency,  but  a  service 
agency  dedicated  to  the  task  of  undergirding  all  Baptist  work.  It  encourages  the  donor  to  use 
the  local  church  as  a  channel  for  directing  the  income  from  Foundation  trusts  to  the  benefit- 
ing cause.  The  operating  expense  of  the  Foundation  is  received  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
of  the  Convention. 

The  Foundation  provides  a  means  for  establishing  trusts  to  benefit  these  Christian  causes  as 
well  as  providing  an  opportunity  for  perpetual  stewardship  witness.  Through  gifts  of  property, 
cash,  or  securities  during  lifetime,  donors  and/or  other  beneficiaries  can  receive  annuities 
from  the  Foundation  during  their  lifetime,  and  can  also  receive  certain  tax  benefits  provided 
for  such  gifts.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  a  non-profit  organization  founded  in  1816  to  translate, 
publish  and  distribute  the  Scriptures,  without  doctrinal  note  or  comment,  to  people  every- 
where in  languages  they  can  easily  understand  and  at  prices  they  can  afford. 

In  the  United  States  the  American  Bible  Society  translates,  publishes  and  distributes  the 
Scriptures  directly  and  in  cooperation  with  other  organizations.  Internationally  it  works 
through  the  United  Bible  Societies,  a  fellowship  of  55  National  Bible  Societies  serving  more 
than  150  countries  and  territories. 

Since  its  founding  in  1816  the  Society  has  pioneered  in  publishing  Scriptures  for  special 
needs;  to  use  in  park  ministries,  inner  city  areas,  hospitals,  institutions  and  for  the  blind. 

More  than  218  million  Scriptures  distributed  in  1972  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
United  Bible  Societies.  Gifts  contributed  by  faithful  supporters  of  the  American  Bible  Society 
made  possible  the  distribution  of  163,624,325  of  these  Scriptures.  More  than  121  million  of  the 
total  were  distributed  in  the  U.  S. 

This  was  made  possible  by  the  very  large  number  of  supporters  who  gave  over  1.6  million 
individual  gifts  to  the  American  Bible  Society  in  1972,  and  70  denominations,  churches  and 
agencies  who  also  contributes  to  the  cause. 

"Let  the  Word  Speak"  is  the  theme  of  Bible  Society  work  this  year.  The  powerful  Word  of 
God  still  speaks.  The  American  Bible  Society  depends  entirely  upon  concerned  churches  and 
individuals  who  have  a  vision  to  help  meet  this  great  need.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  this  year  added  new  benefits  or  in- 
creased benefits  for  most  active  and  retired  pastors,  church  staff  members,  and  denomina- 
tional workers  it  serves.  For  annuitants  on  the  roll  December  31,  1972,  monthly  income 
checks  have  been  permanently  increased  by  6%  .  )ust  before  Christmas  1972,  more  than  7,000 
annuitants  received  "13th  checks"  amounting  to  the  size  of  two  extra  months  benefits.  The 
"13th  checks"  are  paid  in  addition  to  the  regular  monthly  payments. 

Participants  in  plans  A-10,  A-11  and  A-25  on  January  1,  1973  had  their  accrued  credits  in- 
creased by  10%  in  "good  experience  credit",  and  Plan  B  participants  received  an  additional 
interest  credit  based  on  the  Board's  good  experience  on  its  investments.  In  addition,  the 
Board  approved  (subject  to  action  by  state  convention)  an  increase  in  widow  benefits  under 
Plan  A  to  50%  of  the  potential  or  actual  retirement  benefit.  Previously  it  was  40%  .  This  in- 
crease applies  to  those  retiring  January  1,  1973  and  thereafter.  At  the  same  time,  a  temporary 
income  benefit  under  Plan  A  was  established  for  a  widow,  child,  or  dependent  parent  of 
those  who  die  before  early  or  normal  retirement,  or  after  disability  retirement,  and  who  have 
met  the  required  participation.  The  temporary  income  benefit  can  amount,  at  maximum,  to 
$333.33  per  month  for  36  months  (or  a  total  of  $12,000)  if  the  participant  died  before  age  40. 
The  length  of  payment  of  the  benefit  decreases  with  the  age  at  death.  This  benefit  is  payable 
to  those  who  died  )anuary  1,  1973  or  thereafter.  More  than  9,000  insurance  policyholders 
transferred  from  the  previous  Health  Benefit  Plan  with  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  to  the  new  plan 
begun  January  1,  1973  with  Aetna  Life  Insurance  Company. 

The  Board  reported  several  records  for  its  operations  in  1972.  Funds  held  in  trust  for  over 
38,000  participants  in  retirement  plans  passed  $300  million  for  the  first  time.  Investment  in- 
come reached  a  new  high  for  1972  of  more  than  $22  million.  Retirement  and  other  protection 
benefits  paid  out  for  the  12  month  period  surpassed  $10  million  for  the  first  time.  Total 
benefits  paid  amounted  to  $10,644,924  ($593,134  more  than  last  year).  The  total  amount  of 
money  paid  in  "13th  checks"  exceeded  one  million  dollars,  also  for  the  first  time.  Good  in- 
vestment results  in  1972  on  funds  held  to  pay  benefits  account  for  this  dividend.  Income  from 
premiums  and  dues  topped  $30  million,  another  record. 
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As  of  June  1,  1973,  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  22  churches  and  the  association 
were  participating  in  the  Retirement  Program.  Information  on  the  Annuity  Board  opportuni- 
ties may  be  secured  by  writing  Development  Office,  Annuity  Board,  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, 511  North  Akard  Building,  Dallas,  Texas  75201.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 


An  effective,  well-trained  mission  force,  for  the  most  part  supported  and  supervised  in 
cooperation  with  the  state  mission  boards,  serves  in  all  fifty  states,  Panama  and  Puerto  Rico. 
For  the  third  year  this  force  remained  at  2,200,  not  because  of  a  lack  of  volunteers,  but 
because  inflation  cut  away  at  the  agency's  ability  to  finance  a  larger  number.  More  than  150 
qualified  workers  have  contacted  the  Board  for  appointment,  but  funds  are  not  available. 

The  national  turn  to  meet  deep  spiritual  needs,  coupled  with  the  emphasis  upon  lay  train- 
ing, new  methods  in  witnessing,  and  a  turning  outward  to  go  where  the  people  are  enabled 
Southern  Baptists  to  baptize  23,000  more  persons  than  at  any  time  in  history.  The  Division  of 
Evangelism  during  the  year  has  strengthened  its  ministry  on  the  campus,  in  outreach  to  high 
school  young  people,  and  in  establishing  a  life-style  evangelism  through  renewal  evangelism. 

More  than  1,000  churches  received  counseling  from  personnel  of  the  Division  of  Church 
Loans  which  processed  during  the  year  loans  to  237  churches  for  more  than  $9.4  million.  In 
addition,  about  100  churches  were  aided  in  securing  loans  from  other  institutions,  and  the 
division  implemented  the  special  loan  fund  for  Negro  and  other  ethnic  churches.  Loans  were 
made  to  10  black  churches  for  a  total  of  $250,000  and  50  additional  'applications  are  on  hold. 

A  national  convocation  on  associations,  planned  in  cooperation  with  the  Sunday  School 
Board  and  other  agencies,  will  be  sponsored  by  the  Home  Mission  Board's  Division  of 
Associational  Services  in  1974.  In  1973  the  rural-urban  missions  program  and  other  denomina- 
tional groups  held  the  Small  Church  Conference  at  Ridgecrest,  pointing  to  the  denomination's 
renewed  interest  in  the  needs  of  the  small  churches — all  22,000  of  them. 

Fifteen  mission  action  workshops  were  conducted  by  the  Dept.  of  Christian  Social  Minis- 
tries for  WMU  throughout  the  nation.  Similar  type  workshops  are  planned  for  the  Brother- 
hood.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Twenty-five  years  ago  at  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, a  call  to  advance  was  set  before  the  Convention  by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  At  that 
point  there  were  only  625  missionaries  under  appointment  for  service  in  19  countries,  with 
assistance  in  one  form  or  another  being  given  to  6  other  countries;  this  made  a  total  of  25 
lands  into  which  some  mission  effort  was  extended.  The  terrible  sufferings  of  World  War  II 
had  caused  Southern  Baptist  to  become  keenly  aware  of  the  urgent  need  for  a  more  extensive 
witness  in  the  name  of  Christ  throughout  the  world. 

Southern  Baptists  responded  to  the  call  for  advance.  This  response  has  been  expressed 
through  prayer,  life  commitment,  and  giving.  A  steady  stream  of  missionaries  has  gone  forth  in 
ever-widening  directions,  so  that  now  more  than  2,500  are  serving  in  77  countries. 

Support  for  missions  has  come  in  two  main  streams.  The  Cooperative  Program  has  pro- 
vided the  basic  support  which  makes  planning  possible.  In  1948  the  Cooperative  Program 
brought  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  42.41  percent  of  all  gifts  received  by  the  Board.  In  1972 
the  Cooperative  Program  brought  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  43.04  percent  of  all  gifts 
received.  The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  supplements  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  enables  twice  as  much  work  to  be  done  as  would  be  possible  without  this  love 
gift. 

Gifts  made  by  Baptists  in  the  churches  in  1972  totaled  $1,023,146,329  but  gifts  received  by 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering,  and 
special  designated  gifts  combined  reached  a  total  of  $35,439,514 — less  than  4  cents  of  each 
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Baptist  dollar.  This  means  that  Southern  Baptist  utilized  more  than  96  cents  of  each  Baptist 
dollar  in  our  own  country  and  less  than  4  cents  to  share  the  gospel  of  Jesus  with  the  rest  of  the 
world. 

With  all  the  money  brought  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  we  never  are  able  to  respond  to 
all  the  requests  that  are  officially  presented  to  the  Board  by  the  mission  organizations  in  77 
countries.  Each  year,  needs  totalling  between  $4  million  and  $7  million  must  be  left  unmet. 

The  time  will  soon  be  at  hand  when  churches  will  be  preparing  their  budgets  for  next  year. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  review  of  finances  for  foreign  missions  will  encourage  many  churches  to 
increase  the  amount  in  their  budgets  for  the  Cooperative  Program,  thereby  strengthening  all 
that  is  done  in  mission  work,  both  at  home  and  throughout  the  world.

This  has  been  another  good  year  for  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  thanks  to  your  support  and 
confidence.  In  May,  circulation  passed  the  100,000  mark  and  has  now  risen  to  nearly  106,000, 
the  highest  in  the  140  year  history  of  the  RECORDER.  This  has  been  achieved  largely  because 
more  churches  are  putting  the  RECORDER  in  the  budget. 

Those  getting  out  the  RECORDER  each  week  feel  that  their  obligation  to  North  Carolina 
Baptists  is  to  get  out  the  finest  paper  possible.  News  coverage  of  meetings  such  as  the  Com- 
mittee of  11  is  needed  if  North  Crolina  Baptists  are  to  settle  this  issue  which  has  come  up  in 
the  last  two  state  conventions.  Associate  Editor  Toby  Druin  has  covered  every  meeting  of  this 
committee  which  is  studying  the  baptism  issue  in  our  state.  The  Rt(_OKDEK  will  carry  the  full 
report  of  this  committee  60  days  before  the  convention  meets  in  Greensboro.  This  coverage 
will  do  much  to  help  messengers  arrive  at  the  right  decision  in  November. 

The  RECORDER  has  for  years  led  the  fight  against  liquor-by-the-drink-,  and  will  continue  to 
give  you  information  that  will  help  win  this  fight  against  the  liquor  interests  and  those  who 
would  profit  from  liquor  by  the  drink  if  this  passes.  If  individual  Baptists  will  become  as  con-

Half  of  this  will  go  for  the  ongoing  of  alrea- 
dy existing  programs  in  state  missions.  All  over  $250,000  will  go  toward  the  construction  of  the 
CaRAway  Conference  Center.  This  is  a  proposed  leadership  training  center  located  near 
Asheboro,  N.  C.  for  conferences,  seminars,  retreats,  etc. 

Two-thirds  of  all  mission  ministry  done  in  North  Carolina  is  actually  financed  by  State  Mis- 
sions, even  though  it  may  be  labeled  "Home  Missions".  All  state,  home  and  associational  mis- 
sions are  cooperative  ministries  which  reflect  good  stewardship  of  Baptist  money. 

State  Missions  include:  Church  Loans,  Lot  and  Pastoral  Aid,  Resort  Ministries,  Seminary  Ex- 
tension, Baptist  Youth,  Ministry  to  the  Deaf,  Chaplaincy,  Campus  Ministry,  Fruitland, 
Cherokee  Center,  Military  Service,  Language  Missions  plus  many  other  statewide  ministeries. 
State  Missions  needs  and  deserves  your  generous  support.  We  urge  each  of  you  to  give  freely.

STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

There  is  a  real  need  to' revitalize  within  Baptist  the  claim  of  Christ  to  actively  support  his 
Great  Commission  to  teach  and  witness  to  the  whole  world  as  our  one  purpose.  The  1973-74 
Cooperative  Program  emphasis  is  designed  to  bring  about  this  revitalization.  The  theme  is 
"Operation  One."  One  Lord,  One  Mission,  One  People. 

Operation  One  is  an  effort  to  familiarize  every  Southern  Baptist  with  the  mission  needs  of 
the  world  and  challenge  them  to  respond  in  a  positive  way  through  greater  involvement  in 
mission  giving.  Each  church  is  challenged  to  increase  its  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  by  at  least  1%  of  the  total  church  budget  income  and  increase  associational  mission 
giving  in  keeping  with  the  amount  suggested  by  our  association. 

In  our  state  we  have  a  goal  of  $8,750,000  for  the  Cooperative  Program.  Of  this  amount  $2,- 
833,900  or  33.34%  will  go  to  Southern  Baptist  Convention  causes.  During  the  past  year  the 
churches  of  our  association  gave  $51,267  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  If  every  church  in 
our  association  will  increase  their  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  at  least  1%  of  the  total 
budget  income  we  can  give  $59,400  through  the  Cooperative  Program  next  year. 

To  help  us  achieve  the  goals  listed  above,  our  association  has  agreed  to  promote  a  Missions 
Advance  Emphasis.  This  date  is  November  24,  25.  At  the  present  time  we  have  31  churches 
who  plan  to  participate  in  this  endeavor.  Pastors  and  laity  have  been  informed  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Missions  Advance  Week-end. 

WE  RECOMMEND  AT  LEAST  2  THINGS:  1.  That  a  stewardship  chairman  be  elected  in  ev- 
ery church  in  our  association.  2.  That  every  church  conduct  a  stewardship  emphasis  this  year.

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CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  Wilkes  County, 
North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  Association  to  consider  and  promote  measures  for  increasing 
the  harmony,  the  intelligence,  and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and 
directing  their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom 
throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This 
Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  its  mis- 
sionary, educational  and  benevolent  work. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Missionary  Baptists  Churches  desiring  to 
affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  associational  meetings  by  its 
pastor  and  any  other  ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it  and  living  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association.  In  addition  to  these  each  church  may  elect  three  (3)  messengers 
for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  plus  one  additional  messenger 
for  each  additional  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided,  that  no 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than  ten  (10)   messengers. 

Section  2.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  Association  shall  present 
through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose,  its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION 
for  MEMBERSHIP  provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL  LETTER 
provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  Annual  Session  of  the  Body.  The  Moderator  shall  refer  the  church 
to  the  Committee  on  New  Churches  for  study  and  investigation  The  church  maintains  for  the 
year  the  status  of  Associate  membership  until  the  Committee  makes  its  recommendation,  if 
favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  at  the  next 
Annual  Session:  If  the  Association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church  the  Moderator  shall  ex- 
tend the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Section  3.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for  three  successive  years,  either 
by  letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory 
reasons  for  such  failure  are  given. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  in  its  membership 
which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in  faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  charges  are  brought 
against  it  by  some  other  church  and  carefully  considered  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  School  of  Chris- 
tian Studies  Director.  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  Librarian  and  Representatives  for  the 
following:  Biblical  Recorder,  Baptist  Hospital,  Children's  Home,  Homes  for  Aging,  Baptist  Col- 
leges, POAU,  Annuity  Board,  American  Bible  Society,  Fruitland,  State  Missions  and  Foreign 
Missions.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session  before  the 
noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  and  shall  begin  their  term  of 
office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in  office  un- 
til the  close  of  the  next  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except  the  Modera- 
tor who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director  and  the  Superintendent  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Ex- 
ecutive Promotion  Committee  Meeting  in  August.  After  their  election  they  will  become  a  part 
of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order,  appoint  all  commit- 
tees not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercised  all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage;  he  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private  duties 
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may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between  the  sessions  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their  work  for  the  kingdom.  He  shall  appoint  a  Nominat- 
ing Committee,  and  Committee  on  Committees  at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  the  follow- 
ing year.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  ex-officio  member  of  all  other 
committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence, 
or  at  his  request,  and  be  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association; 
shall  superintend  their  printing  and  distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our 
denominational  agencies  or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  Associa- 
tion records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
form  letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  Association  and  shall 
suggest  to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount  needed  for  the  print- 
ing and  distribution  of  the  Annual.  He  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  Associations,  as  directed 
by  the  Association,  and  make  an  itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Section  6.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the  Association  and  the  cooperat- 
ing churches,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association. 

Section  7.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  this  Association,  and  to  be  representative  of  the 
Association  in  legal  matters 

ARTICLE  V  -  COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a 
Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next  annual 
session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representatives.  After  presentation  of 
these  nominations  the  Moderators  shall  give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for 
any  and  all  of  these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  tht 
duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant-position  until  the  next  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  Association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  COM- 
MITTEE ON  COMMITTEES  composed  of  six  members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Association  at  its  next  an- 
nual session  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitu- 
tion. Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Association,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  THE  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTION  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational 
Church  Training  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Director, 
Associational  Brotherhood  Director  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  Association 
together  with  one  member  from  each  church  to  be  elected  by  the  church.  A  quorum  shall 
consist  of  ten  (10)  members  of  the  committee,  including  four  of  the  above  mentioned 
officers,  providing  that  either  the  Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  with  the  churches  of  the  Association  in  the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise 
for  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  into 
successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least 
once  each  quarter  at  a  time  to  be  agreed  upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The  officers  of 
the  Association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this  committee  with  the  Moderator  serving  as  chair- 
man. 

Section  4.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  the  Associational  Church  Training  Director,  the 
Associational  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Director,  the  Associa- 
tional Brotherhood  Director  and  three  pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate 
with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  the  extension  of  Baptist  work  throughout  the  Associa- 
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tional  area,  and  advise  with  him  in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  Associational  Mission- 
ary, to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a 
suitable  person.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with  the  Finance 
Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  information  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
officials  which  might  be  helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Section  5.  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  six  members  with  the 
Treasurer  serving  as  EX-OFFICIO  MEMBER.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and 
recommend  to  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  and  the  Association  a  financial  budget 
for  the  coming  year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of  funds. 

Section  6.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  CHURCHES  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the 
Association  and  ,  after  careful  investigation  and  deliberation,  to  report  to  the  Association  on 
such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Section  7.  THE  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any  necessary  change  in  the  Constitution  and  bring 
reports  as  necessary  to  the  Association. 

Section  8.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  Association  and 
present  the  same  for  adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Missions  will  serve  as  special  advisors  on  this  committee. 

Section  9.  THE  TIME,  PLACE,  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to 
recommend  to  the  annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preacher,  and  an  alternate  for 
the  Introductory  Sermon,  a  preacher  and  an  alternate  for  the  Missionary  Sermon  and  the  dates 
for  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  10.  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such  resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  to  present 
such  other  resolutions  as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Section  11.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study 
the  social  and  civic  problems  of  our  area,  along  with  relevant  literature  available  through  the 
Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  report  to  the  annual 
session  of  the  Association  their  findings  along  with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by 
the  Association  and/or  cooperating  churches. 

Section  12.  THE  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  encourage  each  church  to  teach  and 
practice  Bible  stewardship,  to  give  to  associational  missions,  and  to  support  world  mission 
causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Section  13.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM,  composed  of  three  members  shall  pro- 
mote the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of 
Evangelism.  All  plans  and  programs  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Ex- 
ecutive Promotion  Committee. 

Section  14.  THE  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  associa- 
tional officers:  Missionary,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  W.  M.  U.  Direc- 
tor, Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  and  President  of  the  Pastor's  Con- 
ference. This  committee  shall  prepare  an  associational  calendar  for  the  year,  and  present  same 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  annual  meeting,  for  adoption.  This  calendar  shall  be 
included  in  the  Annual. 

Section  15.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINATION,  composed  of  six  pastors,  shall,  when  re- 
quested by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  candidates  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry.  Churches  wishing  to  ordain  ministers  are  requested  to  place  their  can- 
didates before  the  Committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  ordination  for 
examination  on  the  following  principles: 

a.  Christian  experience  or  conversion; 

b.  Call  to  the  ministry; 

c.  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects; 

d.  Support  of  denominational  causes; 

e.  Moral  and  spiritual  fitness; 

f.  Doctrinal  beliefs; 
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g.   Knowledge  of  the  Bible. 

Candidates  are  to  be  ordained  with  the  assistance  of  this  committee  only,  when  they  are 
serving  a  church  or  churches  as  Pastor  or  having  been  called  as  Pastor  of  a  Missionary  Baptist 
Church. 

No  candidate  for  ordination  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not  been  a 
member  of  a  cooperating  church  for  at  least  one  year 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  as  far  as  possible  in  Bap- 
tist Institutions  of  higher  learning. 

This  committee  shall  not  recommend  any  candidate  for  ordination  whom  they  feel  will  not 
bring  honor  and  esteem  to  the  Lord,  to  Southern  Baptists  and  to  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association. 

Recommendations  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  to  the  church  where  the  candidate 
holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist  the  church  in  the  ordination  service  at  a  time 
convenient  to  the  church  and  to  the  members  of  the  committee  if  such  assistance  is  desired. 

Section  16.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  bring  a 
report  at  the  annual  meeting,  leading  in  a  Memorial  service,  in  memory  of  those  reported  by 
the  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

Section  17.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  supervision  of  all  properties  belonging  to  the  Associa- 
tion and  shall  give  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  properties  owned  by  the  Association.  This 
committee  shall  make  such  repairs  or  improvements  as  deemed  necessary.  All  matters  of  ma- 
jor repairs  or  improvements  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  action  and  recom- 
mendation to  the  Executive  Committee.  This  committee  shall  make  at  least  one  annual  in- 
spection of  all  properties  owned  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Section  1 .  The  employment  of  an  Associational  Missionary  shall  follow  the  procedure  out- 
lined in  Section  4,  Article  V,  with  the  understanding  that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite 
call  and  that  a  period  of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  missionary  or  the  Association  in 
the  event  of  termination  of  such  employment 

Section  2.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  according  to 
some  standard  work  on  parliamentary  practice,  preferably  ROBERTS  RULE  OF  ORDER,  Revis- 
ed. 

Section  3.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  session  upon  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  ROTATING  OF  COMMITTEES.  One-third  of  each  committee  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  a  period  of  three  years.  Committees  or  parts  of  committees  composed  of  organizational 
heads  shall  not  be  subject  to  rotation.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself.  Vacancies  occurring 
during  the  year  may  be  filled  immediately  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Direc- 
tor, Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  and  The  Superintendent  of 
Evangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  Meeting  10/6//1 

Section  3.  SPECIAL  ADVISORS.  The  Moderator  and  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  will 
serve  on  all  committees  of  the  association  as  special  advisors.  10/6/71 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on 
and  continue  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercise,  conducted  by 
whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  may  designate. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  tor  the  transaction  of  any 
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business  except  the  matter  of  making  changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator,  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  the  use  of  unnecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards  one  another  such  courtesies 
as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  The  annual  Associational  year,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  statistical  information  shall 
be  September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive. 

7.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  met  for  three  regular 
meetings,  not  having  a  quorum  for  the  August  meeting. 

At  the  meeting  November  5,  1973,  there  were  27  present,  representing  17  churches.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  all  the  churches  participating  in  the  World  Missions  Conference 
give  a  minimum  of  $160  which  would  take  care  of  the  missionary's  travel  and  lodging.  Motion 
carried.  Churches  participating  were:  Bethany,  Boiling  Springs,  Cub  Creek,  Fishing  Creek, 
Goshen,  Harmony,  Hinshaw,  Little  Rock,  Millers  Creek,  Moravian  Falls,  Mt.  Pleasant,  New 
Hope,  N.  Wilkesboro  First,  Pleasant  Home,  Welcome  Home,  Wilkesboro,  Zion  Hill,  and  Davis 
Memorial.  Rev.  I.  V.  Couch  made  a  motion  to  use  $250  in  the  budget  designated,  "organiza- 
tional promotions",  in  the  World  Missions  Conference  if  needed.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed. 

Rev.  Ralph  Stanley,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  presented  for  approval  an  ap- 
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plication  for  state  aid.  The  application  was  approved. 

In  the  February  11,  1974  meeting,  there  were  23  present,  representing  15  churches.  Rev. 
E.  W.  McMurray  made  a  motion  that  in  view  of  a  long  range  program  of  evangelism,  an  invita- 
tion be  extended  to  Rev.  Jimmy  Hinson  of  the  Department  of  Evangelism,  to  comeand  lead  us 
in  a  school  of  evangelism  in  the  spring  of  1976.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  1974-75  be  designated  as  a  year  of  training  church  leaders.  As  a  part 
of  this  program  of  training,  Sunday  School  workers  would  be  sent  to  Ridgecrest  with  expenses 
paid.  Motion  carried. 

At  the  May  6,  1974,  with  15  present,  representing  10  churches,  the  Missions  Committee 
made  the  following  recommendation:  That  the  Associational  Properties  Committee  seek  to 
determine  what  needs  to  be  done  to  the  interior  and  the  exterior  of  the  associational  proper- 
ty. After  determining  the  cost  to  recommend  what  should  be  done  and  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  It  was  also  suggested  that  we  take  an  offering  on  August  18,  being  the  Week  of 
Prayer  for  Associational  Missions,  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  above.  A  motion  was  made 
and  seconded.  Rev.  Alfred  Andrews  amended  the  motion  to  give  the  properties  committee 
the  authority  to  go  ahead  and  get  the  needed  improvements  done.  After  discussion,  motion 
carried.

HISTORY  OF  WILKESBORO  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1953  and  recorded  in  the  associational 
minutes  of  that  year  on  pages  20  to  24,  and  a  second  sketch  of  history  in  the  1970  minutes  on 
pages  45  to  47,  further  reference  to  that  period  will  not  be  mentioned. 

Highlights  of  1971:  Baptist  Men's  Day  was  observed  on  January  24  with  laymen  of  the 
church  in  charge.  Speaker  was  Mr.  Sam  Levering  from  Orchard  Gap,  Virginia.  February  14  was 
Race  Relations  Sunday  with  guest  speaker,  Rev.  Richard  Harris.  April  18  was  observed  as 
Youth  Week.  Mrs.  I.  V.  Couch,  Minister  of  Education  presented  the  key  of  the  church  to  Steve 
Triplett  who  would  serve  as  youth  pastor.  May  23,  the  church  presented  a  silver  service  to 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Morgan  in  appreciation  of  15  years  service  to  the  church.  December  12,  the 
church  voted  to  borrow  $5000  for  church  improvements,  to  include  carpet  in  the  hall,  Dorcas 
classroom,  lower  church  building  and  enclosure  of  stairway. 

January  23,  1972,  Baptist  Men's  Day  was  observed  with  Dr.  W.  Raymond  Taylor  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  as  speaker.  March  26,  Hillcrest  Baptist  Mission  was  organized 
into  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  Members  of  the  correlating  committee  were:  W.  G.  Young, 
Chairman;  J.  F.  Jordan,  Secretary;  Troy  Absher,  Thomas  Nunn,  Rudd  Waddell,  George  Johnson 
and  Rev.  Henry  Morgan,  Ex  officio.  Rev.  Morgan  read  the  rules  of  organization  and  Rev.  I.  V. 
Couch  brought  the  sermon.  On  May  28,  the  church  was  privileged  to  have  Samuel  James,  a 
Southern  Baptist  missionary  to  South  Vietnam,  as  speaker  at  the  morning  and  evening  service. 

August  20,  1972,  Henry  Morgan  resigned  as  pastor,  effective  September  30,  to  accept  a  call 
as  pastor  of  Salem  Baptist  Church,  Apex,  N.  C.  On  September  24,  the  members  of  the  church 
presented  the  keys  to  a  new  Oldsmobile  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Morgan.  T.  Sloan  Guy,  of  Wake 
Forest  University  and  former  pastor,  was  elected  to  serve  as  interim  pastor. 

February  5,  1973,  a  covered  dish  supper  was  given  by  the  trustees,  deacons  and  members  of 
the  church  for  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Andrews  of  Hickory,  prospective  pastor  for  the  church. 
Rev.  Andrews  was  called  as  pastor  on  March  11  (276  for  and  none  against).  He  and  his  family 
moved  into  the  parsonage  on  May  1,  and  he  preached  his  first  sermon  on  May  6. 

November  25,  1973,  the  church  voted  (on  recommendation  from  the  Board  of  Deacons)  to 
purchase  the  Pearl  Bumgarner  property  from  the  heirs  for  the  sum  of  $23,750  and,  if  necessary, 
to  use  the  432  shares  in  Lowes  Hardware  stocks  to  pay  for  the  property.  December  9,  Kyle 
Hayes  was  elected  as  a  church  trustee  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Reynolds  as  Librarian. 

Deacons  ordained  since  1970:  Ernest  Cotton  and  Carl  Triplett,  September  25,  1971:  Howard 
Colvard,  Jr.  and  James  Ward,  September  17,  1972;  Robert  Parsons  and  Robert  Morgan,  August 
26,  1973. 

June  9,  1974  the  church  voted  (on  recommendation  from  the  Board  of  Deacons)  that  the 
number  of  active  deacons  be  increased  from  15  to  18.  In  July,  the  church  voted  to  buy  two 
Dodge  Vans  to  use  as  activity  buses.

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FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Great  and  good  accomplishments  are  happening  on  the  mission  fields!  Many  of  you  learn- 
ed of  these  things  in  March  when  our  association  participated  in  a  World  Mission  Conference 
when  missionaries  from  different  areas  of  work  spoke  in  18  churches  and  to  over  2,000  school 
boys  and  girls 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Annual  for  1973  shows  2,500  career  missionaries  under 
appointment  along  with  174  missionary  associates  and  128  journeymen. 

"Southern  Baptist  Missions  stands  at  an  all  time  high"  according  to  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Baker  lames  Cauthen.  In  April  74,  in  THE  COMMISSION  he  re- 
ported there  are  now  6,907  organized  churches,  (5,207  self-supporting)  on  the  boards  m.ssion 
fields,  plus  8,934  mission  points,  and  5,884  national  pastors.  Baptisms  reached  an  all  time  high 
of  61,151.  Dr.  Cauthen  also  reported  more  than  500  schools,  with  combined  enrollment  in  ex- 
cess of  85,000.  Medical  work  extended  care  to  63,207  in-patients  and  more  than  one  million 
out-patients. 

Lottie  Moon  1973  Christmas  Offerings  for  Foreign  Missions  reached  the  total  of  $22,232,757. 
A  rise  of  13%  over  the  72  offering.  Southern  Baptist  foreign  mission  efforts  are  supported 
financially  by  two  major  channels:  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering 
Gifts  from  the  churches  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association  totaled  $15,347  in  1973. 

Goal  for  the  1974  Lottie  Moon  Offering  has  been  set  at  $23  million  as  announced  by  WMU 
Executive  Secretary,  Alma  Hunt.  The  offering  is  sponsored  annually  by  the  WMU  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  in  Southern  Baptist  churches.  The  Week  of 
Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  in  1974  will  be  observed  December  1-8. 

Of  the  record  $40  million  Cooperative  Program  budget  adopted  by  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention for  1974-75  fiscal  year,  $36  million  is  for  the  operating  expenses  of  the  convention 
agencies.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  to  receive  fifty  percent. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  responded  to  needs  created  by  spreading  famine  conditions 
in  Africa  with  an  appropriation  of  over  $30  thousand  in  relief  funds.  The  famine  area  includes 
parts  of  several  countries  where  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  serve. 

To  really  keep  in  touch  with  what  you  and  other  Southern  Baptists  are  doing,  may  I  en- 
courage you  to  obtain  and  read  the  monthly  publications  of  THE  COMMISSION  '($?  50)  and 
WORLD  MISSION  JOURNAL  ($2.00),  both  for  less  than  $5  per  year. 

The  field  is  the  World  and  the  mission  is  One!

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 

"Crossing  Barriers  with  the  Gospel" 

Some  4,000  persons,  including  full-time,  part-time  and  volunteer  workers,  are  helping  meet 
the  challenge  of  the  times.  The  Board's  missionary  force  totaled  2,170  at  the  year's  end,  and 
the  balance  was  comprised  of  students  and  volunteers.  Missionaries  are  active  in  all  50  states, 
Panama  and  Puerto  Rico.  The  Board  pays  the  full  support  of  about  one-third  of  them  and 
shares  in  the  support  of  the  others  with  the  state  conventions.  Record  Cooperative  Program 
and  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offerings  will  enable  enlargement  of  the  missionary  force  and 
strengthening  of  all  programs. 

The  Division  of  Evangelism  got  a  new  director  during  the  year,  C.  B.  "Bill"  Hogue,  who 
came  to  the  Board  after  two  years  as  state  director  of  evangelism  in  Oklahoma.  The  division 
was  also  reorganized  to  provide  emphasis  to  lifestyle  concerns — lay  witnessing,  mass  evan- 
gelism and  materials  and  services — and  make  them  more  available  where  they  are  needed. 

The  emphasis  on  strategy  planning — leading  each  association  to  be  a  "fellowship  of 
churches  on  mission  in  their  setting" — continued  to  dominate  the  work  of  the  Division  of  As- 
sociational  Services  in  1973.  Three  strategy-planning  seminars  were  held  during  the  year  with 
more  than  100  of  the  nation's  750  superintendents  of  missions  attending  and  three  state  con- 
ventions were  assisted  with  associational  planning  awareness  conferences  Much  of  the  focus 
of  the  division  has  been  on  preparation  for  the  National  Convocation  on  the  Southern  Baptist 
Association  which  attracted  representatives  from  most  of  the  1,200  associations  to  Ridgecrest 
in  May,  1974. 
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The  increasing  participation  of  lay  persons  in  missions  was  undergirded  by  the  naming  of 
the  first  director  of  the  Christian  Service  Corps.  William  L.  Wilson,  a  volunteer  himself, 
became  an  unsalaried  staff  member  in  the  Department  of  Special  Mission  Ministries  and  is 
giving  half  of  his  time  to  enlisting  lay  people  for  short  term  and  long  term  assignments.  He  is 
building  a  network  of  Christian  Service  Corps  coordinators  throughout  the  states.

STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 


The  churches  are  on  mission  to  people  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ — Matthew  28:19-20; 
Acts  1:8.  Churches  in  a  cooperative  plan  express  their  mission  beyond  the  local  congregation. 
State  Missions  is  interrelated  by  planning  and  financing  with  associations,  the  State  Conven- 
tion, Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards.  There  is  a  ministry  of  State  Missions  expressed  in 
evangelism  through  the  local  church,  youth  rallies,  summer  ministries,  Church  Programs,  and 
Stewardship  promotion.  State  Missions  is  Christian  Social  Service  expressed  through  institu- 
tions. State  Missions  is  churches  expressing  a  positive  interest  in  Christian  Education. 

State  Missions  is  a  multiplicity  of  special  ministries  too  big  for  any  one  local  church.  These 
ministries  to  areas  of  need  may  be  altogether  supported  by  State  Missions  budgeting,  or  a 
cooperative  budgeting  arrangement  of  the  local  church,  the  association,  the  State  Conven- 
tion, and  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Such  specialized  ministries  include  work  at  Cherokee  and 
Pembrooke,  promotion  and  coordination  of  World  Mission  Conferences,  supplement  to  asso- 
ciational  budgets,  support  of  part-time  Chaplaincies  in  several  correctional  institutions, 
assistance  in  witnessing  to  and  enlisting  for  service  Orientals  and  Spanish  speaking  peoples.  A 
specialized  ministry  to  the  deaf  includes  evangelising,  teaching  and  counselling  the  deaf. 

Also  included  is  a  cooperative  plan  for  Seminary  Extension  and  a  rapidly  growing  Resort 
Ministry.  Fruitland  Baptist  Institute  is  an  area  of  State  Missions.  Our  cities  need  Baptist  Centers 
and  other  expressions  of  Christian  social  and  evangelistic  concern.  State  Missions  continues  a 
specialized  ministry  with  other  races  and  promotes  and  supports  a  vigorous  inner  city  minis- 
try. 

State  Missions  serves  the  pastor  and  local  church.  New  churches  are  encouraged  by  loans 
and  grants  of  lot  aid  Needy  churches  are  given  financial  aid  until  they  can  become  self-sup- 
porting. Pastors  are  directly  helped  through  Annuity  supplements.  State  Missions  is  a  coopera- 
tive ministry  to  churches  that  need  help  and  to  people  who  need  God.

HISTORY  OF  LEWIS  FORK  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1952  and  recorded  in  the  associational 
minutes  of  that  year  on  pages  38  to  43,  nothing  further  will  be  said  with  reference  to  that 
period. 

In  April,  1954,  partition  doors  were  purchased  for  Sunday  School  rooms  and  in  September  a 
building  fund  was  started  for  purchasing  an  oil  heating  system  and  to  build  additional  educa- 
tional space.  (The  oil  furnace  was  installed  in  1956) 

In  August,  1955,  a  committee  composed  of  Com  Elledge,  Calvin  Church  and  ).  M.  Shepherd 
was  appointed  to  work  with  Reins-Sturdivant  to  lay  off  and  plot  the  new  part  of  the  cemetery 
and  line  up  the  old  part. 

February  4,  1956,  the  church  voted  to  start  a  library  and  a  committee  composed  of  Mrs. 
Grace  Tripled,  Mrs.  Arlee  Dyer  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Goforth  was  elected  to  choose  the  books.  At 
this  writing  the  church  has  an  active  library  with  Miss  Velma  Golds  serving  as  librarian. 

On  March  3,  1956,  a  deed  of  one  acre  of  land  was  presented  to  the  church  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
V.  C.  Elledge  to  be  used  for  parking  space. 

lanuary  30,  1957,  a  board  of  trustees  was  elected  composed  of  Olin  Greene,  Vernon  Dyer, 
Vernon  Foster,  Reuben  Sales  and  Mack  Triplett.  December,  1958,  the  church  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  W.  P.  Davis  as  treasurer,  and  lames  Triplett  was  elected  treasurer  in  lanu- 
ary, 1959.  A  contract  was  let  in  March  for  the  painting  of  the  auditorium. 

On  March  18,  1962,  by  motion  it  was  decided  to  build  additional  Sunday  School  rooms  by 
grading  under  the  church  but  in  September  the  motion  was  rescinded.  It  was  decided  to  build 
the  rooms  at  the  back  of  the  existing  building  and  have  a  well  drilled  (May  1963).  The  new  ad- 
dition was  completed  in  1965,  and  the  remaining  bills  on  the  construction  were  paid  from  the 
general  treasury  (to  be  replaced  from  regular  building  fund  offerings). 

February,  1963,  the  pastor,  Rev.  A.  W.  Eller,  tendered  his  resignation  to  take  effect  May  1.  A 
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CODE  CHURCH 
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pulpit  committee  was  appointed  as  follows:  Mack  Triplett,  Olin  Greene,  Vernon  Dyer,  Travis 
Eller  and  Curtis  Foster.  On  March  17,  1963,  the  committee  recommended  Glenn  Huffman  as 
pastor.  He  was  elected  unanimously.  A  motion  was  passed  that  the  call  of  a  pastor  be  in- 
definite. 

August  31,  1968,  C.  H.  Jones  resigned  as  clerk  and  Mrs.  Edith  Foster  was  elected  to  serve  as 
clerk.  The  windows  in  the  sanctuary  were  replaced  with  stained  glass  windows. 

May  18,  1969,  the  church  voted  to  go  full  time,  and  on  )uly  5,  1969  the  pastor  tendered  his 
resignation  to  take  effect  the  end  of  the  year.  The  following  were  appointed  to  serve  on  a 
pulpit  committee:  Olin  Greene,  Montie  McNeill,  Vernon  Dyer,  Tony  Eller  and  Helen 
Blackburn.  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague  served  as  interim  pastor  during  the  time  the  church  was  without 
a  pastor. 

February  7,  1971,  Rev.  Sherrill  Wellborn  was  recommended  to  the  church  as  pastor.  The 
church  voted  to  call  Rev.  Wellborn  as  pastor  (106  for  and  none  against).  He  accepted  the  call 
and  preached  his  first  sermon,  Sunday  morning,  April  18.  During  1971,  the  sanctuary  was  air- 
conditioned,  speaker  system  installed  and  additional  parking  space  graded  and  paved. 

Highlights  of  1972:  The  educational  building  was  completely  air-conditioned;  the  church 
bought  two  1973  Dodge  Vans  to  use  as  church  buses  in  a  bus  ministry;  Rex  Foster,  Wayne 
Adams  and  johnny  Adams  were  licensed  to  preach;  and  on  November  26  the  church  voted  to 
buy  a  house  partially  completed  to  use  as  a  parsonage.  The  house  was  completed  and  the  pas- 
tor and  his  family  moved  in  June,  1973. 

April,  1973,  the  church  voted  to  buy  one  acre  of  land  from  Keiver  Adkins  for  $2000,  to  use 
for  parking  area.  In  June,  a  piano  was  donated  by  Cecil  Church  and  $500  was  donated  by  Olin 
Greene  toward  the  purchase  of  the  organ. 

January,  1974,  the  church  donated  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  Champion  Fire 
Department.  A  request  was  granted  from  Stony  Fork  Baptist  Church  to  ordain  Brother  Rex 
Foster  as  a  Baptist  minister.  January  20,  Brother  James  Triplett,  chairman  of  the  examining 
committee,  made  the  report  that  Rex  Foster  was  found  in  faith  of  Baptist  doctrines  and 
recommended  him  to  be  ordained.  The  presbytery  consisted  of  ordained  deacons  and  minis- 
ters. Rev.  Sherrill  Wellborn  gave  the  charge  reading  from  second  Timothy  4:1.  Rev.  Mace 
Johnson  brought  the  charge  to  the  church.  Ordination  prayer  by  Earl  Adams.  After  the  laying 
on  of  hands,  the  right  hand  of  welcome  as  an  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel  was  extended  to 
him. 

Deacons  ordained  since  1952:  Olin  Greene,  Vernon  Dyer,  Mack  Triplett,  Ray  Miller, 
Raynard  Goforth  and  Vernon  Foster,  October  16,  1960.  Bob  Wood,  Tony  Eller,  Deamus 
Goulds,  Frank  Eller,  Avery  Triplett,  Albert  Holman  and  Cecil  Church,  February  13,  1972. 

September  8, 1974,  the  church  voted  on  building  plans  for  additional  Sunday  School  rooms, 
fellowship  hall,  and  other  improvements.  Cecil  Church  was  appointed  to  replace  Reuben 
Sales  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.

ANNUITY  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Annuity  Board  paid  out  a  record  nearly  $16  million  in 
retirement  and  protection  benefits  during  1973.  This  means  that  in  the  Board's  history,  it  has 
now  paid  out  over  $100  million  in  retirement  and  protection  benefits.  More  than  9,000  retired 
pastors  and  other  church-related  vocational  workers  or  their  widows  receive  the  benefits. 

In  addition,  the  Annuity  Board  set  another  record.  This  one  was  for  funds  held  in  trust  for 
those  participating  in  retirement  and  protection  plans  while  still  in  active  service.  About 
38,000  pastors,  other  church  staff  and  denominational  agency  employees  are  included.  Funds 
held  in  trust  exceeded  $350  million  for  the  first  time. 

The  Board  issued  another  13th  check  for  annuitants  shortly  before  Christmas,  1973.  It 
amounted  to  two  extra  months'  worth  of  benefits  and  totaled  $1,187,379.  The  13th  check 
helps  annuitants,  whose  benefits  are  fixed,  to  meet  the  rising  cost  of  living.  Payment  of  the 
13th  check  is  over  and  above  the  12  contracted  monthly  benefits  and  depends  from  year  to 
year  on  investment  income.

GENERAL  BOARD  REPORT 

Between  sessions  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  General  Board  has  charge  and  control 
of  all  work  of  the  Convention  except  the  activities  designated  to  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  its 
institutions  and  agencies.  It  is  composed  of  one  member  from  associations  with  less  than 
20,000  membership;  two  members  from  associations  with  membership  of  20,000 — 40,000; 
three  members  from  associations  with  more  than  40,000  membership  and  one  from  each  of 
the  ten  regions. 

The  General  Board  meets  three  times  a  year:  at  Raleigh  in  January,  on  a  college  campus  in 
)une  or  )uly,  and  at  Carawav  in  Octoher.  In  cases  of  emergency,  other  meetings  could  be  call- 
ed. 

Officers  of  the  Board  are  President,  Vice-President  and  Recording  Secretary.  Each  member 
of  the  Board  is  given  a  choice  of  the  committee  through  which  he  will  serve.  The  committees 
are:  Council  on  Christian  Life  (on  which  Region  7's  member,  Rev.  Allen  Laymon  served), 
Christian  Higher  Education,  Evangelism,  Church  Programs,  Missions  and  Social  Services.  For 
the  sake  of  efficiency,  from  these  committees  are  formed  many  sub-committees.  Your  Brushy 
Mountain  member  this  past  year  was  privileged  to  be  secretary  for  the  Church  Programs  Com- 
mittee, Chairman  of  Church  Ministries  and  Training,  secretary  for  Camps  and  Assemblies  and 
secretary  for  the  Caswell  Committee.  She  attended  the  January  Board  meeting,  the  March 
Church  Programs  meeting  (both  in  Raleigh)  the  May  Caswell  Committee  at  Caswell  and  the 
August  Camps  and  Assemblies  meeting  at  Caraway.  All  Board  members  are  sent  copies  of  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  Minutes.  A  policy  of  openness  is  practiced  by  the  General  Board.  All 
minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  General  Board  are  kept  in  an  official  record  book 
in  the  Baptist  Building  and  are  open  for  examination  by  any  member  of  a  participating  church 
upon  request. 

Due  to  change  in  work,  your  Board  member's  resignation  was  effective  September  15. 
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Brushy  Mountain  Association  received  its  requested  amount  of  $1,500  from  the  Convention 
this  year.

CHURCH  TRAINING  REPORT 

Church  Training,  in  addition  to  its  on-going  training  sessions,  has  expanded  its  ministries  to 
include  the  training  of  Church  Committees,  Deacons,  Family  Life  Ministries,  Youth  Corps, 
Ministry  to  the  Mentally  Retarded  and  Ministry  to  Senior  Citizens.  The  on-going  training  pro- 
gram calls  for  training  church  members  to  undergird  the  total  church  ministry.  It  offers  new 
converts  and  transfer  members  an  opportunity  to  better  understand  their  commitment  and 
the  work  of  their  own  church.  Important  to  the  progress  of  any  church  is  its  challenge  to  dis- 
cover, recruit  and  train  leaders  for  their  specific  tasks. 

Less  than  half  the  churches  of  our  association  offers  this  training  program.  This  lack  of  train- 
ed leadership  and  a  hesitancy  to  serve  when  approached  by  the  Church  Nominating  Commit- 
tee, could  point  to  the  immediate  need  for  specific  training. 

Some  of  the  activities  of  Church  Training  in  our  association  last  year  included  January  Bible 
Study  by  age  groups  on  Sunday  evenings,  Missions  Organizations,  Adult  Seminars  and  short- 
term  committee  training  sessions. 

Like  all  other  organizations  this  past  year,  Church  Training  offered  its  funds  and  support  to 
the  World  Missions  Conference  which  was  the  emphasis  for  the  year.

CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 

Christian  child  care,  a  shared  adventure,  is  working  through  faith  to  build  a  helping  relation- 
ship with  children  and  their  families  in  need. 

This  year  the  recreation  and  administration  buildings  at  Broyhill  Home  are  almost  com- 
pleted. A  cottage  and  two  staff  residences  at  Kennedy  Home  will  soon  be  dedicated.  A 
challenge  gift  of  $100,000  has  been  received  to  develop  the  Greer-Burns  Home  at  Chapel  Hill. 

"The  Mountain  Within",  a  thirty  minute  film  was  made  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Children's 
Homes.  Since  it  was  shown  in  the  Piedmont  Area  Conference,  September  12,  and  after 
statewide  telecasts,  it  will  be  released  for  showings  at  churches,  associations,  and  other  in- 
terested groups,  October  1,  through  the  Department  of  Communications,  P.  O.  Box  26508, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.  27611. 

Mills  Home  provides  high  quality  care  for  over  two  hundred  school  age  children.  Wall 
Home  is  pioneering  in  an  outdoor  high  adventure  program  for  teenage  boys.  An  emergency 
Care  Home  opened  in  Burlington,  May  21,  and  in  Charlotte  in  late  summer  which  are 
cooperative  ventures  with  Mt.  Zion  and  Mecklenburg  Associations  to  take  care  of  local 
emergencies. 

During  the  past  year,  North  Carolina  Baptists  gave  more  than  a  million  dollars  to  Christian 
child  care  in  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
the  Thanksgiving  offering,  and  designated  gifts  and  offerings.  Rising  costs  and  the  need  for  ex- 
panding services  challenge  all  of  us — staff  and  supporters — to  continue  our  investment  in  the 
shared  adventure  of  Christian  child  care.

BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc.  was  established  in  1919  to  give  sound  support 
and  a  firm  base  to  all  the  good  and  noble  efforts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  their  state  and 
world  programs  of  missions,  ministry  and  education. 

While  we  give  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  preparation  and  execution  of  wills,  we  would 
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remind  you  that  a  foundation  is  for  the  living.  The  whole  concept  of  wills — the  distribution  of 
one's  property  when  he  dies — is  predicted  on  the  assumption  that  someone  continues  to  live. 

Often  we  are  reminded.  "You  can't  take  it  with  you,"  but  we  should  not  forget  that  "You 
can  determine  what  happens  to  it  when  you  are  gone."  In  the  modern  maze  of  tax  law,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  may  be  able  to  assist  the  living  to  live  more  securely.  Some 
form  of  trusts  may  actually  give  a  person  more  spendable  income,  even  as  he  gives  away  part 
of  his  money.  Our  government  of,  by  and  for  the  people  has  established  tax  laws  which  en- 
courage charitable  contributions.  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  is,  itself,  a  charitable 
institution.  It  also  receives,  holds  in  trust  and  distributes  funds  to  any  other  charitable  institu- 
tion according  to  the  instructions  of  donors. 

Service  to  the  living  includes  handling  of  trust  funds,  estate  and  money  management  plan- 
ning, and  preparation  of  wills.  Commitment  to  the  deceased  includes  probate  of  wills  and 
qualifying  as  executor.  Increasing  numbers  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  electing  to  provide 
for  Baptist  causes  through  the  ministry  of  the  Foundation.  For  more  information  contact  Ed- 
win S.  Coates,  P.  O  Box  26508,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina  27611.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

More  than  5,000  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad  depend  on  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  for  a  salary  each  month.  Over  3,000  of  these  have  a  basic  ministry  of  evangelism,  with 
all  of  the  others  using  their  skills  as  nurses,  teachers,  doctors,  etc.  to  meet  human  needs  in 
order  to  bring  these  to  Christ.  Through  the  Cooperative  Program  you  are  helping  the  widow, 
the  homeless  child,  the  homeless  aged,  the  sick,  plus  the  ministries  of  preaching  and  teaching. 

Increasing  the  percentage  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  an  excellent  follow- 
through  for  the  special  offerings  your  church  receives.  Last  year  1,236  churches  increased 
Cooperative  Program  giving  by  10  percent  or  more  over  what  they  gave  the  previous  year. 
Two  of  the  associations  in  North  Carolina  had  100  percent  of  their  churches  giving  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  in  1973.  These  two  associations  were:  Flat  River  and  the  Tar  River. 

Will  you  do  four  things? 

1.  Lead  the  church  where  you  serve  to  increase  Cooperative  Program  and  associational 
giving  by  10%   or  more. 

2.  Have  a   special   prayer  for  your   missionaries  and   mission   causes   during  October 
Cooperative  Program  prayer  month. 

3.  Send  your  check  for  Cooperative  Program  each  month  to  Baptist  State  Convention,  of 
North  Carolina,  P.  O.  Box  26508,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  27611. 

4.  Help  us  have  a  good  stewardship  workshop  in  your  association  next  spring  or  summer. 
Our  goals  for  the  coming  year  are: 

1.  Every  church  in  the  association  having  a  specific  celebration  for  the  50th  Anniversary 
of  the  Cooperative  Program. 

2.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  at  least  1% 
of  the  total  budget  income.

We  are  delighted  to  report  one  new  organization  with  all  age  level  groups,  and  rejoice  with 
Lewis  Fork  Church  in  this  endeavor. 

Four  associational  officers  attended  a  Leadership  Conference  at  Camp  Mundo  Vista  in  pre- 
paration for  the  year's  work  and  a  similar  conference  in  the  association  for  all  WMU  workers 
and  leaders. 

We  live  in  a  rapidly  changing  world,  but  the  obligation  of  WMU  to  channel  the  talents  and 
energies  of  Baptist  women  and  youth  into  the  task  of  world  redemption  has  not  changed.  We 
live  in  a  troubled  and  complex  world;  a  world  in  which  Christians  number  less  than  25%  of  its 
total  population  and  in  which  the  greatest  birth  rate  occurs  in  the  non-Christian  group. 
Hence,  our  mission  imperative  ....  to  continue  in  an  unbroken  line  into  an  ever  increasing 
awareness  and  active  concern  and  as  co-laborers  with  God,  embrace  this  mission  mandate.

This 
active  partnership  includes  Baptist  Youth  Corps,  student-led  worship  and  revival  services, 
visits  to  the  campuses  by  pastors  and  other  leaders,  participation  of  faculty  and  staff  in  associ- 
ational and  local  church  programs,  and  special  projects  of  promotion  on  behalf  of  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

Your  seven  Baptist  colleges  are  grateful  for  the  continuing  financial  support  which  they 
receive  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  During  1974,  approximately  $2,350,000  will  under- 
gird  the  work  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges.  At  a  very  crucial  and  difficult  time,  these 
funds  make  a  tremendous  difference  in  the  quality  of  programs  offered  by  our  schools. 

The  colleges  make  a  special  effort  to  recruit  North  Carolina  Baptist  students  through  pastors 
and  superintendents  of  missions.  No  qualified  student  will  be  turned  away  simply  becasue  of 
inability  to  pay.  Baptist  colleges  are  anxious  to  enroll  the  young  people  from  our  churches. 

Our  colleges — Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill,  Meredith,  Wake  Forest  and 
Wingate — work  together  and  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  through  the  Council  on  Chris- 
tian Higher  Education.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 


The  continuing  response  of  youth  and  adults  to  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  has  been  signifi- 
cant. In  the  past  thirty  months  11,032  youth  and  adults  have  shared  in  this  lay  witness  training 
from  855  churches  and  44  associations.  Also,  107  pastors  from  nine  other  associations  have 
participated  in  Pastor's  Retreats  dealing  with  Lay  Evangelism  Schools. 

God  is  greatly  blessing  the  evangelistic  ministry  of  our  three  summer  youth  evangelism 
teams.  Nine  college  students  are  leading  in  music,  preaching  in  youth  revivals,  and  directing 
youth  witness  training  sessions  among  27  churches.  Youth  Ministries  Week  was  held  at  the 
N.C.  Baptist  Assembly  during  June  for  about  700  youth  and  adults  with  the  emphasis  on 
evangelism,  vocational  guidance  and  recreation. 

The  4th  Statewide  Youth  Evangelism  Night  was  held  in  August  at  the  Greensboro  Coliseum. 
Several  of  the  churches  in  our  association  took  youth  groups  to  this  event. 

The  29th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  at  War  Memorial  Auditorium, 
Greensboro,  during  February  3-5,  1975. 

Most  churches  in  the  association  have  held  a  revival  this  spring  and  summer.  I  am  sorry  I  do 
not  have  the  results  of  these  revivals  to  report  to  you. 

The  Associational  Year  1975-76  will  be  given  to  Evangelism  in  our  association  with  a  Lay 
Evangelism  School  in  the  spring  of  '76  followed  by  a  stimultaneous  revival.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  American  Bible  Society,  within  a  partnership  called  the  United  Bible  Society,  is  working 
with  other  Bible  Societies  for  the  purpose  of  making  God's  Word  available  to  all  people  in 
their  own  languages  at  a  price  they  can  afford  to  pay. 

In  launching  a  massive  drive  to  provide  Scriptures  foj  new  readers  around  the  world,  the  Bi- 
ble Societies  are  embarking  upon  a  new  venture  which  will  strengthen  and  expand  a  tradition 
that  has  always  been  the  responsibility  of  the  Christian  church.  The  mere  availability  is  not 
enough.  We  want  to  help  make  sure  that  everyone  will  achieve  the  ability  to  read  the  Scrip- 
tures available  to  them. 

According  to  the  latest  information  received  from  the  United  Nations  Educational,  Scien- 
tific and  Cultural  Organization,  there  are  estimated  783  million  illiterates  in  the  world  today, 
and  even  the  most  optimistic  projections  predict  there  will  still  be  more  than  650  million  il- 
literates 30  years  from  now  despite  the  fact  that  a  great  many  countries  are  undertaking  far- 
reaching  programs  to  eliminate  adult  illiteracy. 


In  the  1850's  one  out  of  every  232  people  in  the  United  States  was  a  volunteer  for  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society.  Some  of  the  volunteers  were  members  of  local  Bible  Society  Auxiliaries, 
some  were  citizens  of  frontier  communities  who  had  banded  together  to  spread  the  Word  of 
God  throughout  the  spiritual  wilderness  surrounding  them  and  some  were  individuals  who 
felt  a  personal  call  to  provide  their  friends  and  neighbors  with  the  Scriptures. 

Today  the  American  Bible  Society  is  offering  an  opportunity  for  individuals  and  groups  to 
become  Bible  Society  volunteers  in  the  same  tradition  as  their  forefathers.  There  has  been  a 
sharp  increase  in  the  demand  for  Scriptures  both  in  the  United  States  and  around  the  world. 

Since  its  founding  in  1816,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  enjoyed  the  support  of  every  ma- 
jor denominational  group  in  the  United  States.  Many  denominations  reaffirm  their  support  of 
the  ABS  annually  by  resolutions  reminding  their  constituents  that  the  American  Bible  Society 
is  providing  an  essential  missionary  service  without  which  much  of  the  world  would  be 
deprived  of  God's  Word.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

In  spite  of  the  growth  in  size  and  complexity  of  your  Baptist  Hospital,  the  emphasis  is  still 
upon  "ministering  with  skill  and  understanding".  Evidence  of  this  is  a  typical  patient's  remarks 
recently,  "from  the  head  surgeon  to  the  aid  who  handed  me  a  glass  of  water  with  all  the  doc- 
tors, nurses,  people  in  the  business  office  and  chaplains  in  between,  I  was  cheerfully  given  ev- 
ery personal  consideration". 

Changes  and  additions  continue  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  better  hospital 
care.  Renovation  of  the  progressive  care  unit  has  been  completed  and  the  South  and  West 
wings  of  the  hospital  building  are  now  being  renovated.  Construction  of  the  Ambulatory  Care 
Unit  is  well  underway  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  spring  or  early  summer  of  1975. 

New  discoveries  continue  to  make  possible  better  medical  care.  For  example,  a  new  EMI- 
scanner  is  to  be  installed  and  is  expected  to  be  in  use  by  the  end  of  this  year.  This  device 
which  combines  the  use  of  x-rays  and  computers  will  make  it  possible  to  detect  brain  tumors, 
blood  clots,  and  strokes  more  accurately  and  more  quickly.  Scans  can  be  completed  in  about 
30  minutes  and  results  can  be  available  in  another  5  minutes.  There  is  no  risk  or  discomfort  in- 
volved and  the  patient  does  not  have  to  be  admitted  to  the  hospital. 

New  approaches  are  also  being  made  in  the  hospital's  ministry  to  the  emotional  and 
spiritual  needs  of  people.  The  division  of  human  enrichment  and  development  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pastoral  Care  is  conducting  retreats,  seminars,  and  workshops  designed  to  help  ap- 
propriate resources  of  the  Christian  faith  to  the  various  areas  and  experiences  of  life.  The 
Pastoral  Care  Department  has  also  opened  its  first  satellite  center  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  to  offer 
counseling  and  training  to  people  in  that  area.  Your  cooperative  program  gifts  help  to  support 
these  ministries. 

The  school  of  nursing  graduated  its  last  class  in  May.  The  school  has  been  in  the  process  of 
phasing  out  for  the  past  three  years  as  a  result  of  a  trustee  decision  made  in  1971. 

In  January  the  hospital  had  its  only  room  rate  increase  in  the  past  3  1/2  years.  Nevertheless, 
the  hospital  continues  to  operate  "in  the  black".  The  1973  Mother's  Day  offering  amounted  to 
$375,000.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  our  1974  Mother's  Day  gifts  are  running  well  ahead  of  the 
same  time  last  year.  These  gifts  are  used  to  assist  patients  with  the  most  urgent  financial  needs. 
A  special  committee  of  five  Baptists  from  the  Winston-Salem  area  assist  personnel  from  the 
hospital  business  office  and  the  department  of  denominational  relations  in  administering 
these  funds. 

Your  hospital  staff  and  the  people  they  serve  are  grateful  for  your  interest,  your  prayers  and 
your  financial  support.

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Constitution 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  of  North  Carolina. 

ARTICLE  II— PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  association  to  consider  and  promote  measures  for  increasing 
the  harmony,  the  knowledge  and  the  spiritual  life  of  the  churches  and  for  developing  and 
directing  their  energies  and  their  contributions  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom 
throughout  the  earth,  always  in  harmony  with  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament.  This  asso- 
ciation shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  all  their  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  work. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  churches  desiring  to 
affiliate  with  it.  Each  church  may  be  represented  in  the  annual  associational  meetings  by  its 
pastor  and  any  other  ordained  ministers  holding  membership  in  it.  In  addition  to  these,  each 
church  may  elect  three  (3)  messengers  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  frac- 
tion thereof,  plus  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  one  hundred  (100)  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof,  provided  that  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  send  more  than  ten  (10) 
messengers. 

Section  2.  Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  association  shall  present 
through  messengers  chosen  for  that  purpose,  its  request  for  membership  on  APPLICATION 
FOR  MEMBERSHIP  provided  in  the  minutes  along  with  a  UNIFORM  ASSOCIATIONAL  LET- 
TER provided  by  the  clerk  at  any  annual  session  of  the  body.  The  Moderator  shall  refer  the 
church  to  the  Committee  on  New  Churches  for  study  and  investigation.  The  church  main- 
tains for  the  year  the  status  of  associate  membership  until  the  committee  makes  its  recom- 
mendation, if  favorable,  it  will  be  received  into  full  membership  with  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges at  the  next  annual  session.  If  the  association  then  votes  to  receive  the  church,  the 
moderator  shall  extend  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  messengers. 

Section  3.  Any  church  not  representing  itself  in  this  body  for  two  successive  years,  either  by 
letter  or  by  messengers  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  churches,  unless  satisfactory  reasons 
for  such  failure  are  given. 

Section  4.  The  association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  church  in  its  membership 
which  shall  be  found  to  be  disorderly  in  faith  and  practice,  but  not  until  written  charges  are 
brought  against  it,  which  charges  shall  have  been  authorized  by  the  official  act  of  the  church 
offering  the  same.  Thereafter,  any  such  charges  shall  be  carefully  considered  by  the  associ- 
ation. 

ARTICLE  IV— OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  consist  of  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood 
Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  School  of  Chris- 
tian Studies  Director,  Director  of  Evangelism,  Librarian  and  Representatives  for  the  following: 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  Baptist  Hospital,  Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  Aging,  Christian  Higher 
Education,  Annuity  Board,  American  Bible  Society,  Home  Missions,  State  Missions  and 
Foreign  Missions.  These  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  day  of  the  annual  session 
before  the  noon  recess  adjournment  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting  and  shall  begin  their 
term  of  office  upon  final  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which  elected  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  session.  Any  officer  may  succeed  himself,  except  the 
Moderator,  who  may  not  serve  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director  and  Director  of  Evangelism,  will  be  elected  at  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee Meeting  in  August.  After  their  election  they  will  become  a  part  of  the  Nominating 
Committee. 
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Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order,  appoint  all  commit- 
tees not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  exercise  all  other  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage.  He  shall  also,  as  far  as  his  private  duties 
may  permit,  visit  and  communicate  with  the  churches  between  the  sessions  of  the  associ- 
ation to  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their  work  for  the  kingdom.  He  shall  appoint  a 
Nominating  Committee  and  Committee  on  Committees  at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  the 
following  year.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  ex  officio  member  of  all 
other  committees. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence, 
or  at  his  request,  and  be  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  association; 
shall  superintend  their  printing  and  distribution  to  the  churches;  shall  send  one  copy  each  to 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  to  our 
denominational  agencies  or  institutions  requesting  them;  shall  preserve  a  file  of  all  association 
records;  shall  provide  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association,  form 
letters  for  the  use  of  the  churches  in  making  their  reports  to  the  association  and  shall  suggest 
to  each  church,  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  printing,  the  amount  needed  for  the  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  Annual.  He  shall  serve  as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  funds  of  the  association,  as  directed 
by  the  association,  and  make  an  itemized  statement  at  each  annual  session. 

Section  6.  The  Historian,  in  his  sole  discretion,  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  to  the  associ- 
ation and  the  cooperating  churches,  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  session  of  the  as- 
sociation. 

Section  7.  The  Trustees  shall  be  three  in  number.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  in  trust  any 
property,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  this  association,  and  to  be  representative  of  the 
association  in  legal  matters. 

ARTICLE  V— COMMITTEES  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a 
Nominating  Committee  composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  association  at  its  next  annual 
session  a  complete  slate  of  officers  and  institutional  representatives.  After  presentation  of 
these  nominations  the  Moderator  shall  give  opportunity  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for 
any  and  all  of  these  positions.  Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  this  committee  to  name  a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  association,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  each  annual  session  of  the  association,  the  moderator  shall  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee on  Committees  composed  of  seven  members  from  as  many  different  churches.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  association  at  its  next  annual 
session,  members  of  all  standing  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitution. 
Should  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  name 
a  person  to  fill  the  vacant  position  until  the  next  annual  session  of  the  association,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  3.  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Associational  Church  Training  Direc- 
tor, Director  of  Music  Ministry,  Associational  VV.M.U.  Director,  Associational  Brotherhood 
Director  and  all  the  pastors  of  churches  within  the  association  together  with  one  member 
from  each  church  to  be  elected  by  the  church.  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  ten  (10)  members  of 
the  committee,  including  four  of  the  above  mentioned  officers,  providing  that  either  the 
Moderator  or  the  Vice-Moderator  is  present.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  with  the  churches  of  the  association  in 
the  promotion  of  any  plans  which  may  seem  wise  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and 
to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by 
the  association.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  quarter  at  a  time  to  be  agreed 
upon  or  at  the  call  of  the  Moderator.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  the  officers  of  this 
committee  with  the  Moderator  serving  as  chairman. 

Section  4.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  asso- 
ciational Sunday  School  Director,  the  associational  Church  Training  Director,  the  associ- 
ational  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  the  associational  VV.M.U.   Director,   the  associational 
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Brotherhood  Director  and  three  pastors,  who  along  with  the  chairman,  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Committee  on  Committees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate  with  the 
associational  Director  of  Missions  in  the  extension  of  Baptist  work  throughout  the  associ- 
ational  area,  and  advise  with  him  in  matters  pertaining  to  his  work  and  activities.  It  shall  also 
be  the  duty  of  the  committee,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  associational  Direc- 
tor of  Missions,  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committeee  or  the  association,  a 
suitable  person.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  this  committee  to  consult  with  the  Finance 
Committee  on  matters  of  expense  and  to  provide  information  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
officials  which  might  be  helpful  in  meeting  missionary  needs  and  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  association  in  matters  of  this  kind. 

Section  5.  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members  with  the 
Treasurer  serving  as  ex  officio  member.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  plan  and  re- 
commend to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  association  a  financial  budget  for  the  coming 
year  and  to  supervise  the  raising  and  expenditure  of  funds. 

Section  6.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  CHURCHES  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  applications  from  churches  seeking  admission  to  the  associ- 
ation and,  after  a  visit  or  visits  to  such  churches,  careful  investigation  and  deliberation,  to  re- 
port to  the  association  on  such  applications  in  keeping  with  the  provisions  of  this  constitu- 
tion. 

Section  7.  THE  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  recommend  any  necessary  change  in  the  constitution  and  bring 
reports  as  necessary  to  the  association. 

Section  8.  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrange  the  program  for  the  annual  session  of  the  association  and 
present  the  same  for  adoption  at  its  opening  session.  The  Moderator  and  Director  of  Missions 
will  serve  as  special  advisors  on  this  committee. 

Section  9.  PLACE  AND  PREACHER  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  of  meeting  and  to  recom- 
mend to  the  annual  session  a  place  or  places  of  meeting,  preacher,  and  an  alternate  for  such 
sermons  or  sermon  to  be  presented  in  the  discretion  of  the  committee  and  the  dates  for  the 
next  annual  session. 

Section  10.  THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  study  and  report  on  such  resolutions  as  may  be  referred  to  it  and  to  present 
such  other  resolutions  as  may  be  appropriate  at  the  annual  session. 

Section  11.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  SERVICE  AND  CIVIC  RIGHTEOUSNESS  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  from  as  many  different  churches  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  study 
the  social  and  civic  problems  of  our  area,  along  with  relevant  literature  available  through  the 
Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  to  report  to  the  annual 
session  of  the  association  their  findings  along  with  recommendations  for  specific  action  by 
the  association  and/or  cooperating  churches. 

Section  12.  THE  STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  COMMITTEE  shall  be 
composed  of  three  members  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  encourage  each  church  to  teach  and 
practice  Bible  stewardship,  to  give  to  associational  missions,  and  to  support  world  mission 
causes  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Section  13.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EVANGELISM,  composed  of  three  members  shall  pro- 
mote the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  association  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Department  of 
Evangelism.  All  plans  and  programs  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  association  or  its  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Section  14.  THE  CALENDAR  COMMITTEE  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  associ- 
ational officers:  Director  of  Missions,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Director  of  Music  Ministry,  and  president  of  the  Min- 
ister's Conference.  This  committee  shall  prepare  an  associational  calendar  for  the  year,  and 
present  same  to  the  annual  meeting,  for  adoption.  This  calendar  shall  be  included  in  the  an- 
nual. 

Section  15.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ORDINATION,  composed  of  seven  ministers,  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  candi- 
dates for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  Churches  wishing  to  ordain  ministers  are  requested  to  place 
their  candidates  before  the  committee  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  ordina- 
tion for  examination  on  the  following  principles: 

a.  Christian  experience  or  conversion 

b.  Call  to  the  ministry 
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c.  Attitude  toward  denominational  work  and  objects 

d.  Support  of  denominational  causes 

e.  Moral  and  spiritual  fitness 

f.  Doctrinal  beliefs 

g.  Knowledge  of  the  Bible 

Candidates  are  to  be  ordained  with  the  assistance  of  this  committee  only  when  they  are 
serving  a  church  or  churches  as  pastor  or  having  been  called  as  pastor  of  a  Baptist  church  of 
like  faith  and  practice  with  those  member  churches  of  this  association. 

No  candidate  for  ordination  shall  be  considered  by  the  committee  who  has  not  been  a 
member  of  a  cooperating  church  for  at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  to  be  urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  the  ministry  as  far  as  possible  in  Bap- 
tist Institutions  of  Higher  Learning. 

This  committee  shall  not  recommend  any  candidate  for  ordination  whom  they  feel  will  not 
bring  honor  and  esteem  to  the  Lord,  to  Southern  Baptists  and  to  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist 
Association. 

Recommendations  will  be  made  by  the  committee  to  the  church  where  the  candidate 
holds  membership.  The  committee  will  assist  the  church  in  the  ordination  service  at  a  time 
convenient  to  the  church  and  to  the  members  of  the  committee  if  such  assistance  is  desired. 

Section  16.  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMORIALS,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  bring  a 
report  at  the  annual  meeting,  leading  in  a  memorial  service,  in  memory  of  those  reported  by 
the  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

Section  17.  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  supervision  of  all  properties  belonging  to  the  associ- 
ation and  shall  give  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  properties  owned  by  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  make  such  repairs  or  improvements  as  deemed  necessary.  All  matters  of 
major  repairs  or  improvements  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  action  and  re- 
commendation to  the  Executive  Committee.  This  committee  shall  make  at  least  one  inspec- 
tion in  each  quarter  of  the  year  of  all  properties  owned  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI— GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  The  employment  of  a  Director  of  Missions  shall  follow  the  procedure  outlined  in 
Section  4,  Article  V,  with  the  understanding  that  said  person  be  extended  an  indefinite  call 
and  that  a  period  of  30  days  notice  be  given  by  either  the  missionary  or  the  association  in  the 
event  of  termination  of  such  employment. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Associational  Missions 
Committee,  shall  be  empowered  to  procure  and  supervise  such  necessary  secretarial  and 
janitorial  personnel  for  the  proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  associational  office,  pro- 
vided that  funds  for  the  hiring  and  salary  of  such  personnel  have  been  included  within  the 
current  year's  budget. 

Section  3.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  according  to 
ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER,  Revised. 

Section  4.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  session  upon  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such  amendments  be  presented  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  session  and  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

Section  5.  ROTATING  OF  COMMITTEES.  One-third  of  each  committee  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  a  period  of  three  years.  Committees  or  parts  of  committees,  composed  of  organizational 
heads  shall  not  be  subject  to  rotation.  No  member  shall  succeed  himself.  Vacancies  occurn  ng 
during  the  year  may  be  filled  immediately  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  6.  SPECIAL  ADVISORS.  The  Moderator  and  Director  of  Missions  will  serve  on  all 
committees  of  the  association  as  special  advisors. 


BY-LAWS 


1.  The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  and  continue 
through  the  first  Tuesday  in  October  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of 
Business  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  association. 

2.  Each  session  of  the  association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercise,  conducted  by 
whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  may  designate. 
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3.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business  except  the  matter  of  making  changes  in  the  Constitution. 

4.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  Moderator,  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  the  use  of  unnecessary  personalities. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  towards  one  another  such  courtesies 
as  are  becoming  to  Christians. 

6.  The  annual  associational  year,  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  statistical  information  shall  be 
September  1  to  August  31,  inclusive. 

7.  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  a  majority  vote  of  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  the  association.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  met  4  times  in  the 
past  year  at  the  Wilkesboro  Baptist  Church.  At  each  meeting  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  read,  a  treasurer's  report  given  and  reports  from  each  organization  given. 

November  4,  1974  there  were  16  present  representing  1 2  churches.  The  Missions  Commit- 
tee recommended  that  each  church  receive  a  special  offering  to  give  to  Rev.  Couch  in  ap- 
preciation of  his  4  years  with  us.  Also  a  plaque  be  given  expressing  our  appreciation.  The  ap- 
plication for  State  Aid  in  the  amount  of  $1500  was  approved. 

February  10,  1975,  24  present,  17  churches  represented.  The  committee  approved  the  re- 
commendation from  the  Missions  Committee  that  the  association  assume  full  responsibility 
for  the  Reservoir  Ministry. 

Rev.  E.  W.  McMurray  reported  that  many  churches  have  increased  their  giving  to  missions 
and  some  have  started  giving  to  world  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

May  5, 1975,  a  letter  from  the  Stone  Mountain  Association  was  read  from  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee expressing  appreciation  for  the  use  of  office  equipment,  etc.,  until  they  could  acquire 
the  necessary  equipment  to  be  used  in  their  own  office. 

The  Properties  Committee  brought  the  following  recommendations  which  were  approved; 

1.  That  the  parking  lot  and  driveway  be  paved  at  the  cost  of  $*-KX).  (Mr  Duncan  would  pay 
half  the  cost  of  driveway). 

2.  That  a  security  light  be  installed  by  Duke  Power. 

3.  To  purchase  and  bury  a  550  gallon  fuel  lank  at  the  cost  of  $140. 

4.  That  the  property  be  surveyed  to  determine  the  boundry  lines. 

5.  That  the  buildings  be  pajnted  at  a  later  time. 

In  the  report  from  the  Evangelism  Committee,  Alfred  Andrews  slated  lhal  the  committee  re- 
commended that  a  Lay  Evangelism  School  be  held  in  1976  on  February  23-26  with  three  nights 
training  and  one  night  practicing  what  is  learned,  and  simultaneous  revivals  within  ihe  associ- 
ation be  held  in  March  or  April.  Recommendations  accepted. 

August  4,  1975,  Clyde  Bumgarner,  chairman  of  the  Properties  Committee,  reported  that  all 
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the  improvements  that  were  voted  on  at  the  last  meeting  had  been  completed  except  the  sur- 
veying and  some  painting.  He  brought  a  recommendation  from  the  Properties  Committee  that 
someone  be  hired  to  putty  the  windows,  paint  and  gutter  parsonage  and  trim  the  trees.  He 
made  a  motion  that  $1500  be  used  for  repairs.  Motion  carried. 

Rev.  Joe  Crouch,  chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee  recommended  the  following  of- 
ficers for  the  coming  year:  Church  Training— Rev.  Carl  Elledge;  Sunday  School — Mr.  Bryce 
Greene;  WMU — Mrs.  Robert  Foster;  Brotherhood — Mr.  Max  Freeman;  Music  Director— Mr. 
Ellihu  Sloan.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  GOSHEN  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1959  and  recorded  in  the  associational 
minutes  of  that  year  on  pages  43  to  48,  and  a  second  sketch  of  history  in  the  1965  minutes  on 
pages  41  to  42,  further  reference  to  that  period  will  not  be  mentioned. 

Pastors  who  have  served  the  church  since  1965:  Richard  Byrd,  1966-68,  James  Williams, 
1968-73;  Glenn  Ballard,  1973-74;  Dean  Dillard,  1974-present. 

In  1968  the  church  voted  to  build  kitchen  cabinets  and  2  Sunday  school  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  church  and  to  insulate  the  ceiling  with  six  inches  of  insulation  at  a  cost  of  $375. 

In  1969  the  church  building  was  air-conditioned  at  a  cost  of  $3000.  In  )une  of  1969,  the 
church  voted  to  go  full  time  and  to  pay  the  pastor  $500  per  month.  Also  in  1969  the  church 
-voted  to  build  a  pastorium  on  the  property  of  the  church,  cost  was  $23,804.12.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
|ohn  Higgins  donated  $5000.  for  the  pastorium. 

Improvements  made  in  1970:  church  enlarged  choir  loft  at  a  cost  of  $1203.71,  a  tractor  and 
mowing  supplies  were  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $700.,  and  a  building  was  erected  to  house  this 
equipment  at  a  cost  of  $306.62. 

In  1972  the  parking  lot  was  paved  by  Twin  City  Paving  at  a  cost  of  $3000 — Twin  City  do- 
nated $300  to  the  church,  balance  church  paid  was  $2700.  The  church  purchased  4  acres  of 
land  from  larvis  Walsh  for  $4000. 

At  the  September  23,  1973  meeting  the  church  voted  to  give  $500  to  the  Christian  Action 
League,  $200  to  the  Goshen  Fire  Department  and  $25  each  to  the  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts. 

Clyde  Church  served  the  church  as  interim  pastor  during  the  time  they  were  without  a  pas- 
tor in  1974.  Rev.  Dillard  preached  his  first  sermon  at  the  church  on  August  4,  1974. 

Improvements  made  in  1974:  installed  carpet  on  the  parsonage  steps,  poured  patio  and 
steps  at  the  parsonage,  cost  $252.25;  finished  parsonage  basement  and  bought  drapes  for  the 
parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $2867.82 

Also  in  1974  the  church  voted  to  increase  their  gifts  to  the  association  from  $60  to  $120  per 
year  and  increase  the  salary  of  their  revival  speaker  from  $125  to  $150 

On  December  8,  1974  (he  church  adopted  a  Church  Constitution  as  presented  by  their 
Constitution  Committee. 

In  1975,  carpet  was  installed  in  3  classrooms,  office,  and  hall;  43  Baptist  Hymnals  were 
purchased. 

March  5,  1975,  the  church  voted  to  give  5%  of  total  plate  offerings  per  year  through  the 
Cooperative  Program. 

In  1975  the  church  basement  was  finished  (floor  covering,  paint,  etc.)  cost  was  $1563.40. 
Also  a  dehumidifer  was  purchased  for  the  parsonage  basement. 

On  June  4,  1975  the  church  voted  to  call  Clyde  Church  as  associate  pastor  with  a  salary  of 
$35  per  week.  The  week  of  July  13-20  was  designated  as  Bicentennial  week  with  "Old 
Fashioned  Day"  on  the  13th  and  20th  and  a  picnic  lunch  on  the  20th.  Church  clerks  since 
1965:  Jesse  Walsh,  Sr.,  1966-74  and  Rob  Roy  Jones,  1974-present. 

At  the  present  time,  the  church  has  a  total  membership  of  250  with  134  enrolled  in  Sunday 
School  and  56  in  Church  Training.

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HISTORY  OF  MOUNT  PLEASANT  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Whereas  the  history  of  this  church  was  written  in  1965  and  recorded  in  the  Associational 
minutes  of  that  year,  further  reference  to  that  period  will  not  be  mentioned. 

In  1967,  an  oil  painting  of  the  Jordan  River  scene  was  done  by  Mrs.  Edwin  McGee  and 
presented  to  the  church  by  pastor,  ).  C.  Shaw  and  family.  Also  in  May  of  that  same  year,  an 
Educational  Building  and  Fellowship  Hall  was  started  and  completed. 

In  the  month  of  January  1969,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoke  McNeil  presented  a  piano  to  the  church  to 
be  used  in  the  Fellowship  Hall. 

During  the  month  of  March  1969,  Brother  ).  C.  McNeil,  one  of  the  life  deacons,  read  the 
minutes  of  the  Constitution  of  Mount  Pleasant  Church  and  gave  a  list  of  members  in  1875, 
given  to  him  forty-one  (41 )  years  ago,  by  Mary  Smith,  daughter  of  Frank  Eller,  who  was  pastor 
at  that  time. 

Brother  Vensley  Eller  headed  a  committee  to  grade  and  pave  a  parking  lot  across  the  road 
from  the  church.  This  was  done  and  the  debt  paid. 

In  June,  permission  was  granted  to  Wilkes  Telephone  Corp.  to  hook  on  to  the  church  water 
line  to  supply  the  exchange  building  at  no  cost. 

Then  in  )uly,  an  air  conditioner  was  installed  in  the  nursery  of  the  church. 

November,  Brother  Carl  Bullis,  Mrs.  Sue  Eller  and  Mrs.  Belva  Minton  were  appointed  as  a 
committee  to  draw  plans  for  kitchen  cabinets  in  the  church  fellowship  hall.  Brother  Bullis 
drew  the  plans  and  made  the  cabinets  donating  all  the  labor. 

Several  events  took  place  in  tne  year  1970.  In  )anuary  Brother  Glenn  Wingler  donated  a  hos- 
pital bed  to  be  used  by  the  church  in  community  needs.  March:  The  church  parsonage  drive- 
way was  graded  and  paved  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,120.70  by  Twin  City  Paving  Co.  doing  the  work. 
The  company  also  donated  $568.70  to  the  cost. 

June:  The  Nursery  was  enlarged  by  adding  one  room  and  it  was  completely  carpeted.  In 
November,  new  choir  robes  were  purchased  for  the  Adult  and  Youth  choirs. 

In  April,  1971,  the  church  was  air  conditioned.  The  units  consisted  of  one  five  (5)  ton  and 
three  (3)  ton  units  at  the  cost  of  $1,850.00.  During  the  month  of  August,  Brother  Michael 
Walsh  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel.  Then  in  October,  Brother  Jeffrey  Walsh  was  or- 
dained as  a  deacon  of  the  church. 

October  1972,  a  Brotherhood  was  organized  in  the  church  with  Brother  Ernest  Walsh  as 
president.  Brother  Bill  Wood  was  ordained  as  a  deacon. 

1973,  The  following  committee  was  appointed  to  serve  with  the  present  building  commit- 
tee: Brother  Ralph  Church,  Eugene  Triplette,  and  Harry  Foster  to  see  that  the  front  of  the 
church  building  was  remodeled.  Also  the  entire  church  was  repainted. 

October — Brother  S.  L.  Turner  resurfaced  the  road  leading  to  the  church  parsonage  at  no 
cost  to  the  church. 

In  May  of  1974,  the  floors  of  the  Fellowship  Hall  were  tiled  with  the  tile  being  donated  by 
brother  Ernest  Walsh. 

August — Brother  John  H.  McKuhen  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  to  become  pastor 
of  the  Moravian  Falls  Baptist  Mission. 

October — Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Foster  contributed  shrubbery  and  bark  to  decorate  the  front 
of  our  church. 

January  1975,  Remodeling  of  the  front  of  the  church  was  completed. 

August — Mount  Pleasant  Church  observed  its  100th  Anniversary  with  revival  services  being 
held  the  week  of  August  17-23.  During  the  morning  worship  service,  Mrs.  Edwin  McGee 
presented  the  church  with  three  paintings  of  the  different  church  buildings.  Reverend  W.  H. 
Caldwell,  former  pastor  from  December  17,  1947  until  September  10,  1955  preached  Monday 
and  Tuesday  nights.  Reverend  J.  C.  McQueen,  pastor  from  November  11,  1955  to  October  16, 
1962,  preached  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  nights.  Reverend  Latt  Beshears,  Superintendent 
of  Missions  in  the  Carolina  Association  and  pastor  of  Mount  Pleasant  from  March  10, 1946  un- 
til October  11,  1947,  preached  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 

On  Thursday,  the  100th  Anniversary,  Sister  H.  I.  Shumaker  and  Brother  James  C.  McNeil 
were  recognized  as  being  son  and  daughter  of  the  founder  of  the  church,  Brother  James 
Oliver  McNeil.  After  service  the  congregation  went  to  the  Fellowship  Hall  where  a  three  tier 
birthday  cake  was  served  along  with  other  refreshments. 

Mount  Pleasant  has  all  the  church  organizations. 
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HOME  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  Department  of  Church  Extension  reported  38  new  churches  and  81  new  missions 
begun  in  1974.  Besides  New  Work  Seminars  being  held  on  the  campus  of  each  of  the  six  semi- 
naries, the  department  sponsored  50  seminary  students  to  work  in  special  projects  in  apart- 
ment complexes,  blue-collar  communities  and  resort  areas.  Pilot  projects  were  begun  in  ex- 
ploring ways  to  minister  to  apartment  dwellers,  mobile  court  residents  and  weekend  outreach 
ministries  for  college  students.  Forty-three  of  the  churches  receiving  financial  support  from 
the  department  in  1974  achieved  self-support.  The  Department  of  Language  Missions  led  in 
establishing  96  new  language  culture  congregations  during  the  year  and  participated  in  the 
support  of  950  language  missionary  personnel  serving  among  30  ethnic  groups. 

The  1974  Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering  for  Home  Missions  climbed  to  $8,130,142,  a  gain 
of  18.1  percent  over  the  record  offering  of  the  previous  year.  The  goal  was  $7.2  million.  The 
board  received  $6,939,380  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  an  increase  of  11 .2  percent  over 
1973.  Gifts  to  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  from  churches  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Associ- 
ation were  $5,275.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  REPORT 

The  sending  out  and  maintaining  of  overseas  missions  is  primarily  the  concern  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  Board.  At  the  close  of  1974  the  Board  had  an  overseas  mis- 
sionary staff  of  2,606  assigned  to  82  geographical  areas.  This  brings  the  total  number  ap- 
pointed since  1845,  the  year  of  the  forming  of  the  SBC,  to  5,442. 

Evangelism  and  church  development  are  central  to  the  objectives  of  missions.  The  objec- 
tives being:  making  disciples,  maturing  disciples  in  the  fellowship  of  local  churches,  and 
developing  churches  into  a  cooperative  effort  for  continued  outreach. 

Representative  of  activities  in  evangelism  and  church  development  during  1974  were  work 
in:  radio  and  television,  religious  education  promotion,  lay  leadership  training,  stewardship, 
camps  and  conferences,  women's  work,  men's  work  and  music.  Choirs  from  Bahamas,  Mex- 
ico, and  Austria  performed  in  the  U.S.  Telephone  evangelism  was  used  in  Taiwan. 

Evangelistic  campaigns  were  conducted  in  many  lands.  The  first  baptisms  were  reported  in 
Surinam  (Dutch).  Several  countries  reported  church  building  programs.  Zambia,  French  West 
Indies,  and  Barbados  organized  new  Baptist  Conventions.  A  woman  was  elected  president  of 
the  Dominican  Baptist  Convention. 

Strong  churches  must  have  capable  and  well  trained  leadership  from  among  THEIR 
churches.  Educational  institutions  under  Baptist  auspices  in  various  lands  may  include  all 
levels  from  kindergarten  through  universities,  as  well  as  theological  schools  and  Bible  In- 
stitutes. 

As  literacy  rises  and  vigorous  churches  develop,  an  adequate  supply  of  Christian  literature 
increase  is  important.  In  1974  there  were  15  countries  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  for  the  Baptist  Spanish  Publishing  House  in  El  Paso,  Texas.  Other  new 
literature  work  includes  new  hymnals  in  different  dialects  and  languages,  as  well  as  new  Sun- 
day School  literature. 

Baptist  medical  work  often  opens  doors  for  evangelism.  In  cooperation  with  national  medi- 
cal personnel,  this  witness  is  expressed  by  Southern  Baptist  through  hospitals,  dental  clinics, 
dispensaries,  day  clinics,  nursing  schools,  and  other  health  care  ministries  in  overseas  lands. 

Social  service  ministries  include  agriculture  programs,  goodwill  and  community  centers, 
orphan  homes  and  direct  relief.  Response  to  the  hurricane  in  Honduras  and  flooding  in 
Bangladesh  gave  a  new  thrust  to  Southern  Baptist  work  as  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  served  as 
a  channel  for  relief  and  reconstruction. 

At  the  end  of  1974  Southern  Baptist  contributions  for  Foreign  Missions  totaled  $44,203,185. 
The  1974  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  goal  of  $23  million  was  exceeded.  Approximately 
50%  of  SBC  Cooperative  Program  funds  is  made  available  annually  for  Foreign  Missions.  Still 
needed  urgently  on  overseas  fields  are  land,  buildings  and  equipment. 

Baker  James  Cauthen,  Exec.  Sec,  Foreign  Mission  Board,  SBC,  says  "Standing  as  we  are  upon 
the  threshold  of  the  last  quarter  of  this  century,  we  are  deeply  aware  of  the  escalating  de- 
mands for  a  greater  Christian  witness  than  has  ever  yet  been  given.  .  .It  is  important  that  new 
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plans  be  made,  fresh  insights  be  gained,  larger  resources  be  provided,  and  forward  steps  be 
undertaken."

STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT 

Southern  Baptists'  compassion  for  world  missions  must  also  include  the  real  needs  of  our 
own  counties  and  state.  State  and  associational  missions  are  indeed  part  of  the  world  mission 
imperative.  Without  neglecting  distant  lands,  we  must  continue  to  build  a  strong  state  mis- 
sions program  throughout  North  Carolina. 

State  missions  can  be  divided  into  two  major  categories:  (1)  STRENGTHENING  ministries 
and  (2)  LENGTHENING  ministries. 

Strengthening  ministries  help  develop  local  church  organizations  such  as  Sunday  School, 
WMU,  Church  Training,  Brotherhood,  etc.  These  programs  enable  local  churches  to  realize 
their  own  mission  potential.  Workshops,  seminars,  and  conferences  are  conducted 
throughout  the  year  for  the  development  of  local  church  programs. 

The  second  type  of  state  missions  are  those  ministries  that  lengthen  the  local  church's  wit- 
ness. These  are  cooperative  efforts  requiring  the  resources  of  more  than  one  church  or  associ- 
ation. Examples  of  these  programs  are  resort  missions,  deaf  ministries,  chaplaincy  ministries, 
city  and  metropolitan  missions,  etc.  Many  of  these  ministries  are  co-sponsored  by  district  as- 
sociations and  the  Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board. 

All  state  mission  ministries  are  in  some  way  cooperative  efforts  of  local  churches  and  asso- 
ciations. Church  and  associational  development,  in  fact,  is  one  of  the  primary  goals  of  state 
missions  in  North  Carolina.  The  purpose  is  to  build  strong  "mission  stations"  across  the  state 
as  a  foundation  for  the  overall  support  of  world  missions,  christian  education,  and 
benevolences. 

State  missions  in  North  Carolina  is  supported  by  the  Cooperative  Program  and  annual  State 
Missions  Offering  in  September.  One  of  the  finest  works  of  the  state  mission  program  is  the 
Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  in  Hendersonville.  At  the  present,  217  studenlsare  enrolled  for 
the  fall  quarter  which  began  August  26;  171  from  North  Carolina,  42  from  South  Carolina  and 
four  from  other  states.  The  students  range  in  age  from  25  to  over  55.  Fruitland  equips  many 
ministers  to  do  a  far  better  job  in  their  ministry  than  they  could  otherwise  do.  Most  of  these 
cannot  for  various  reasons  attend  the  seminary  and  this  is  certainly  the  next  best  thing  to  do.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

There  has  never  been  a  year  in  the  history  of  your  Baptist  Homes  when  more  people  have 
sought  the  services  of  the  Homes.  This  has  been  true  particularly  of  the  aging  sick  person. 
Almost  daily  calls  come  from  older  persons,  and  their  families,  inquiring  about  admission  to 
one  of  your  five  resident  Homes  and  the  Skilled  Nursing  Care  Facility  of  the  Homes.  We  can 
minister  to  only  230  persons  at  any  given  time. 

Gifts  for  1974-75  from  our  Baptist  Churches,  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  through 
the  3rd  Sunday  of  February  Offering  for  the  Homes,  reflect  a  very  encouraging  increase.  This  is 
great,  and  we  are  grateful  especially  since  four  out  of  every  five  persons  who  live  in  our 
Homes  depend  upon  these  love  gifts  for  their  care!  Your  love  gift  is  a  life-line  to  these  deserv- 
ing older  persons,  and  they  could  not  be  cared  for  in  the  majority  of  cases,  if  it  were  not  for 
you. 

The  most  exciting  development  in  the  family  of  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  past  year  has 
been  the  experience  of  obtaining  one  of  the  most  beautiful  locations  in  the  Blue  Ridge  moun- 
tains of  North  Carolina  for  the  proposed  Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home.  This  site  is  a 
twenty-one  acre  tract  of  land  overlooking  the  city  of  Asheville,  better  known  as  the  Pearson 
Estate,  on  Richmond  Hill,  in  Northwest  Asheville.  God  Himself,  we  feel,  has  guided  us  in  dis- 
covering this  beautiful  site. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  now  to  raise  $1,000,000  for  the  construction  of  this  new  proposed 
Western  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home.  These  plans  initially  will  include  50  rooms  for  resi- 
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dents,  with  living  room,  dining  room,  library,  chapel  and  activities  room,  and  other  necessary 
rooms.  With  the  completion  of  this  Home,  North  Carolina  Baptist  will  be  enlarging  their  base 
of  ministry  to  almost  300  persons,  and  older  people  from  Western  North  Carolina  will  have  a 
facility  to  serve  the  hundreds  in  their  area  who  will  need  the  service  of  this  lovely  facility  now 
and  in  the  years  to  come. 

Pray  for  the  ministry  of  your  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging.  Give  as  liberally  as  possible  that 
the  overwhelming  needs  of  older  people  in  our  midst  might  be  met  more  adequately.  Visit  the 
Homes  and  see  first-hand  the  personal  joy  that  your  gifts  bring.  Know  that  your  ministry  to 
even  one  of  these  dear  older  people  is  a  ministry  as  unto  Christ  Himself.

1975  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT 

Baptist  state  papers  claimed  more  attention  than  usual  at  the  1975  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  this  year.  It  was  revealed  that  they  had  played  a  tremendous  part  in  the 
growth  of  our  denomination  as  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  celebration  of  the  50th  Annivers- 
ary of  the  Cooperative  Program.  All  33  editors  of  state  papers  were  introduced  and  a  com- 
parison of  circulation  of  each  paper  was  made  for  the  period  1925  to  1975.  Some  of  the 
publications  were  not  in  existence  50  years  ago,  but  this  in  itself  reveals  something  of 
Southern  Baptist  growth. 

In  giving  a  special  committee  report  on  state  papers,  H.  Franklin  Paschall,  pastor  of  First 
Church,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  reported  that  present  circulation  is  1  3/4  million  and  recommended 
that  the  convention  reaffirm  its  goal  of  getting  a  state  paper  into  two  million  Baptist  homes  by 
1980.  The  committee  recommended  a  vigorous  campaign  in  all  states  to  help  accomplish  this, 
and  also  recommended  that  state  papers  be  incorporated  in  all  local  church  budgets. 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  one  of  those  33  state  papers.  For  142  years  it  has  gone  into  the 
homes  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  and  now  has  a  circulation  of  above  112,000.  It  is  our  hope 
that  North  Carolina  churches  will  take  seriously  the  recommendation  reaffirmed  at  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  that  state  papers  be  incorporated  in  local  church  budgets  for  all 
their  families.  Already  more  than  1,000  churches  in  North  Carolina  are  doing  this,  and  more 
congregations  do  so  each  year.  What  a  ministry  for  only  $2.50  per  year  in  the  church  budget 
plan. 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  has  covered  many  sensitive  issues  this  past  year.  We  are  ex- 
tremely grateful  to  the  editor  and  his  staff  for  an  outstanding  job  in  making  us  aware  of  the 
issues  relative  to  our  denomination. 

The  RECORDER  continues  to  operate  on  a  limited  budget,  and  with  an  altogether  too  small 
staff.  Local  churches  can  help  by  understanding  these  limitations,  and  by  renewing  their 
subscription  plans  promptly.  In  this  time  of  inflation  and  sky-rocketing  postage  costs,  may  we 
all  stand  behind  the  staff  so  that  we  can  continue  to  have  one  of  the  best  state  papers.

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planning,  providing  ways  to  support  Baptist  institutions  and  mission  work  on  a  permanent 
basis.  Property  and  funds  placed  with  the  Baptist  Foundation  are  invested  bv  a  convention 
elected  board  of  directors  with  the  income  paid  annually  to  the  institution  or  mission  cause 
designated  by  the  donor. 

Individual  assistance  is  provided  Baptists  throughout  the  state  in  the  establishment  of  trusts 
that  not  only  benefit  the  donor  but  also  support  the  Christian  ministries  of  our  denomination 
in  a  lasting,  perpetual  way. 

New  gifts  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  N.  C.  Baptist  amounted  to  $635,079.57  during  1974-75 
fiscal  year.  Added  to  the  market  value  of  assets  held  from  previous  years  brings  the  total  value 
to  $2,331,559.67  as  of  )une  30,  1975.  Income  from  all  assets  held  by  the  Foundation  which 
have  been  or  will  be  distributed  to  designated  beneficiaries  in  the  near  future  amounted  to 
$76,257.82  for  the  past  12  months.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT 

The  world's  population  reached  an  estimated  total  of  four  billion  people  in  1974 — most  of 
them  without  ready  access  to  the  Word  of  God.  These  people  constitute  the  challenge  con- 
fronting the  churches,  dedicated  to  the  proclaiming  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  Bible  Societies, 
dedicated  to  the  translation,  publication  and  distribution  of  God's  Word. 

The  publication  of  the  Word  of  God  requires  technical  skill,  scholarly  expertise,  and  selfless 
devotion  to  the  communication  of  the  sacred  text.  The  Bible  Societies  of  the  world  have 
assumed  this  task,  providing  Scriptures  in  whatever  languages,  formats  and  varieties  are  re- 
quired. But  the  challenge  to  the  Bible  Societies  is  multiplying  even  faster  than  the  population 
increase,  for  new  developments  in  Scripture  translation  and  publication  are  opening  up  vast 
new  audiences  to  God's  Word. 

During  1974,  252,956,174  Scriptures  were  distributed  throughout  the  world  by  the  United 
Bible  Societies.  Of  these,  87,102,185  were  distributed  in  the  United  States. 

The  American  Bible  Society  gives  special  thanks  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  its 
close  and  continuing  cooperation  with  the  ABS  in  supporting  the  Bible  cause 

BAPTIST  COLLEGES  REPORT 

"Higher  education  in  America  is  largely  the  product  of  the  Christian  church.  For  example, 
between  1635  and  1860,  churches  founded  175  of  the  182  permanently  established  colleges. 
(In  North  Carolina,  three  Baptist  colleges  were  begun  during  this  period:  Wake  Forest  in  1834, 
Chowan  in  1848,  and  Mars  Hill  in  1856.) 

The  growth  of  state-supported  colleges  is  a  relatively  recent  development.  In  1860,  only  17 
American  colleges  were  listed  as  public  institutions.  In  reality,  state  colleges  were  built  on  a 
foundation  laid  by  two  centuries  of  Christian  higher  education. 

The  continuation  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  is  squarely  based  on  biblical  and 
theological  realities.  God  is  creator,  redeemer,  and  sustainer  of  all  life.  All  knowledge, 
therefore,  comes  from  God.  In  Christian  higher  education,  the  student  is  discovering  truths 
which  stem  from  God.  The  educational  task  should  be  a  reverent  adventure  of  the  mind  into 
whatever  knowledge  may  come. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  hold  these  truths  as  central  to  the  education  of  all  people: 

1.  All  truth  is  of  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  is  the  integrating  center  of  all  truth. 

2.  The  Christian  college  has  as  its  purpose  the  discovery,  preservation,  and  transmission  of 
truth. 

3.  The  Christian  college  has  the  responsibility  for  transmitting  particular  ethical  and  moral 
values  as  reflected  in  Scripture,  especially  in  the  Ten  Commandments,  as  interpreted  by 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

4.  The  Christian  college  differs  from  other  ventures  in  higher  education  through  its  belief  in 
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the  nature  of  truth,  the  nature  of  God,  and  the  nature  and  destiny  of  man.  The  mission  of 
the  Christian  college  is  an  essential  part  of  the  Christian  mission. 

5.  The  churches  need  ministerial  and  lay  leadership  who  have  been  broadly  educated  from 
the  perspective  of  the  Christian  world  view. 

6.  The  world  needs  the  witness  of  the  Christian  college,  where  education  takes  place  in 
light  of  faith  and  where  faith  is  viewed  in  light  of  education."

Training  remains  as  one  of  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  church  today — training  better  to 
perform  our  jobs  as  teachers,  church  officers,  or  deacons;  training  to  become  more 
meaningfully  involved  church  members;  training  to  apply  the  Bible  to  the  demands  of 
modern-day  living;  training  to  witness;  training  to  be  workmen  "that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed." 

The  state  of  Church  Training  in  most  of  our  churches  is  about  like  the  state  of  the  temple 
before  King  Josiah  sent  workers  to  restore  it  (II  Chronicles  34).  Even  the  most  sacred  book  of 
the  law  had  lain  forgotten  in  the  temple.  Church  Training  is  a  sacred  treasure  that  needs 
rediscovering  in  our  churches.  It's  time  to  dust  it  off  and  put  it  back  to  work,  not  as  a  relic  of 
the  past  but  as  a  driving  force  for  the  present  and  the  future. 

Your  Associational  Church  Training  sponsored  two  events  during  the  year:  the  M-Night 
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program,  which  was  rather  well  attended,  and  a  Youth  Rally,  which  was  not  well  attended.  A 
questionnaire  was  sent  to  you  through  the  associational  newsletter  to  try  to  get  some  infor- 
mation for  the  benefit  of  your  Church  Training  officers  regarding  your  current  programs  and 
needs  in  Church  Training,  but  virtually  none  of  these  questionnaires  were  returned. 

We  in  Church  Training  hope  to  be  able  to  provide  some  training  opportunities  for  you  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  even  if  your  church  does  not  have  a  Church  Training  program,  and  we 
stand  ready  to  assist  you,  whether  you  be  few  or  many.  We  believe  wholeheartedly  in  training, 
whenever  it's  conducted,  but  we  also  still  believe  that  church  is  the  Sunday  night  place  to  be!

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

All  churches  will  receive  Proclamation  '76  Planning  Calendar  booklets  for  1975-76  and 
other  revival  materials.  Each  church  is  encouraged  to  plan  a  Simultaneous  Revival  during  the 
spring  (March  or  April)  of  1976.  If  you  do  not  have  a  simultaneous  revival,  every  Baptist 
church  is  urged  to  plan  a  dynamic  revival  effort  in  the  spring  of  1976.  The  Brushy  Mountain 
Association  has  a  Lay  Evangelism  School  planned  for  February  23-26,  1976  followed  by 
simultaneous  revivals  in  March  or  April.  We  encourage  all  the  churches  to  take  part  in  this. 
The  continuing  response  of  youth  and  adults  to  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  has  been  signifi- 
cant. In  the  past  3  1/2  years,  12,774  youth  and  adults  have  shared  in  this  lay  witness  training 
from  1,007  churches  and  55  associations.  Also,  107  pastors  from  nine  other  associations  have 
participated  in  Pastor's  Retreats  dealing  with  Lay  Evangelism  Schools.  Five  other  associations 
have  planned  Lay  Evangelism  Schools  during  the  fall  of  1975. 

"BE  RECONCILED  TO  GOD  AND  MAN"  was  the  theme  of  the  29th  Statewide  Evangelism 
Conference  at  War  Memorial  Auditorium,  Greensboro,  February  3-5,  1975.  Over  2,400  pastors 
and  lay  persons  heard  excellent  speakers  emphasize  various  phases  of  evangelism. 
The  following  churches  gave  me  a  report  of  their  revivals: 

Liberty  Grove — the  pastor  felt  they  had  a  very  successful  revival  with  a  significant  num- 
ber of  rededications.  At  the  end  of  the  revival  they  had  a  note  burning. 
Fishing  Creek  reports  10  for  baptism  and  3  by  letter 
Pleasant  Home — 3  baptisms:  Walnut  Grove  reports  1  profession  of  faith 
Moravian  Falls — Spring  Revival,  7  baptisms  (Fall  Revival  scheduled  in  October) 
Bethany  reports  successful  revivals:  Mt.  Carmel,  baptised  13,  16  professions 
Lewis  Fork — reports  a  great  revival  with  24  baptisms:  Purlear,  9  baptisms 
At  the  writing  of  this  report  many  churches  haven't  had  their  revival  this  year. 
Let  us  rejoice  in  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  wonderful  revival  meetings,  city-wide 
crusades,  and  evangelism  clinics  during  the  past  year. 

The  30th  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  at  the  Civic  Center  Auditorium, 
Asheville,  during  February  2-4,  1976. 

Remember  to  pray  daily  for  the  work  of  evangelism  in  all  the  churches  of  our  state,  nation 
and  world.

W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

The  first  task  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to  teach  missions.  Church  WMU  organiza- 
tions provide  the  setting  in  which  missions  are  taught.  The  five  age-level  organizations,  Baptist 
Women,  Baptist  Young  Women,  Acteens,  Girls  in  Action  and  Mission  Friends  involve  mem- 
bers in  learning  experiences  and  encourage  them  to  become  better  informed  about  missions 
through  regular  reading  of  the  WMU  magazines. 

Training  leadership  is  an  ongoing  concern  of  WMU.  An  associational  leadership  conference 
was  held  in  October  in  the  Wilkesboro  Church  in  which  new  materials  and  emphases  were 
presented  to  all  age-level  leaders  and  workers.  New  leaders  were  briefed  in  manual  study  and 
encouraged  to  pursue  further  study  individually. 

One  new  organization  with  all  age-level  organizations  was  formed  in  the  Zion  Hill  Church 
and  leadership  training  was  provided  by  the  associational  officers. 
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Mission  support  as  defined  by  WMU  includes  praying,  giving  and  going.  Prayer  is  offered 
daily  through  the  use  of  missionary  birthday  lists  in  the  WMU  periodicals  and  Weeks  of  Prayer 
for  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  a  Season  of  Prayer  for  State  Missions.  Participation  and  in- 
volvement in  these  emphases  were  promoted  and  supported  through  the  association.  We 
have  no  statistics  to  show  the  effectiveness  of  our  praying,  but  we  have  a  commendable  re- 
cord in  the  more  tangible  aspects  of  support  in  our  giving. 

For  a  second  year  the  Annual  Meeting  was  shared  by  WMU  and  the  Brotherhood.  A  Mis- 
sions Rally  was  held  in  the  Mount  Pleasant  Church  in  April  with  good  attendance.  Rev.  R.  L. 
Stocks,  missionary  to  Mozambique,  was  guest  speaker. 

A  Boys  and  Girls  Day  Camp  held  in  May  was  supported  by  WMU  and  involved  several 
WMU  associational  officers  on  the  staff. 

Your  director  was  personally  involved  as  guest  speaker  in  several  churches  for  Mother- 
Daughter  Banquets,  inspirational  meetings,  and  for  mission  study.  The  officers  are  grateful  for 
your  interest,  your  prayers  and  support,  and  for  allowing  us  to  serve  God  through  this 
organization.

The  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association  is  a  vital  link  between  the  church  and  World  Mis- 
sions. A  week  of  Prayer  for  associational  missions  is  set  aside  every  year  to  emphasize  associ- 
ational missions.  We  did  not  ask  for  an  offering  this  year — we  asked  for  your  prayers  and 
cooperation  in  associational  work. 
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Let  us  pray  for  our  Director  of  Missions,  Rev.  I.  V.  Couch.  He  has  led  us  in  a  marvelous  way 
for  the  past  five  years.  We  have  more  churches  and  more  pastors  cooperating  with  associ- 
ational  work  now  than  at  any  other  time  in  the  history  of  ourassociation.  Financially  we  are  in 
the  best  condition  we  have  ever  been.  Our  associational  property  is  also  in  good  repair, 
thanks  to  the  hard  work  and  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Couch.  We  thank  God  for  him  every  day. 

Let  us  pray  for  outreach  of  churches  and  pastors.  We  have  41  churches  and  2  missions  and 
pastors  for  each  of  these.  We  are  sorry  we  cannot  report  100%  cooperation  from  churches  or 
pastors.  It  is  so  true,  "As  the  pastor,  so  goes  the  church."  So  pastors,  we  are  counting  on  you. 

Let  us  pray  for  our  associational  leaders.  This  is  a  large  group  of  people.  We  have  1 3  general 
officers  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association,  105  other  officers  and  committee  mem- 
bers, the  Executive  Promotion  Committee  of  the  association  which  transacts  the  business  of 
the  association  between  sessions  of  the  association.  This  committee  is  made  up  of  the  13 
general  officers,  pastors  of  the  41  churches  and  one  member  elected  from  each  of  the 
churches  and  the  two  missions  to  represent  them.  The  committee  meets  once  each  quarter. 

This  is  a  large  group  of  officers  and  committees  (200  individual  offices  and  committees)  to 
work  with.  And  that  is  not  all,  we  have  9,383  resident  members  of  our  churches  with  6,828 
enroled  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  Mr.  Couch  leads  and  guides  in  WMU,  Brotherhood  and  youth 
work  of  the  association.  He  is  also  responsible  for  the  conduction  of  the  service  during  the 
summer  months  at  W.  Kerr  Scott  Reservoir. 

As  chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  I  challenge  each  of  you  to  pray  for  our  Director  of 
Missions,  for  our  churches  and  pastors,  and  for  this  large  group  of  associational  officers  and 
leaders.  Let's  not  stop  with  praying,  let's  work  together  to  keep  our  association  strong.  Let's 
support  Mr.  Couch  and  our  association  to  the  best  of  our  ability  in  the  year  ahead.  Again, 
thank  you  I.  V.  for  all  you  have  done  for  God  in  our  association.

PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Properties  Committee  has  been  busy  in  the  past  year  making  improvements  on  the  as- 
sociational property. 

1 .  A  new  fuel  tank  has  been  installed  in  the  ground  to  take  the  place  of  the  one  above  the 
ground  at  a  cost  of  $152.36. 

2.  The  parking  lot  and  driveway  has  been  paved  at  a  cost  of  $990.  The  Duncans,  who  share 
the  driveway,  paid  more  than  half  the  cost  of  paving  the  drive,  making  our  actual  cost 
$765. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  appropriated  $1500  to  be  used  by  the  Associational  Properties 
Committee  to  make  the  needed  repairs  on  the  property. 

4.  The  exterior  of  the  office  building  has  been  painted  and  repairs  made  on  the  windows. 

5.  The  exterior  of  the  parsonage  has  been  painted,  aluminum  guttering  installed,  and  other 
needed  repairs  made. 

6.  Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  well  house  including  a  new  roof. 

7.  The  trees  on  the  property  are  to  be  trimmed  as  soon  as  the  leaves  fall. 

It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  some  funds  left  to  do  some  much  needed  painting  in  the  asso- 
ciational office.  The  interior  of  the  office  has  not  been  painted  since  it  was  built.

STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  REPORT 

During  1975,  we  have  celebrated  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  Now  we 
are  challenged  to  turn  our  thinking  to  the  years  ahead.  A  convention  wide  goal  has  been  set 
for  $150  million  to  be  received  in  the  state  conventions  in  1 976,  for  Cooperative  Program  min- 
istries. This  would  provide  approximately  $52  million  for  SBC  causes  and  $98  million  for  state 
causes.  Sunday,  October  26,  has  been  designated  as  a  day  of  church  commitment.  On  that 
day  churches  are  challenged  to  adopt  a  Cooperative  Program  goal  that  will  reflect  a  bold  step 
in  the  support  of  world  missions.  Every  church  is  challenged  to  increase  Cooperative  Program 
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gifts  by  a  minimum  of  1%  of  the  total  budget  income.  In  addition,  every  church  is  asked  to 
consider  greater  support  of  the  local  associational  program  and  indicate  a  commitment  to  this 
as  well. 

During  the  past  year  the  churches  of  our  association  gave  $68,726  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Our  associational  missions  eoal  for  1976  is  $19,515.  Last  vear  our  churches  gave 
$17,854  for  associational  missions.  Our  goal  was  $18,603.  If  the  churches  would  increase  the 
suggested  percentage  for  next  year  we  can  reach  our  goal. 

Our  goals  for  the  coming  year  are: 

1.  Every  church  in  the  association  giving  something  through  the  Cooperative  Program  for 
world  mission  support. 

2.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  Cooperative  Program  giving  by  at  least  1%  of 
the  total  budget  income. 

3.  Every  church  in  the  association  increasing  associational  mission  giving  by  at  least  1%   of 
the  total  budget  income. 

4.  We  recommend  that  every  church  give  at  least  3%  of  total  budget  income  through  asso- 
ciational missions. 

WE  RECOMMEND: 

1.  That  a  stewardship  chairman  be  elected  in  every  church  in  our  association. 

2.  That  a  year-round  emphasis  be  made  upon  the  stewardship  of  accumulated  possessions 
and  resources. 

We  appreciate  the  good  response  the  churches  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Baptist  Association 
in  increased  Cooperative  Program  giving  and  in  associational  support.

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  STUDIES  REPORT 

In  our  School  of  Christian  Studies  (Seminary  Extension)  this  year  we  offered  two  courses  of 
study.  The  first  was  INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  OLD  TESTAMENT,  a  historical  survey  of  the 
first  ten  books  of  the  Old  Testament  (Genesis  through  2  Samuel),  taught  by  lames  Lambert. 
There  were  eleven  enrolled.  The  second  was  FUNDAMENTALS  OF  MUSIC,  an  introduction 
to  the  basic  skills  in  reading,  understanding,  and  directing  music,  taught  by  Craig  Little.  There 
were  forty-six  enrolled  in  this  course.

It  is  our  desire  to  offer  at  least  two  courses  this  coming  year.  The  description  and  date  of 
these  courses  will  be  announced  soon. 

It  is  also  our  desire  to  keep  in  mind  and  offer  continuing  education  courses  for  pastors  who 
have  not  had  the  privilege  of  College  and  Seminary  education.

3.  Men  and  Boys  Camp  is  proving  to  be  one  of  the  best  activities  of  the  Brotherhood  work. 
The  camp  was  May  30-31  at  W.  Kerr  Scott  Lake.  We  had  65  men  and  boys  attending.  The 
camp  was  designed  for  fellowship  and  inspiration. 

4.  The  Brotherhood  worked  with  Zion  Hill  Church  in  organizing  a  Brotherhood  in  their 


church.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

There  have  been  many  significant  developments,  in  several  different  areas,  at  your  Baptist 
Hospital  during  the  past  year. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  read  the  new  ambulatory  care  unit  will  be  open,  making  possible 
enlarged  and  improved  services  for  the  Emergency  Room,  Outpatient  Clinics,  Physical 
Therapy  and  other  departments.  Renovation  of  the  West  Wing  will  be  complete  and  renova- 
tion on  the  South  Wing  will  begin  in  early  August.  The  third  floor  of  the  Progressive  Care  Unit 
has  been  remodeled  to  provide  26  beds,  therapy  room  and  other  improved  facilities  for  Psy- 
chiatric services. 

The  long-awaited  EMI-scanner  is  now  in  use  and  is  already  proving  beneficial  in  detecting 
blood  clots,  tumors,  strokes  and  other  abnormalties  of  the  brain. 

A  Family  Practice  Center  opened  luly  1, 1975  to  offer  more  primary  medical  care  for  patients 
and  also  to  provide  specialized  training  for  physicians  who  choose  to  enter  Family  Practice. 

Despite  the  continued  rise  in  costs  for  services  and  materials  the  hospital  has  been  able  to 
operate  in  the  black.  Gifts  from  the  Baptist  churches  have  been  gratifying  In  1974  the  hospital 
received  $258,898  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  $392,000  through  the  Mother's  Day 
Offering. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  has  opened  a  counseling  center  in  Raleigh,  and  there  are 
plans  for  one  in  the  western  part  of  the  state.  The  Department  has  established  a  scholarship 
fund  as  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Richard  K.  Young,  the  department's  first  director,  who  died  Decem- 
ber 31. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Reid  T.  Holmes  retired  as  President  of  the  hospital,  after  serving  in 
the  hospital  administration  for  29  years. 

Gifts  from  churches  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Association,  January — |uly,  1975,  amounted  to 
$2739.40  with  26  churches  contributing. 

CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT 

Christian  child  care  provided  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  is  a 
cooperative  mission.  This  mission  endeavor  has  been  carried  on  by  N.  C.  Baptist  for  the  past 
90  years. 

The  lives  of  more  than  3,700  people  were  affected  in  a  significant  way  through  the  services 
of  the  Homes  during  the  past  year.  Daily  care  and  related  services  were  provided  1,524 
children.  Of  this  number,  1,061  were  in  continuing  programs  while  463  received  casework, 
counseling,  and  referral  services.  A  close  working  relationship  was  also  maintained  with  2,178 
adults  in  an  effort  to  reestablish  homes  and  strengthen  family  relationships. 

New  and  exciting  developments  are  in  progress  throughout  the  state.  During  the  past  year 
emergency  shelters  were  opened  in  Charlotte  and  Forest  City  to  meet  the  needs  of  children 
requiring  immediate  assistance.  Both  Broyhill  Home  and  Mills  Home  will  have  a  new  cottage 
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for  children  constructed  during  the  next  year.  Progress  is  being  made  to  expand  facilities  at 
Odum  Home.  Increasing  numbers  of  families  are  opening  hearts  and  homes  for  the  care  of 
foster  children. 

A  cooperative  mission  requires  that  the  parties  involved  have  a  clear,  common  purpose  to 
which  they  are  firmly  committed,  undergirded  by  mutual  trust,  and  clear  communications. 
These  three  factors  characterized  the  relationships  between  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
and  their  Children's  Homes.  Through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Thanksgiving  Offer- 
ing, Baptists  throughout  the  state  can  share  a  commitment  to  Christian  child  care.  In 
response,  the  staff  of  the  Children's  Homes  is  committed  to  translate  this  support  into  a 
dynamic  ministry  of  love  and  concern  for  children  and  families  in  need.  With  God's  con- 
tinued blessings  we  will  move  together  to  fulfil  our  mission.

Our  special  thanks  to  every  church  that  partici- 
pated. 

Our  second  major  emphasis  for  the  year  was  our  Workers  Training  School,  held  the  week  of 
March  17.  1975.  Overwhelmed,  would  be  one  word  to  describe  our  feelings  for  the  many 
good  workers  who  attended  this  school.  I  here  were  197  people  enrolled  in  our  classes  with 
an  average  attendance  for  the  week  of  144.  There  were  26  churches  represented  and  20  pas- 
tors attended.  Thank  vou  Millers  Creek  Church  for  your  fine  facilities. 

The  accomplishments  of  this  year  could  not  have  been  realized  without  the  capable  help  of 
our  Sunday  School  workers.  They  include  Lee  and  Betty  Church,  Betty  Wheless,  Mary  Lou 
Byrd  and  Rev.  E.  W.  McMurray.  They  deserve  our  thanks. 

We  appreciate  the  good  work  being  done  in  Vacation  Bible  School  work  by  Rev.  Glenn 
Byrd  and  his  workers.  The  training  offered  our  youth  by  these  good  people  can  only  be  de- 
scribed as  invaluable.

GENERAL  BOARD  REPORT 

Between  sessions  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  the  General  Board  has  charge  and  control 
of  all  work  of  the  Convention  except  the  activities  designated  to  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  its 
institutions  and  agencies.  It  is  composed  of  one  member  from  associations  with  less  than 
20,000  membership;  two  members  from  associations  with  memberships  of  20,000-40,000; 
three  members  from  associations  with  more  than  40,000  membership  and  one  from  each  of 
the  ten  regions. 

The  General  Board  meets  three  times  a  year:  at  Raleigh  in  January,  on  a  college  campus  in 
)une  or  July,  and  at  Caraway  in  October.  In  cases  of  emergency,  other  meetings  could  be 
called. 

Officers  of  the  Board  are  President,  Vice-President  and  Recording  Secreta/y.  Each  member 
of  the  Board  is  given  a  choice  of  the  committee  through  which  he  will  serve.  The  committees 
are:  Council  of  Christian  Life,  Christian  Higher  Education,  Evangelism,  Church  Programs,  Mis- 
sions and  Social  Services.  For  the  sake  of  efficiency,  from  these  committees  are  formed  many 
sub-committees.  Your  Brushy  Mountain  member  this  past  year  was  privileged  to  serve  on  the 
Missions  Committee.  He  attended  the  January  meeting  of  the  Board  and  the  Missions  Com- 
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mittee  in  Raleigh.  In  March  he  attended  the  Orientation  Session  of  the  Missions  Committee  at 
the  Baptist  Building  in  Raleigh.  The  October  meeting  shall  be  held  at  Camp  Caraway  on  Octo- 
ber 14-15. 

All  board  members  are  sent  copies  of  Executive  Committee  Minutes.  A  policy  of  openness 
is  practiced  by  the  General  Board.  All  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  General 
Board  are  kept  in  an  official  record  book  in  the  Baptist  Building  and  are  open  for  examination 
by  any  member  of  a  participating  church  upon  request. 

Brushy  Mountain  Association  received  its  requested  amount  of  $1 ,500  from  the  Convention 
this  year.
